priests, who dwelt in Anathoth in the land of Benjamin^; 

2 to whom the word of Jehovah came in the days of Josiah, 
the son of Amon, king of Judah, in the thirteenth year 

3 of his reign ; to whom it also came in the days of Jehoia- 
kim, the son of Josiah, king of Judah, until the end of 
the eleventh year of Zedekiah, the son of Josiah, king 
of Judah, until the carrying away of Jerusalem into 
captivity in the fifth month.

The call of Jeremiah to his office; two visions. — Ch. I. 4-19. 

4, 5 The word of Jehovah came to me, saying : Before I 
formed thee in the womb, I knew thee ; and before thou 
earnest into the world, I chose thee ; I appointed thee to 
be a prophet to the nations. 

6 Then said I, Alas, 0 Lord Jehovah ! Behold, I am not 

7 able to speak ; for I am a child. But Jehovah said to me, 
Say not, I am a child ; but go to whomever I send thee, 

8 and speak whatever I command thee I Be not afraid of 
them! For I am with thee to help thee, saith Jeho- 

9 vah. Then Jehovah put forth his hand, and touched my 
10 mouth. Jehovah also said to me, Behold, I have put 

my words in thy mouth. Behold, I have set thee tl^ 
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JEKEMIAH.

day over nations and over kingdoms, to root out, and to 
pull down, and to destroy, and to overthrow; and to 
build, and to plant. 

11 Then the word of Jehovah came to me, saying, What 
seest thou, Jeremiah ? And I said, I see a rod of almond- 

12 wood. And Jehovah said to me. Thou hast seen right ; 
for I am watchful over my word to perform it. 

IE And the word of Jehovah came to me a second time, 
saying, What seest thou ? And I said, I see a boiling pot, 

14 whose face is turned from the north. And Jehovah said 
to me, From the north shall evil break forth upon all the 

15 inhabitants of the land. For, behold, I will call all the 
tribes of the kingdoms of the north, saith Jehovah ; and 
they shall come, and shall set every one his throne at the 
entrance of the gates of Jerusalem, and against all her 

16 walls around, and against all the cities of Judah. And I 
will pronounce my judgments against them for all their 
wickedness, in that they have forsaken me, and have 
burned incense to other gods, and worshipped the work 

17 of their own hands. Thou, therefore, gird up thy loins, 
and arise, and spe^k to them all that I command thee ; be 
not afraid of them, lest I confound thee before them. 

18 For, behold, I make thee this day a fortified city, and a 
pillar of iron, and a wall of brass against all this land, 
against the kings of Judah, against the princes thereof, 
against the priests thereof, and against the people of the 

19 land. They shall fight against thee, but they shall not 
prevail against thee ; for I will be with thee, saith Jeho- 
vah, to help thee.

God’s expostulation with Israel on account of their disobedience and idola- 
try— Cir. 11 — m. 5. 


1 The word of Jehovah came to me, saying : 

2 Go and proclaim in the ears of Jerusalem, 

gaith Jehovah ; 
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I remember the kindness shown thee in thy youth, 

The love with which I espoused thee, 

When thou wast led by me through the wilderness, 
Through a land that was not sown. 

3 Israel was a sacred thing to Jehovah, 

His first ripe fruit 

All that devoured him were held guilty ; 

Evil came upon them, saith Jehovah. 

4 Hear ye the word of Jehovah, 0 house of Jacob, 

And all the families of the house of Israel I 

5 Thus saith Jehovah : 

What fault did your fathers find in me. 

That they went far from me, 

And walked after vanity, and practised folly ? 

6 They said not, Where is Jehovah, 

Who brought us up from the land of Egypt, 

Who led us through the wilderness, 

Through a land of deserts and pits, 

Through a land of drought and deathlike gloom, 

Through a land which no man passed through. 

And where no man dwelt? 

7 I brought you to a land of fruitful fields. 

To eat the fiuit thereof, and the good thereof; 

But when ye had come in, ye defiled my land, 

And made my inheritance an abomination. 

8 The priests said not. Where is Jehovah ? 

And the teachers of the law knew me not ; 

The. rulers also rebelled against me ; 

The prophets prophesied in the name of Baal, 

And walked after things that could not profit. 

9 Therefore I will yet contend with you, saith Jeho- 

vah ; 

Yea, with your children's children will I contend. 

10 For pass over to the islands of the Chitteeaus, and see ; 
Send ye to Kedar, and inform yourselves well ; 

And see if such a thing hath been done I 

11 Hath any nation changed their gods, even those that are 

no gods ? 

But my people have changed their glory for that which 
cannot profit. 
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12 Be astonished, 0 ye heavens, at this ! 

Shudder, and be amazed ! saith Jehovah. 

13 For my people have committed two evils; 

Me have they forsaken, the fountain of living water, 

And they have hewn out for themselves cisterns, 

Broken cisterns, that can hold no water. 

14 Is Israel a slave ? 

Is he a home-born servant? 

Why then hath he become a spoil ? 

15 The young lions roar over him ; 

They lift up their voice ; 

They have made his land a desolation ; 

His cities are burned so as to be without an inhabitant. 

16 Even the sons of Noph and Tahpanhes have consumed the 

crown of thy head. 

17 Hath not this come upon thee, 

Because thou didst forsake Jehovah thy God, 

When he would have led thee in the way ? 

18 And now what hast thou to do with the way of Egypt, 

To drink the waters of the Nile ? 

Or what hast thou to do with the way of Assyria, 

To drink the waters of the Euphrates ? 

19 Thy wickedness shall chasten thee, 

And thy transgressions reprove thee ; 

And thou shalt know and see that it is an evil and bitter 
thing 

That thou hast forsaken Jehovah thy God, 

And that the fear of me is not with thee, 

Saith the Lord, Jehovah of hosts. 

20 Of old hast thou broken thy yoke, 

And burst thy bands, 

And said, “I will not be in subjection!’* 

For upon every high hill, 

And under every green tree. 

Hast thou reclined, playing the harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble vine. 

Wholly a genuine seed ; 

How then art thou changed to the degenerate shoot of a 
strange vine ? 

22 For though thou wash thee with nitre, 
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And take tliee mncli soap, 

Yet is thine iniquity black before me, saith Jehovah. 

23 How canst thou say, “ I am not polluted,” 

“ I have not gone after Baals ” ? 

Behold thy way in the valley I 
Know what thou hast done, 

A swift young camel, traversing her ways. 

24 A wild ass, used to the wilderness, 

That in her desire snuiFeth up the wind, 

In her occasion, who can turn her aside ? 

All that seek her do not weary themselves ; 

In her month they will find her. 

25 Withhold thy feet from being unshod, 

And thy throat from thirst ! 

But thou saycst, There is no remedy I No ! 

For I love strangers, 

And after them I will go. 

26 As a thief is ashamed when he is taken, 

So is the house of Israel ashamed. 

They, their kings, and their princes, 

And their priests, and their prophets ; 

27 That say to a stock, Thou art my father, 

And to a stone, Thou hast brought me forth ! - 
For they turn the back to me, and not the face. 

Yet in the time of their trouble they say, 

Arise and save us ! 

28 But where are thy gods, which thou hast made thee ? 

Let them arise, if they can save thee in the ^time of thy 

trouble ! 

For according to the number of thy cities are thy gods, 0 
Judah ! 

29 Why do ye enter into controversy with me ? 

Ye have all rebelled against me, saith Jehovah. 

30 In vain have I smitten your children ; 

They would receive no correction ; 

Your own sword hath devoured your prophets. 

Like a destroying lion. 

31 0 generation ! Behold ye the word of Jehovah I 
Have I been a wilderness to Israel ? 
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Or a land of darkness ? 

Why then say my people, 

We will rove at pleasure, 

will come no more to thee ” ? 

32 Can a virgin forget her ornaments, 

Or a bride her belt ? 

Yet my people have forgotten me, days without number ! 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to seek love ? 

On this account hast thou accustomed thy ways to wick- 
edness. 

34 Upon thy skirts is found the blood of the innocent poor, 
Whom thou didst not find committing violence. 

85 But notwithstanding all this, thou sayest, I am inno- 
cent; 

Surely his anger is turned away from me. 

Behold, I will enter into judgment with thee, 

Because thou sayest, “ I have not sinned.^' 

36 Why dost thou run so eagerly, changing thy way ? 

By Egypt also shalt thou be put to shame, 

Even as thou hast been put to shame by Assyria. 

37 From Egypt also shalt thou go forth 
With thy hands upon thy head. 

For Jehovah hath rejected the objects of thy confidence, 
Therefore shalt thou not prosper in them. 

1 It is said, if a man put away his wife, 

And she go from him, and become another man’s, 

Shall he return to her again ? 

Shall not that land be polluted ? ♦ 

But thou hast played the harlot with many lovers; 

And shalt thou return to me, saith Jehovah 

2 Lift up thine eyes to the high places, and see I 
Whei e hast thou not been defiled ? 

In the ways hast thou sat waiting, 

As the ^Arabian in the desert, 

And hast polluted the land by thy lewdness and thy wick- 
edness. 

3 And although the showers have been withholden, 

And there hath been no latter rain, 

Yet thou hast had a harlot’s forehead; 
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Thou hast refiised to be ashamed. 

4 Wilt thou not from this time cry to me, 
Thou art my father, 

Yea, the friend of my youth art thou ? 

5 Will he retain his anger forever ? 

Will he keep it forevermore ? 

Behold, thus dost thou speak, 

But thou doest evil with all thy might. 


III. 

Reformation enjoined and punishment denounced. — Ch. III. 6 — VI. 

6 Jehovah said to me, in the time of King Josiah, Hast 
thou heard what rebellious Israel hath done ? She hath 
gone upon every high mountain and under every green 

7 tree, and^ there hath played the hailot. And I said, after 
she had done all these things, Eeturn thou to me ! But 
she returned not. And her faithless sister Judah saw it. 

8 And I saw, when, for all the adulteries which rebellious 
Israel had committed, I had put her away, and given her a 
bill of divorce, that her faithless sister Judah was not afraid, 

9 but went and played the harlot also herself. And when 
by the fame of her lewdness she had polluted the land, 

30 committing adultery with stone and wood, yet for all this 
did not her faithless sister Judah return to me with her 
\l whole heart, but feignedly, saith Jehovah. Then said 
Jehovah to me, Rebellious Israel is less guilty than faith- 

12 less Judah. Go ^ and proclaim these words toward the 
north ; — 

Return, O rebellious Israel, saith Jehovah ! 

I will not turn a frowning face upon you ; 

For I am merciful, saith Jehovah, 

I retain not anger forever. 

13 Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 

That thou hast rebelled against Jehovah thy God, 

And hast roved about to strangers 
Under every green tree, 

And hast not obeyed my voice, saith Jehovah. 
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14 Heturn, ye rebellions children! saith Jehovah; 

Though I have rejected yon, 

Yet will I receive yon again, 

One from a city, and two from a nation, 

And I will bring you to Zion. 

15 And I will give you shepherds after my own heart, 

Who shall feed you with wisdom and discretion. 

36 And when ye shall have multiplied and increased in the 
land, saith Jehovah, 

Then shall ye no more speak of the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah, 

Nor shall it come into your mind. 

None shall remember it ; 

None shall care for it ; 

It shall not be made any more. 

17 For then shall Jerusalem be called the throne of Jehovah, 
And all the nations shall resort to it ; 

They shall resort to Jehovah, to Jerusalem, 

And shall no more walk after the perverseness of their 
evil hearts. 

18 In those days shall the house of Judah unite themselves 

with the house of Israel, 

And they shall come together from the north country, 

To the land which I caused your fathers to inherit. 

19 Then I said, how will I place thee among my children, 
And give thee a pleasant land, 

A goodly inheritance among the hosts of nations 1 
And I said, Thou wilt call me thy father; 

Thou wilt not turn aside from following me. 

20 Yet as a woman is faithless to her husband, 

So have ye been faithless to me, 

0 house of Israel 1 saith Jehovah. 

21 A voice is heard upon the hills, 

The weeping and supplications of the children of Israel I 
For they have perverted their way ; 

They have forgotten Jehovah their God. 

Jehovah, 

22 Eeturn, 0 revolted children ! 

1 will heal your rebellion. 
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The People. 

Beliold, we come to tliee, 

For thou art Jehovah our God ! 

23 Truly in vain from the hills, 

In vain from the mountains do we seek abundance ; 

Only from Jehovah our God cometh salvation for Israel. 

24 For the things of shame have devoured the substance of 

our fathers trom our youth. 

Their sheep and their oxen, 

Their sons and their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, 

And our ignominy covereth us ; 

For we have sinned against Jehovah our God, 

We and our fathers, from our youth even to this day, 

And have not obeyed the voice of Jehovah our God. 

1 If thou wilt return to me, 0 Israel, saith Jehovah, 

Thou shalt return [to thy land] ; 

If thou wilt put away thy abominations from my sight, 
Thou shalt no more be a wanderer [in a foreign land]. 

2 If thou wilt swear, As Jehovah liveth! 

In truth, in justice, and in righteousness, 

Then shall the nations bless themselves by thee, 

And in thee shall they glory. 

3 Thus saith Jehovah to the men of Judah and Jerusalem t 
Break up your fallow ground, 

And sow not among thorns ! 

4 Circumcise yourselves to Jehovah ; 

Yea, circumcise your hearts. 

Ye men of Judah, and inhabitants of Jerusalem! 

Lest, for the evil of your doings. 

My iury break Ibrth like hre, 

And burn so that none can quench it. 

5 Declare ye in Judah, 

And proclaim in Jerusalem, and say, 

Blow ye the trumpet in the land ; 

Cry ye aloud, and say, 

Gather yourselves together, 

And let us go into the fortified cities 

6 Set up a standard toward Zion, 
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Flee, make no stand ! 

For I am about to bring evil from the north, 

Even great destruction. 

7 The lion goeth up from his thicket, 

The destroyer of nations is on his way ; 

He goeth forth from his place to make thy land desolate ; 
Thy cities shall be laid waste so as to be without an in- 
habitant. 

S For this cause gird on sackcloth, 

Lament and howl 1 

For the fierce anger of Jehovah is not turned away from us. 
9 In that day, saith Jehovah, 

Shall the heart of the king perish, 

And the heart of the princes ; 

The priests shall be amazed, 

And the prophets confounded. 

10 Then said I, Alas, 0 Lord Jehovah ! 

Surely thou hast greatly deceived this people and Jerusa- 
lem; 

Thou hast said, Ye shall have peace ” ; 

And the sword reacheth to the very life I 

11 At that time shall it be said to this people and to Jeru- 

salem : 

A dry wind cometh from the hills of the desert, 

It cometh toward my people, 

Not to fan, nor to cleanse. 

12 Yea, a wind stronger than this shall come ; 

Now will I myself give sentence against them. 

13 Behold, he cometh up like clouds. 

And his chariots are like a whirlwind ; 

His horses are swifter than eagles. 

Woe to us ! for we are laid waste I 

14 Wash thy heart from wickedness, 0 Jerusalem, 

That thou mayst be saved ! 

How long shall thy evil devices lodge within thee ? 

15 For a voice proclaimeth tidings from Dan, 

And announceth calamity from mount Ephraim. 

16 Proclaim ye to the nations, 

Behold, publish ye to Jerusalem, 
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“ Watchmen are coming from a far country, 

And lift their voice against the cities of Judah ” 

17 Like keepers of fields are they round about her 
Because she hath rebelled against me, saith Jehovah. 

18 Thy way and thy doings have brought this upon thee ; 
This is the fruit of thy wickedness ; 

It is bitter ; it reacheth to thy heart. 

19 O my breast, my breast ! 

I am pained in the walls of my heart ; 

My heart trembleth within me ; I cannot be silent ; 

For thou hearest, 0 my soul, the sound of the trumpet, 
The alarm of war ! 

20 There is a cry of destruction upon destruction ; 

Yea, the whole land is laid waste ; 

Suddenly are my tents destroyed, 

And my canopies in an instant. 

21 How long shall I see the standard, 

Hear the sound of the trumpet? 

Jeliovah, 

22 My people is foolish, 

They have no regard to me ; 

Stupid children are they. 

And have no understanding; 

They are wise to do evil, 

But for doing good they have no knowledge. 

The Prophet, 

29 I look to the earth, and lo! emptiness and desolation | 
To the heavens, and there is no light. 

2 4 I look to the mountains, and lo ! they tremble, 

And all the hills shake. 

25 I look, and lo ! there is not a man, 

And all the birds of heaven are fled. 

26 I look, and lo 1 Carmel is a desert, 

And all its cities are thrown down, 

Before the presence of Jehovah, 

Before the heat of his anger. 

27 For thus saith Jehovah : 

The w&ole land shall be desolate, 
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Yet will I not make a full end. 

28 Therefore shall the earth mourn, 

And the heavens above be black, 

Because I have spoken, and I will not repent ; 

I have purposed, and I will not recede from it. 

29 At the noise of the horsemen and bowmen every city fleeth | 
They into thickets, 

And climb up upon the rocks ; 

All the cities are forsaken, 

And not a man dwelleth in them. 

30 And thou, destined to perish, what wilt thou do ? 

Though thou clothe thyself in scarlet, 

And deck thyself with ornaments of gold, 

And rend thine eyes with paint, 

In vain dost thou adorn thyself ; 

Thy lovers despise thee ; 

They seek thy life. 

31 I hear a cry, as of a woman in travail, 

Anguish, as of her that bringeth forth her first child. 

The voice of the daughter of Zion. 

She sobbeth, she spreadeth out her hands, 

Ah ! woe is me I I am dying by murderers ! ” 

1 Eun ye through the streets of Jerusalem, [saith Jeho- 

vah,] 

And see now, and know, and seek in her broad places 
If ye can find a single man, 

If there be one that doeth justice, 

That seeketh uprightness. 

And I will forgive her. 

2 Yea, though they say, " As Jehovah liveth I ” 

Yet do they swear falsely. 

3 Are not thine eyes upon the truth, 0 Jehovah f 
Thou hast smitten them, but they have not grieved ; 

Thou hast consumed them, but they have refused to re- 
ceive con ection ; 

They have made their faces harder than a rock ; 

They have refused to return. 

4 Then I said, These are only the poor; 

They are foolisli, because they know not the way of Jeho- 
vah, 
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The law of their God. 

5 I will get me to the great ones, 

And I will speak to them ; 

For they know the way of Jehovah, 

The law of their God. 

But these also have together broken the yoke ; 

They have burst the bands. 

6 Therefore the lion out of the forest shall slay them, 
And the evening wolf shall destroy them. 

The leopard shall keep watch upon their cities ; 

Every one that goeth out from them shall be torn in pieces ; 
Because their transgressions are multiplied, 

Their rebellions are increased. 

7 How can I pardon thee for this ? fsaith Jehovah ;] 

Thy children have forsaken me, 

And sworn by them that are no gods. 

I have fed them to the full, yet do they commit adultery, 
And assemble themselves in crowds in the house of the 
harlot. 

8 They aie as w<3ll-fed horses in the morning ; 

Every one neigheth after his neighbor’s wife. 

9 Shall I not punish for these things, saith Jehovah ? 

Shall I not avenge myself on such a nation as this? 

10 Go ye up upon her walls and destroy! 

Yet make ye not a full end ! 

Take ye away her branches, 

For they belong not to Jehovah ! 

11 For they have proved false to me, 

The house of Israel and the house of Judah, saith Jehovah 

12 They have denied Jehovah, 

And have said, “ It is not He ; 

Evil shall not come upon us, 

Nor shall we see sword or famine. 

13 The prophets are but wind, 

And the word is not in them ; 

Thus may it happen to them I ” 

14 Therefore thus saith Jehovah, God of hosts* 

Because ye say such things,. 
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Behold, I will make thy words iu thy mouth fire, 

And this people wood, 

And it shall devour them. 

15 Behold, I will bring against you a nation from afar, 

0 house of Israel, saith Jehovah; 

It is a mighty nation ; 

It is an ancient nation ; 

A nation whose language thou dost not know, 

And whose words thou const not understand. 

16 Their quiver is like an open sepulchre ; 

They are all mighty men. 

17 They shall consume thy harvest and thy bread ; 

They shall consume thy sons and thy daughters ; 

They shall consume thy sheep and thy oxen ; 

They shall consume thy vine and thy fig-tree ; 

They shall destroy with the sword -thy fortified cities, 

In which thou placest thy trust. 

18 Yet even in those days, saith Jehovah, 

1 will not make a full end with you. 

19 And when they shall say. 

Wherefore hath Jehovah our God brought all these things 
upon us ? 

Then shalt thou say to them, 

“ As ye have forsaken me, 

And served strange gods in your land, 

So shall ye serve strangers in a land that is not yours.’' 

20 Declare ye this in the house of Jacob, 

And publish it in Judah, saying : 

21 Hear ye now this, 

0 foolish people and without understanding. 

Who have eyes and see not. 

Who have ears and hear not ! 

22 Will ye not fear me, saith Jehovah ? 

Will ye not tremble before me. 

Who appointed the sand a bound to the sea, 

A perpetual barrier, which it cannot pass ? 

Though the waves thereof toss themselves. 

Yet do they not prevail, 

Though they roar, yet can they not pass over it. 

23 But this people hath a revolting and rebellious heart] 
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They revolt continually. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, 

Let us now fear Jehovah our God, 

Who giveth rain, both the former and the latter, in its 
season, 

And secureth to us the appointed weeks of the harvest. 

25 Your iniquities have turn.ed away these things, 

And your sins have witliholden that which is good from 
you. 

26 For among my people are found wicked men, 

Who lie on the watch like fowlers ; 

They set a trap that they may catch men. 

27 As a cage is full of birds, 

So are their houses full of fraud. 

Therefore are they grown great and rich ; 

28 They have become fat and shine ; 

Yea, they overpass the deeds of the wicked ; 

They maintain no cause, 

No cause of the fatherless, and they prosper ; 

And the right of the needy do they not defend. 

29 Shall I not punish for these things, saith Jehovah ? 

Shall I not be avenged on such a nation as this ? 

80 Astonishing and horrible is that which is done in this 

land; 

81 The prophets prophesy falsely, 

And the priests rule under their guidance, 

And my people love to have it so. 

But what will ye do in the end of it ? 

1 Flee, 0 ye sons of Benjamin, from Jerusalem, 

And blow ye the trumpet in Tekoa, 

And lift up the banner in Beth-haccerem ! 

For evil threateneth from the North ; 

Yea, great destruction. 

2 0 daughter of Zion, the comely and dehcate, 

Thee have I doomed to destruction ! 

3 The shepherds with their flocks shall come to her ; 

They shall pitch their tents against her round about; 
They shall feed each one in his place. 

4 “ Prepare ye war against her, [shall they say ;] 

Arise, and let us go qp at noonday ; 
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Alas for us I for the day goeth away, 

For the shadows of evening are lengthened. 

5 Arise, and let us go up by night, 

And let us destroy her peaces 1 

6 For thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 

Hew ye down trees, 

And raise a mound against Jerusalem I 
She is a city to be punished ; 

She is full of oppression. 

7 As a fountain sendeth forth its waters, 

So she sendeth forth her wickedness. 

Violence and rapine are heard within her ; 

Before me continually are bruises and wounds. 

8 Eeceive correction, 0 Jerusalem, 

Lest my soul be alienated from thee, 

Lest I make thee a desolation, 

A land not inhabited ! 

9 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 

They shall thoroughly glean the remnant of Israel as a 
vine ; 

Turn thy hand like a grape-gatherer again to the baskets ! 
The Prophet, 

10 To whom shall I speak ? 

To whom give warning, so that they shall hear ? 

Behold, their ear is uncircumcised, so that they cannot 
hearken ; 

Behold, the word of Jehovah is to them a derision ; 

They have no delight in it. 

11 Therefore I am full of the fury of Jehovah ; 

I am weary of holding it ; 

I will pour it out alike upon the children in the street, 
And upon the assembly of the young men. 

Yea, also the husband with the wife shall be taken, 

The old man, and he that is full of days. 

12 Their houses also shall be transferred to others, 

Their fields and their wives together. 

For I will stretch out my hand over the inhabitants of tha 
land, saith Jehovah. 

13 For from the least of them even to the greatest, 
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Every one is greedy of gain ; 

Prophet and priest alike, 

Every one of them practiseth deceit. 

14 Thejy’ heal the wound of my people slightly, 

Saying, Peace ! peace ! when there is no peace.

? Yet if ye will thoroughly amend your ways and your doings,

3 And Jehovah said to me, What seest thou, Jeremi- 
ah ? And I said : Figs ; the good figs, exceedingly good ; 
and the bad, exceedingly bad, so bad that they cannot be 
eaten. 

4, 6 Then came the word of Jehovah to me, saying : Thus 
saith Jehovah, the God of Israel: As these good figs, 
so will I legard the captives of Judah, whom I have sent 
out of this })Lice into the land of Chalda-ia for their good ; 

6 yea, I will set my eyes upon them for good, and I will 
bring them again to this land ; and I will build them up, 
and not pull them down; and I will plant them, and not 

7 pluck them up. And I will give them a heart to know 
me, that I am Jehovah ; and they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God ; for they shall return to me with their 
whole heart. 

8 And as the bad figs, which are so bad that tliey cannot 
be eaten, saith Joh<>\ah, so will 1 make Zt^dckiah, the king 
of Judah, and his piiiurs, and the residue of Jerusalem, 
those that arc left in this land, and tho^^e that dwell in the 

0 land of Eg> pt ; and I will give them up to oppression and 
aliliftion in all tlie kingdoms of the earth ; yea, to be a 
reproach and a proverb, a taunt and a curse, in all places 
10 whither I shall (irivo them. And I will send the sword, 
the famine, and the pestilence among them, till they be 
consumed from the land, which I gave to them and to 
their fathers. 
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The Babylonish captivity threatened, and the pmii'.hinont of r>.ih\ Ion and 
other nations. — Cii. XXV. 

1 The word which came to Jeremiah concernini^ all the 
people of Judah in the fourth year of Jrlioinkiiii, the son 
of Josiah, king of Judah, which was the first year of Neh- 

2 uchadnezzar, king of Babylon ; whicli Jeremiah tlie prnnhet 
spake to all the peojde of Judah, and to all the inliabi- 
tants of Jerusalem, saying : — 

3 From the thirteenth year of Josiah, the son of Amon, 
king of Judah, even to this day, for tluec* and twenty }<‘ais, 
the word of Jehovah hath come to me, and I have spt)keu 
to you, rising early and speaking; but ye have not lieiuk- 

4 ened. Also Jcho\ah liath sent to you all his stu'vants the 
prophets, rising early and sending thmti ; but ye have not 

5 heaikeued, nor inclined your ear to hear- Turn yc now,’’ 
said tliey, ‘"oveiy one from your evil way, and from y<mr 
evil doings, and ye shall dwell in the land which JeIio\ah

13 it a perpetual desolation. And I will bring upon that 
land all iny words winch I have pronounced against it, all 
that is writtmi in this hook, which Jeremiah hath pro})lie- 

14 si(‘d against all the nations. For tln^y, even they, shall be 
brought into subjection to many nations and great kings. 
I will uMidei to them accouling to their deeds, and accord- 
ing to the works of their own hands. 

15 For thus hath Jehovah, the God of Israel, said to me : 
Take this cup of the wine of wrath from my hand, and let 

16 all the nations to which I shall send thee drink of it. Let 
tliem drink, and stagger, and l)i‘(‘omo mad bectiuse of the 

17 suoul \\hi(‘h I am about to send among them. So I took 
die cup from the hand of Jeh()\ ah, and gave it to all the 

18 nations to drink, to which Jehovah sent me ; to Jerusalem 
and to the cities of Judah, and to the kings thereof, and 
the [irinoes thereof*, to make them a desolation, and an 
astonishiiK'iit, and a hissing, and a curse ; [as it is this 

19 day.] To Pharaoh, king of Egypt, and to his servants, 

20 and to his piinev'-, and to all his people, and all the allied 
people ; and to all the kings of the land of Uz, and to all 
the kings of the land of the Pli.li>.fin(‘s, and to Askelon, 
and to Gaza, and to Fkion, and to the rmnriant of Avshdod ; 

21 to Edom, and to ^lo.ib, and to the ehildien of Ammon; 

22 and to all tlu^ kiiig^ of Tyre, and to all the kings of Sidon, 

23 and to the king^ of the I.uhE which are beyond the sea; to 
Dedan, and to Tenia, and to Buz, and to all that shave 

2 i the clieek ; ami to all the kings of Arabia, and to all the 

25 kings of the allied {x'oph^ who dwell m the de-eit; and to 
all the kinu^ of imi, and to all the kings of Elam, and 

20 to all the kings of JMedia; and to all the kings of the 
North, tho'^i‘ that are iieai’, and those that are afar off 
with rc‘''pe(‘t to each other, and to all the kingdoms of the 
earth which arc upon the face of the ground; and the 
king of Bhediach shall diink after them. 

27 And say to thmn, Tims Miith Jehovah of hosts, the God 
of Israel: Drink yc and be diuiikcn, and vomit, and fall 
to rise no more because of the s^^uld which I am about 
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28 to send among you. And if they refuse to take tke cap 
from tliy hand to drink, then say to them. Thus saith de- 

29 hovah of hosts : Ye shall surely drink ! For txdiold, upon 
the city which is called by my name I begin to bring evil ; 
and shall ye go wholly uripiinii-h(‘tl ? Ye shall not go un- 
punished; fori am about to call the sword upon nil tlio 

30 inhabitants of the earth, saith Jehovah of hosts. There.- 
fore, prophesy against thorn all these words, and say to 
them : — ' 

Jehovah shall roar from on high, 

From his holy habitation shall he utter his voice ; 

He shall roar aloud agaiirst his dwelIing-i)Lu‘e ; 

A shout like that of vintagers shall he raise 
‘Against all the inhabitants of the earth. 

31 An outcry shall reach to the ends of the earth ; 

For Jehovah hath a controversy with the nations ; 

He entereth into judgment with all flesh ; 

The wicked will he give up to the sword, saith Jehovah. 

32 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 

Behold, evil shall go forth from nation to nation, 

And a great whirlwind shall be raised up from the exfieru- 
ities of the earth. 

S3 At that day shall the slain of Jehovah He 

From one end of the earth to the other end of the earth ; 
They shall not be lamented, nor gathered, nor buried ; 
They shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 Howl, 0 ye shepherds, and cry I 

Eoll yourselves in tlie dust, ye leaders of the Hock, 

For your time to be slaughtered has come! 

And I will scatter you, and ye shall fall like a goodly ves- 
sel. 

35 The shepherds shall have no way to flee, 

Nor the leaders of the flock to escape. 

36 [Hark !] the voice of the cry of the shepherds, 

And the wailing of the leaders of the flock, 

Because Jehovah layeth waste their pasture I 

37 Yea, the peaceful pastures are destroyed 
Because of the fierce anger of Jehovah. 

38 He hath left, like a lion, his covert ; 

For their land is become desolate,

Jeromiah is accused, tried, and acquitted. — Ch. XXVI. 

1 In the beginning of the reign of Jehoiakim, the son of 
Josiah, king of Judah, came this word from Jehovah, say- 
ing:— 

2 Thus saith Jehovah : Stand in the court of the house 
of Jehovah, and speak to those who come from all the cit- 
ies of Judah to worJiip in the house of Jehovah all tho 
woids which I have commanded thee to speak to them; 
abate not a wox'd. 

3 If pcrad venture they will hearken and turn every one 
from his evil way, that I may icpent me of the evil which 

4 I purpose to do to them because of their evil doings. And 
thou shalt say to them, Tlius saith Jeliovah : If ye will 
not hearken to me, to walk in my law which I hiave set 

6 before you, to hearken to the woinls of my servants the 
prophets, whom I sent to you, lisitig eaily and, sending, 

6 and ye have not heaikened, tlien will I make this house 
like Shiloh, and this city will I make a curse to all the 
nations of tlie earth. 

7 And the pritsts and the prophets and all the people 
heard J<‘ri*iniah speaking these words in the house of Je- 

8 hovali. And when Je»^inhih had made an end of speak- 
ing all that Jehovah had commanded him to speak to all 
tli(‘ peo/1'*, tlien the priests and the prophet'^ and all the 

9 ]>eonie him, and said. Thou shalt surely dial Why 

do.^t tin >11 p’ophc'hy in the name of Jiihovah, and say, This 
house shall be as Shiloh, and this city shall be made deso- 
late without an inhabiiant ? And all the people were as- 
sembled togctliei ng dn-l Jv i\ Jiiiah in the house of Jehovah. 


10 When the priuees of Judah heard these things, they 
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went Up from tlie king’s house to the house of Jv‘ho\ ,ui, 
and sat in the entrance of the new gate of the house of tie-

worthy to die; for he hath p*t)phi < x d against this city^ 
ye have heard with your ears, 

12 Then spake Jeremiah to all the piinco'^ and to all the 
people, saying: Jehovah hath sent mo to i^ioplu'sy against 
this house, and against this city, all the woids \vhi(*h }6 

13 have heard. But now amend ye your ways and your do- 

ings, and obey the voice of J(‘ho\ah, your (-Jod, and Jeho- 
vah will repent of the evil which he hath d 

14 against you. And as for me, behold, I am in }our hands; 

15 do to me as it seemetli good and right in your <‘ycs. But 
know ye for certain that, if ye put me to death, ye shall 
surely bring innocent blood upon youivsidv'es, and upon 
this city, and its inhabitants ; for of a truth Jehovah hath 
sent me to you to speak all these words in your ears. 

16 Then said the princes and all the peophi to the priests 
and tho prophets: This man is not wordiy to die, for ho 

17 hath spoken to us in the name of Jehovah, our God. Cer- 
tain elders of the land also rose up, and spoke to all tho 

18 assembly of the people, saying: IMicah, tlio hrorasthite, 
prophesied in the days of lL‘z(‘kiah, king of Judah, and 
spake to all the people of Judah, saying, Thus saiih d(*hov ah 
of hosts: Zion shall be ploughed like a held, and J<‘rusa- 
lem shall become heaps of stones, and the mountain of the 

19 house [of Jehovah] as the heights of a forest. Bid ile/o- 
kiah, king of Judah, and all Judah, put him to death ? Bid 
he not fear Jehovah, and beseech Jidiovah, so that Jeho- 
vah repented of the evil which he had pronounced ag<iinht 
them ? Shall we then bring so great an evil upon our- 
selves ?

There was also another man that prophesied in the 
name of Jehovah, Urijah, the son of Shernniah of Kirjatli- 
jearim, who propliesied against this city and this land, ac- 
cording to all the words of eXeremiah; and wh(‘n fJehoiakim 
the king, and all his mighty men, and all the piin(‘(*s, hcanl 

fh/Ti lri>nir crkiiinrli+ fn TMlf him irt fh>nfh 
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ITiijali heard it, he was afraid, and fled and went into 

22 Ei»:vpt. But Jehoiakini the king sent men into Egypt, 
Elnathan the sou of Achbor, and certain men with him

And 
all nations shall serve him, and his son, and his son's 
son, until the time of his land, even his, shall come, and 
then shall many nations and great kings make him their 

8 servant Ami the nation and the kingdom that will not 
serve him, Ni-hnchadiuv.zar, the king of B.ibylon, and put 
their neck under the }ok(‘ of the king of Babylon, — with 
the fiw'ord and with famine and with pestilence will I pun- 
ish that nation, saith eTehovah, until I have consumed them 
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9 by liis band. Tl i ‘mr bcaikeii ye not to your 
and your diviners, and your du'annus your ‘^ootb^auM 's, 
and your sorcerers, who say to you. Ye shall not the 

XO king of Babylon. For they luopIn'M a lie to you, to re- 
move you far from your land, and that I .should <Iri\e you 

n out, and that ye should perish. But the nations that 
bring their neck under the yoke of the king of Bain Ion, 
and serve him, those will I let remain still in tlu-ir own 
land, saith Jehovah, and they shall till it, and dwell tluu’e- 
in. 

12 And to Zedekiah, king of Judah, also, spakt' I ac(‘ord- 
ing to all these words, and said: Brina your ikm utnhu* 
the yoke of the kiiur of B«iI>ylon, and scu\(‘ him aud Ids 

13 people, and Ihe. Why will yc die, thou and thy }w>(>pl(\ 
by the sword, by famine, and by p(‘stih‘'iiM\ as .hdunah 
hath spoken concerning the nation that will not serve tlia 

14 king of Babylon ? Theiofoie hearken not to the }u’f»[>h(*l-, 
that say to you, Ye shall not s(‘i\e the king of Ihdo h»M ; 

15 for they prophesy a lie to you. For I have not sent tlnun, 
saith Jehovah ; but they prophesy a lie in my name, that 
I may drive you out, aud that ye may peii^h, ye and tho 
prophets that prophesy to you. 

16 ^ To the priests, also, and to all the people, spake I, say- 
ing, Thus saith Jehovah: Hearken not to the words of 
your prophets who prophesy to you, and say, Behold the 
vessels of the house of Jehovah shall be brouglit back from 

. Babylon now shortly; for they juophc'^y a lie to you. 

17 Hearken ye not to them; servo the king of Bab} Ion, aud 

18 live! Why should this city Ik come a desolation? But 
if they be indeed prophets, and if the word of Jehovah be 
with them, let them now make interccission to Jehovah 
of hosts, that the vessels which are left in the house* of 
Jehovah, and in the house of the king of Judah, and in 

19 Jerusalem, may not go to Babylon. For thus saith Jeho- 
vah of hosts concerning the pillars, and conceining the sea, 
and concerning the bases, and concerning the i^sidia* of 

20 the vessels that are left in this city, which Nh hm^hadur/- 
zar, king of Babylon, took not, when he carried away cap- 
tive Jeconiah, the son of Jehoiakirn, king of Judah, from 

. Jeru'^alem to Babylon, with all the nobles of Judah and 
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21 JenisalcMii yea, thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of 
Israel, concerning the vin-cIs that are left in the house 
of Jehovah, and in the hou'^o of the king of Judah and of 
322 Jerusalem ; Tin-y shall be carried to llabylon, and there 
shall they be until the day when I shall visit them, saith 
JcJiovali. Then will I bring them up, and restore them 
to this place. 


XXV. 

Against the false prophet Hananiah. — Cm XXVIII. 

1 And it came to pass in the same year, in the beginning 
of the reign of Zedckiah, king of Judah, in the fourth year, 
in the fifth month, that Hananiah, the son of Azur the 
prophet, who was of Gibeon, spoke to me in the presence 

2 of the priests and of all the people, ^.lying. Thus saith 
Jehovah of ho^ts, the God of Ibrae.l: “I will break the 

8 yoke of the king of Babylon. Within two full years will 
I bring again to this place all the vessels of the house of 
Jehovah, which Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon took 

4 from this place, and carried to Babylon. And Jeconiah, 
the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, and all the captures 
of Judah that went to Bab} Ion, will I bring again to this 
])lace, saith Jehovah ; for I will break the yoke of the king 
ol‘ B<il)ylon.” 

5 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake to Hananiah the 
prophet, in the prt\sence of the pi iests, and in the presence 

6 of all the people that stood in tlie house of Jehovah. And 
Jeremiah the prophet said. Amen I So may Jehovah do ! 
May Jehovah fulfil thy words which thou hast prophesied, 
and bring back the v ess(d‘> of the house of Jehovah, and 

7 all the captives from Babylon to this place I Neverthe- 
less, hear now this word, which I speak in thine ears, and 

8 in the ears of all the people. The prophets who have 
been before me and before thee from ancient times have 
also prophesied agtiinst many nations, and against great 

9 kingdoms, of war^ of calamity, and of pestilence. The 
prophet who prophosieth of peace, when the word of the 
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propliet shall come to pass, then shall he be b’un\n as a 

10 prophet Vvhom Jehovah hath truly sent. Then 

the prophet took the yoke from the prophet Jen'miahV 

11 neck, and bioke it. And nanaiiiah sp.ikv' in the pu^eiiee 
of all the people, saying, Thus saith Jehovah : In this 
manner will I break the yoke of Ni'buebndiu^/Mi, the king 
of Babylon, from the neck of all the natioins, wiihin tlu^, 
space of two full years. And the prophet Jeumiiah went 
his way. 

12 Then came the word of Jeliovah to Jeremiah, after that

13 of the prophet Jeremiah, saving: Go and toll Ilananiah, 
saying : Thou hast broken a yoke of wood, but thou shalt 

14 make instead of it a yoke of iion. For thus saith Jeho- 
vah of hosts, the (hxl of Israel: A yok(i of iron do I put 
upon the neck of all these nations, that they may smvc 
Xtbuch<idm‘//a:, king of Babylon; and they shall servo 
him. The beasts of the field also do I give to him. 

15 Jeremiah the prophet said also to * :an nil.ih the proph- 
et: Hear now, Ilananiah! Jehovah hath not sent flux'; 

16 but thou mak('st this people to trust in a lie. Therefore 
thus saith Jehovah: !>» hold, I will cast thee off from the 
face of the earth. This year thou shalt die ; for thou hast 

17 spoken rebellion against Jehovah. And IT.uianlah the 
prophet died in the same year, in the seventh month.

4 Thus saith Jehovah of ho'^t^, the God of Israel, to all 
the captives whom I have (‘aused to be carried away from 

6 Jerusalem to Bab} Ion: Build ye houses and dwell in 

6 them; and plant a.i and eat the fruit of them. Take 
ye wi^ e.-', and have sons and daughters ; and take w i\ 
for your sons, and give your daughters to husband'-, that 
they may b(‘ar sons and daughters; and increase ye 

7 there, and be not diminished. And seek ye the pea(e of 
the city whither 1 have caused you to be carried away 
captive, and pray for it to Jeho\ali, for in its peace shall 

8 be your peace. For thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God 
of Israel: Let not }{)ui ])rophets and your di\ iners, who 
are in the midht ot you, deceive you, mitlu'r hejuken to 

9 your dreams w'hieh ye c<iuse to be di earned. For they 
pro])hesy ihhely to you in my name ; I have not sent them, 

10 saith dehov.ih. For thus saith Jehovah: Surely, wdion 
seventy years shall be (‘omplet(‘d for Babylon, I wdl visit 
you, and I will perform for you my good promise, that I 

11 would bring you again to this place. For I know the de- 
signs which I havm in mind concerning you, designs of 
good and not of evil, to give you a happy end, and fulfil 

12 your hopes. Then ye shall call upon m(% and go in peace ; 

13 ye shall pray to me, and I will hear you ; ye shall seek 
me, and fiinl me, wlum ye '-{\i»ch for me with all your 

14 heart. And I will be found by you, saith Jehovah, and I 
will bring you ba-'k from captivity, and I will gather you 
from all the nations, and from ail the places whither I 
have driven you, saith Jehovah; and 1 will hiitig you 
again to the place whence I < uu-i .1 you to be canied away 
captive.

4 Yet hear the word of Jelio\iih, 0 Z. il<k:aii, king of J[u- 
dah! Thu*- saith Jidiovah T g thee: Thou shalfc 

5 not die by the --word ; in peace shall thou die ; and ac- 
cording to the burnings of thy fathers, the former kings, 
who were before thee, so shall they burn for thee , and 
they shall lament for tlua', saj ing, ‘"Ah, lord ! ” for I have 
spoken the word, saith Jehovah. 

6 And Jeremiah the j)ro})het spake all these words to 

7 Zedekiah, king of Judah, at Jerusalem. And the army 
of the king of Tkdnlon fonglit against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities of Judah that were left, against La- 
clil^h, and against Azekah; lor these luithied cities re- 
mained of the cities of Judah.

8 The woid s\hlih caimi to Jeremiah from Jehovah, after 
Iving Zedekiah had made a nan;, with all the people 

& that N\(‘ie at Juu^'.ilcm, to no a 1. dm libeily to them, that 
(ivery one should let his man-servant or his maid-servant, 
being a Ihbreu or nchn‘wc*^s, go free, that no one 

10 should retain his brotlier, a Jew, in siM*\iUide. And all 
the piiiKus, and all the people, who had entered into cove- 
nant to ltd e\ cry one his oKui-smwant and everyone his 
maitl-MUvnut go Free, and retain them in servitude no 

11 longer, ob<‘\ed; they obevtul, and let tliem go. But 
they letuined al‘te,r\\aids, ami look back the imm-servanta 
and the maid-servants whom they had let go free, and 
b oughi them into MJm'et'on as m(‘Il-^el \ants and as 
inaid-^ervauts* 

12 Then came the word of Jehovah to Jeremiah from Je- 
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13 liovab, saying, Thus saith JcliOwjli, the God of Israel; I 
made a covenant with your fathers in the day wlnm I 
brought them forth out of the land of Eevpt, out of fho 

11 house of bondmen, and said, ‘"At the etid of se\en >(mis 
ye shall let go eveiy man his hrotlnn*, a II<d)r(‘w, who sliall

21 beasts of the earth. And Zedekiah, king of Judah, and 
his princes, will I give into the hand of their enomi('s, and 
into the hand of them that seek their life, even into the 
hand of the king of Babylon’s army, which are gone up 

22 from you Behold, I will command, saith Jfjhovnh, and 
cause them to return to this city, and they shall figlit 
against it, and take it, and burn it with fire ; and I will 
make the cities of Judah a desolation without an inhab- 
itant.

The Jews reproved for (Hsohcdionco by the example of the Ee- 
chabites. — Cxi. XXXV. 

1 The word which came to Jeremiah from Jehovah, in 
the days of Jehoiakim, the son of Jo^iah, king of Judah, 

2 vSayiiig : Go to the house of the Rechal)ites, and apeak to 
them, and bring them into the house of Jehovah, into one 

3 of the chambers, and give them wine to drink. Then I 
took Jaazaniah, the son of Jeremiah, the son of Ilabazi- 
niah, and his brethren, and all his sons, and the whole 

4 houhe of the Rechabites, and brought them into the house 
of Jehov<ih, into the chamber of the sons of Hanan, the 
son of Igdaliah, a man of God, which was by the chamber 
of the priiicc'., wliich was above the chamber of Maaseiah, 

5 the son of ShalLmn, the keeper of the door. And I set 
Ixefore the sons of the house of the Rechabites pots full of 
wine and cups, and I said to them, “ Drink ye wine.’^ 

6 But they said, “We will not drink wine; for Jonadab, the 
son of Rechab, our father, commanded us, saying, Ye 

7 sliall drink no wine, ye nor your sons, forever; neither 
shall ye build house, nor sow seed, nor plant vineyard,

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Jerusalem: Will }e not itistrueti('>n, to luMrlt u 

14 to my ^\oul^? saith Jehovaiu The worda of Jonadah, 
the son of riei*li.ih. in wliieh ho (‘onuuanded his sons 
not to drink wine, have been perfornuMl ; for they have 
diunk no wine to this day, but have ob(‘}od the com- 
maudment of their father. I also have '-?)ok(‘u to yt)u, 
rising up early and s[)oalving, but ye have not ho.irkciK'd 

15 to me. And I have sent to you all my .'-oi\ant^, the 
prophets, rising up early an<l ndi-o, thmii, i-a\iiiu:. 
iteturn ye now evex-y one from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other gods to serve tiumi, 
and ye shall dwell in tlu^ laud whieli I have gi\en to 
you and to your fathers ; but yc have not iiu‘liiu‘d your 

16 ear, nor luMikened to me. Since tlien the sons of 
Jonadab, the son of Reehab, have p. ‘fiunn'd the com- 
rnamlmeut of their father which he comma nd(‘d them, . 

17 and this people have not he.ukem'd to mo; therefore 
thus saith Jehovah, the God of hosts, the God of Isracd : 
Behold, I will bring upon Judah, and upoxx all the in- 
habiUmts of J' ’ u^a''‘’ii. all the evil which T have pro- 
xiounced against them; because I have spoken to them, 
and they have not liearkcned, and I ha\o (‘ailed to 
them, and they have not answered. 

18 And to the house of the Rochabites Joiemiab said:

19 ing to all which he commanded you, therefore thus 
saith Jehovah of Iiost^, the God of Israel: There shall 
not fail in the land of Jonadab, the son of Eechab, 
men to stand before me forev er.

Jeremiah’s prophecies written, read to the people, burned by the king, and 
rewritten. — Ch. XXX YL 

1 And it came to pass in the fourth year of Jchoia- 
kirn, the son of Josiah, king of Judah/that this word 
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2 came to Jeremiah from Jehovah, saying: Take thee 
a book-roll, and write upon it all the words w}u(‘h I 
have i^pokcai to thee concerniiip^ Israel, and concerning 
Judah, and conc(‘rning all the nations, from the day 

3 when I began to speak to thee even to this day. It 
may be that the house of Judah will hear all the evil 
which I pm pose to do to them, and return every one 
from his o\il way, so that I may ibrgive their iniquity 

4 and their sin. Then Jeremiah called Banudi, the son 
of Neriah ; and Baiuch wrote from the mouth of Jere- 
miah all the woi'ds of Jehovah which he had spoken to 

6 him, upon a book-roll. And Jeremiah commanded Ba- 
ruch and said : I am shut up ; I cannot go into the house 

6 of Jehovah; therefore, go thou, and read in the roll 
which thou hast written from my mouth the words of 
Jehovah, in the eais of the people, in the house of Jelio- 
vah, upon the fast-day ; aKo in the eai*s of all Judah, that 

7 come out of their cities, shalt thou read them. It may he 
that they will piostiate themselves in supplication before 
Jehovah, and will return <‘vcry one from his evil way. 
For great is the anger and the indignation which Jeho- 

8 vah hath 'h-nom.ced against this people. And Baruch, 
the son of Neriali, did according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him, i trading in the book the words 
of Jeho\ah in the hou^c of Jehovah. 

9 And it e.i.'U to pass in the fifth year of Jihci iki-n^ the 
son of Jo^iali, king of Judah, in the ninth month, that all 
the people in Jerusalem, and all the ptioplc that came out 
of the cities of Judah, piotTiiined a fast before Jehovah, 

10 in .Teni'^ahun. Then read Baruch in the book the words 
of J(*remiah in the house of Jehov ah, in the cliambcr of 
Giunanah, tiu^ son of Sha}>han the scribe, in the higher 
court, at the entrance of the new gate of the house of 
Jehovah, in the ears of all the people. ‘ 

11 And when IMicah, the son of Gemariah, the son of 
Shaphan, had heaid from che book all the words of Jelio- 

12 vah, lu^ went down to the king*t» house, into the scribe's 
chamber; and lo, all the p'i* were sitting there, Eli- 
shama the scribe, and Debiiab, the son of Shemaiah, and 
Klnathan, the son of Achbor, and Gima'iuli, the son of 
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Sliaphan, and Zedekiali, the s^on of TLciainah, and all the 

13 prince''. Tiien IMicali declared to them all the ^verda 
■which he had heard when Banich read tlie book in tlio 

14 ears of the people. Then all the piinet^s sent Jehmh, tlse 
son of jN’ethaniah, the son of SI • h mi.d'. the, sou of 
Cushi, to Barucli, and said, “Take in thy hand tiie roll 
wherein thou hast read in the ears of the p(‘(*i>h% and 
conie.” So Baruch, the .son of Neriah, took tiie roll in 

15 Ms hand, and came to them. And they said to him, 
“Sit down now, and read it in our ears.” And Baiuch 

16 read it in their ears. And when they had heard all the 
woids, they looked with (*on''t(on<ition upon one another, 
and they said to Baruch, We must tidl tin' king of all 

17 these things.” And they a>ked B.iiueh, saying, “Tell us 
now, how didst thou write all the-e woids from hm 

18 mouth?” ’And Baruch said to them, “With his mouth 
he pronounced to me all these words, and I wrote them 

19 on the book with ink.” Then said the princes to Baruch, 
“ Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah, and let no man know 
where ye are.” 

20 And they went in to the king into the court ; but tliey 
laid up the I'oll in the chamber ot Elibhama the senibe, 
and they told all these things in the ears of the king. 

21 Then the king sent Jelmdi to fetch the roll, and he took 
it out of the chamber of Klishama the scribe; and 
Jehudi read it in the ears of the king, and in the ears of 

22 all the princes who stood bCvNide the king. And the king 
was sitting m the winter-houst', in the ninth month, and a 

23 brasier was burning before him. And when Jelmdi had 
read three or four sections, he [the king] cut it wutli the 
penknife, and cast it into the fire, into the brasit‘i-, until 
the whole roll was consumed in the fire in the bra.'- 1 or. 

24 And they were not afraid, and rent not their g.o i f.-N, 
neither the king, nor any of his servants, who iieaui ail 

25 these words; and although Eluathaii and Didaiali and 
Gemariah interceded with the king not to burn the roll, 

26 yet he would not hearken to them. And tlui king com- 
manded Jerahmeel, the son of Ilamnudech, and Seiaiali, 
the son of Azreel, and Shelemiah, the son of AlxL'cl, to 
seize Baruch the scribe, and Jeremiah the |)n»[diet, but 
Jehovah had hid tliem. 
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27 Tlicii came the word of Jehovah to Jeremiah, after 
that the king had hurued the roll, and the words which 
Barucli had written from the mouth of Jeremiah, saying : 

28 Take thee another roll, and write in it all the former 
words that were in the first roll, which hoiaklin, king 

29 of Judah, hath burned. And concerning Jehoiakim, king 
of Judah, thou shalt say, Thou hast burned this roll, say- 
ing, “Why hast thou wiitten therein and said, The king 
of Babylon shall surely come and shall destroy this laud, 

30 and shall caii^c to cease from it man and beast ? ’’ There- 
fore thus saith Jehovah concerning Jehoiakim, king of 
Judah : He shall have not one to sit upon the throne of 
David ; and his dead body shall be cast out in the day to 

31 the heat, and in the night to the frost. And T will punish 
him, and his offspring, and his servants, for their iniquity ; 
and I will biing upon them, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and upon the men of Judah, all the evil which 
I have pronounced against them, and they have not heark- 

32 ened. Then Jeremiah took another roll, and gave it to 
Baruch the scribe, the son of Neriah, who wrote therein 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the book 
which Jehoiakim had burned in the fire; and there were 
added to them many words of the same kind.

Jercmiali arrested, and cliaiged Avitli tieason — Cir XXXVIL 

1 Now King Zedekiah, the son of Josiah, reigned instead 
of Coniah, the son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebncliadiu^zzar, 

2 king of Babylon, made king in the land of Judah. But 
neither be nor his servants nor the people of the land 
regarded the words of Jehovah, which he spake by the 
prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal, the son of Shele- 
miah, and Zephaniah, the son of Maaseiah the priest, to 
Jeremiah the prophet, saying, “ Fray now to Jehovah our 

4 God for us.'* Now Jeremiah came in and ^^ent out among 

5 the people, for they had not cast him into prison. And 
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Pharaoli’s army liad come fox'tli out of Egypt; anti tlio 
Chald<Bans, who were bcbiegiiig Jerusalem, having heard 
tidings of them, had departed Ironi Jerusalein. 

6 Then came the word of Jehovah to Jeremiali the proph- 

7 6t, saying, Thus saith Jehovah, tlio ‘God of Israel : Thus 
shall ye say to the king of Judah, who sent you to inquire 
of me : Behold, the ai my of Phaiaoh, which is comt‘ forth 
to help you, shall return to Egypt, into their own land. 

8 And the Chaldmans shall come again, and light against this 

9 city, and take it, and burn it with lire. Thu- saith Jeho-^ 
vah: Deceive not \oui-el\e-, saving, ‘"The ThaMa-.m- 
shall surely de])ai t from us”; for they shall not depart. 

10 For though ye had smitten the whole, aiiiiy of the Chal- 
dmans that light against you, and there roiuained only 
wounded men among them, each one in his tent, } et should 
they rise up and burn this city with fire. 

11 And it came to pass, when the army of the Chalda'ians 
had marched away from Jerusalem bcciaiiNC of the army 

12 of Pharaoh, that Jeremiah was going forth from Jerusalein, 
to go into the land of Benjamii', to receive thence his in- 

13 heritance among the people. And when he was in the 
gate of Benjamin, a captain of the ward was theu‘, whoso 
name was Irijah, the son of Sheleiuiah, the son of Ilaiu- 
niah ; and ho seized Jeremiah the proiihet, sa\ ing, ‘‘ Thou 

14 art going over to the Chaldmaus.” And Jeieiiiiah said, 
“ It is false ; I am not going over to the Chaldmans.” But 
he hearkened not to him; so Irijah took Jeremiah and 

15 brought him to the princes. And the pi incob were en- 
raged against Jeremiah, and smote him, and put him in 
prison in the house of Jonathan the scribe ; for they had 
made that a prison. 

16 And when Jeremiah had gone into the dungeon, and in- 

17 to the cells, and had remained there a long time, then 
Zedekiah the king sent and took him out ; and the king 
asked him in his house privately, and said, “ Hast thou 
any word from Jehovah ? ” And Jenuniah said, I have.” 
And he said, “ Into the hand of the king of Bali^lon shalt 

18 thou be delivered.” And J(‘remiah said to King Zedekiah, 
What offence have I coinmittial against thee, or against 
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thy servanlSj or against this people, that ye have put me 

19 in prison? And where ai'e your prophets, who prophe- 
sied to you, saying, “ The king of Babylon shall not come 

20 against you, nor against this land?” But now hear, I 
pray thee, my lord the king ! let my supplication, I pray 
thee, be accepted before thee, and cause me not to return 

21 to the house of Jonathan the scribe, lest I die there I Then 
Zedekiah the king commanded that they should commit 
Jeremiah into the court of the prison, and that they should 
give him daily a piece of bread out of the bakers’ street, 
until all the bread in the city should be consumed. And 
Jeremiah lemained in the court of the prison.

Jeiemiah is cast into prison foi 7 submi^^sion to the Chaldmns. — 

ch xxxvni. 

1 And Shephatiah, the son of Mattan, and Gedaliah, the 
son of Pashur, and Jucal, the son of Shelemiah, and Pa- 
shur, the son of Malchiah, heard the words which Jeremi- 

2 ah spoke tb all the people, saying, “ Thus saith Jehovah : 
He that remain eth in this city shall die by the sword, by 
famine, and by pestilence ; but he that goeth forth to the 
Chaldmans shall live, and he shall retain his life as a prey, 

3 and shall live. Thii^ saith Jehovah : This city shall surely 
be gi\ en into the hand of the army of the king of Babylon, 

4 and he shall take it.” Then said the princes to the king, 
“ We beseech thee, let this man be put to death 1 lor thus 
he \veakenetli the hands of the men of war that remain in 
this city, and the hands of all the people, in speaking such 
words to them ; for this man seeketh not the welfare of 

6 this people, but their hurt.” Then Zedekiah the king 
said, ‘‘ Behold, he is in your hand ; for the king is not one 

6 that can do anything in oiiposition to you.” Then took 
they Jeremiah, and cast him into the dungeon of Malchiah, 
the son of Hammelech, which was in the court of the pris- 
on ; and they let down Jeremiah with cords. And in the 
dungeon there was no water, but only mire ; and Jeremiah 
sunk in the mire.

to hiiiigci ; for there is no more briad in the cityE 'fheu 
the king commanded Eix’dnudech, the pi.-o, sa\ing, 
“Take along with thee thirty men from heiicia and take 
up Jeremiah the prophet out of the diiiigcon, bcfoie he 

11 die.’^ And Ebedmeleoh took the men with him, and went 
into the king's house undo; the stoic-room, and took troiu 
thence torn rags and worn-out rags, and let thmn down by 

12 cordvS into the dungeon to Jeremiah. And Elx'dimdcidi, 
the Eihioiiiaii, said to Jeremiah, put now these torn and 
worn-out rags under thy knuckles under the cords. And

to Zedekiah, “ When I have told thee, wilt thou not surely

1 And it came to pass, when Jerusalem was taken, (in 
the ninth year of Zedekiah, the king of Judah, in the 
tenth month, aime Nebuchadnezzar, the king of Babylon, 

2 and all his army, against Jerusalem, and besieged it; and 
in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, in the fourth month, on 
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the ninth daj of the month, was the city broken into,) 

5 that all the chieftain^ of the king of Babylon came, and 
stationed themselves in the middle gate, Neigalsharezer, 
S.img.ii 1 t.bt) Sarsecliim, prefect of the eunuchs, jNVrgal- 
sharezer, prefect of the magians, and all the I'est of the 

4 princes of the king of Babylon, And when Zedekiali, the 
king of Judah, and all the men of war, saw them, they fled, 
and went forth out of the city by niglit, by the way of 
the king’s garden, through the gate between the two 

6 walls; and they went foith towaid the plain. But the 
army of the Clialdaiaiis pursued them, and oveitook Z{‘de- 
kiah in the plains of Jericho; and they took him, and 
brought him to Xehiicliadne/zar, king of l>al)\lon, at 
Biblah in the land of Hamath, where he gave judgment 

6 concerning him. And the king of Bab} Ion slew the sotis 
of Zedekiah at Eiblah before his eyes ; and all the nobles 

7 of Judah did the king of Babylon slay. And he put out 
the eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him with fetters of brass, 

8 to carry him to Babylon. And tlie Chahheans burned 
the king’s house, and the houses of the people, with fire, 

9 and they broke down the walls of Jerusalem. And the 
residue of the people tliat remained in the city, and the 
deserters who had come over to him, the residue of the peo- 
ple that lemained, Nebuzaradan, the captain of the guaul, 

10 carried aw^ay to Babylon. But the poor of the people, 
who had nothing, Nebuzaradan, captain of the guaul, left 
in the land of Judah, and gave them vineyards and fields 
at the same time. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, gave charge 
concerning Jeremiah to Nehuzai adaii, captain of tlie 

12 guard, saying, “ Take him, and have thine eyes upon him, 
and do him no harm ; but do to him even as he shall say 

13 to you.” Then sent Nebuzaradan, the captain of the 
guard, and Nebushasban, prefect of the eunuchs, and Ncr- 
galsharezer, prefect of the magians, and all the piincos of 

14 the king of Babylon, they sent and took Jeremiah out of 
the court of the prison, and committed him to Gedaliah, 
the son of Ahikara, the son of Shaphan, that he should 
carry him home; and he dwelt among the people. 

16 Now the word of Jehovah had come to Jeremiah, while 
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16 he was shut up in the court of the prison, saying: Go 

and speak to the Ethiopian, and say: Thus 

saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: Behold, I 
hiiiig words upon this city for evil and not for good, 
and uitli thine own eyes shalt thou see it in that day. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that day, saith Jelio\ah; and 
thou shalt not be given into the hand of the men of whom 

18 thou art afraid. But I will •-luely d<‘livcr thee, and thou 
shalt not fall by the swoid, but thy life shall be to thee as 
a prey ; because thou hast put thy tru&t in me, saith 
Jehovah. 


XXXVIII. 


Jeremiah set at liberty. Conspiracy against Gedaliah. His death.— 
On. XL., XLL 

1 The word which came to Jeremiah from Jehovah, after 
that Nebuzaradan, captain of the guard, had let him go 
from Ramah. For he had taken him, and he had been 
bound with chains among all the captives of Jerusalem 
and Judah which were earned away captive to Baby- 
lon. 

2 And the captain of the guard took Jeremiah, and said 
to him: ‘‘Jcdiovah, thy God, pronounced this evil against 

3 this place; and now JchoAah hath brought it, and done 
according as he spake, because ye sinned against Jehovah, 
and obeyed not his voice ; therefore hath this thing come 

4 upon you. And now, behold, I loose thee this day from 
the chains upon thy hands. If it seem good to thee to 
come with me to Bab} Ion, come ; and I will set my eyes 
upon thee ; but if it seem evil to thee to come with me to 
Baliylon, forh(‘ar; behold, the whole land is before thee; 
wiiither it scorneth good and dc'-irable for thee to go, 

6 thither go.” And w Inle he wms not yet gone away [he 
said]: “Go to Gcd.iK.ih, the of son Ahikam, the , son of 
Shaphan, whom the king of Babylon hath made governor 
over the cities of Judah, and dwell with him among the 
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people ; or go whithersoever it seemeth good to thee to 
go.” And the captain of the guard gave him provisions, 

6 and a pi’csent, and dismissed him. And Jeremiah wemt 
to Gedaliah, the son of Ahikam, to hlizpali, and dwelt 
with him among the people that were left in the land. 

7 Now when all the captains of the forces which were in 

the fields, they and their men, heard that the king of 
Babylon had made Gedaliah, the son of Ahikam, gov- 
ernor over the land, and had committed to his charge 
men and women and children, of the poor of the land, 
of them that were not carried captive to Babj’lon, 

8 then they came to Gedaliah, to Mizpah; nann'ly, Ishinael, 
the son of Nethanuih, and Johanan and Jonathan, the 
sons of Kareah, and Seraiah, the son of Tanhumeth, and 
the sons of Ephai the Netophathitc, and Jezaniah, the son 

9 of the Maachatlute, they and their men; and Gedaliah, 
the son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, swore to them 
and to their men, saying, “Fear not to serve the Chal- 
deeans ; dwell in tlie land, and serve the king of Babylon, 

10 and it shall be well with you. As for me, behold, 1 will 
dwell at Mizpah, to stand before the Chaldmans, who 
shall come to us ; but ye, gather yc in wine, and summer 
fruits, and oil, and put them in your vessels, and dwell in 

11 your cities which ye have taken.” Also when all the 
Jews that were in Moab, and among the chihlren of 
Ammon, and in Edom, and that were in all the countries, 
heard that the king of Babylon had left a remnant to 
Judah, and that he had set over them Gedaliah, the son 

12 of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, then all the Jews re- 
turned from all the places whither they were driven, and 

, came to the land of Judah, to Gedaliah, to IMizpah, and 
gathered wine and summer fruits in abundance. 

13 And Johanan, the son of Kareah, and all the captains 
of the forces that were in the fields, came to C ( d.di.ih to 

14 Mizpah, and said to him, “Do^^t thou know that Baalia, 
the king of the children of Ammon, hath sent I^himu‘I, 
the son of Nethaniah, to slay thee?” But Gedaliah, the 

15 son of Ahikam, believed them not. And Johanan, the 
son of Kareah, spake to Gedaliah in piivate at hlizpah, 
saying, “ Let me go, I pray thee, and smite Ishmael, the 
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&on of Noihaiiiali, and no man sliall know it. Wlierefore 
should he slay thee, that all the Jews which are gathered 
to thee should be scattered, and the remnant in Judah 

|j polish?” But Gedaliah, the son of Ahikam, said to 
Johanan, the son of Kareali, ‘^Thoii shalt not do this 
thing, for thou speakest falsely of Ishmael.” 

1 And it came to pass in the seventh month, that Ish- 
mael, the son of Xethai.iah, the son of rdl-haina, of the 
blood royal, and one of the groat olTicers of the king, and 
ten men with him, came to rhd.'’'i:ih, the son of Ahikam, 
to Mizpah; and they ate htead there together in Mizpah- 

2 Then Ishmael, the sou of Netlianiah, arose, and the ten 
men that were with him, and smote Gedaliah, the son of 
Ahikam, the son of SLepa.m, with the sword, and slew 
him whom the king of Babylon had made governor over 

3 the land. And all the Jevs that weic with him, with 
Gedaliah at Alizpah, and the ChahLeans that were found 

4 thoie, tlu^ men of war, did Ishmael smile. And it came 
to pass, the second day after he had slain Ged.iliah, and 

5 no man knew it, that theie came certain men from She- 
chem, fiom Shiloh, and irorn Samaria, fourscore persons, 
having their beards sluuen, and their clothes rent, and 
having cut iG i»i-tl\( with an oblation and incense in 

6 their hands, to biiug to the house of Jehovah. And Ish- 

mael, the sou o{‘ Netliaiiiah, went forth from hlizpah to 
meet them, all along as he went; and wlien he 

met them, he said to them, ‘‘ Come ye to Gedaliah, the 

1 son of Aliikam.” And when they had come into the 
midst of the city, Bhinael, the son of Nethaniah, slew 
them, and cast them into the pit, he and the men that 

8 were with him- But ten men were found among them 
who said to Ishmael, “ Slay us not, for we have hidden 
stores in the field, of wln^at, and barley, and oil, and 
honey.” He foibori*, therefore, and slew them not with 

9 their biethren. Now the pit into which Ishmael cast 
all the dead bodies of the men whom he slew, together 
with Gedaliah, is the sinie which King Asa made on 
account of Baasha, king of Israel ; and I'dimael, the son 

10 ot Nethaniah, filled it with them that were slain. And 
Ishmael took captive all the residue of the people that 
were in Mizpah, the king’s daughters, and all the people 
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that remained in hfixpali. whom Nebuzaradan, oaptiin of 
the guard, had committed to the charge of Gedaliah, the 
son of Ahikam; even Ishmael, the son of Nethaniah, 
took them captive, and set forth to go over [the Jordan] 
to the children of Ammon. 

11 But when Johanan, the son of Kareah, and all the cap- 
tains of the forces that were with him, lieard of all the 

12 evil which Ishmael, the son of Ncthaniali, had done, they 
took all the men, and went up to fight with Ishmael, the 
son of Nethaniah, and came up with him at the great 

13 waters that are in Gibeon. And when all the people 
which were with Ishmael saw Johanan, the son of IGi- 
reah, and all the captains of the forces that were with 

14 him, they were glad ; and all the people that Ishmael had 
carried away captive from Mizpah faced about and re- 

15 turned, and went to Johanan, the son of Kareah. But 
Ishmael, the son of Nethaniah, escaped from Johanan 
with eight men, and went to the children of Ammon. 

16 Then took Johanan, the son of Kareah, and all the cap- 
tains of the forces that were wdth him, all the remnant of 
the people whom he had recovered from Ishmael, the son 
of Kethaniah, from Mizpah, after he had slain Gedaliah, 
the son of Ahikam, strong men, men of war, and women, 
and children, and eunuchs, whom he had brought back 
from Gibeon ; and they went, and tarried in the inn of 
Chimham, which is near Bethlehem, in order to fiee into 

18 Egypt from the Chaldmans ; for they \vere afraid of them, 
because Ishmael, the son of Ncthaniah, had slain Geda- 
liah, the son of Ahikam, whom the king of Babylon had 
made governor over the land.

Jeremiah counsels the Jews against going into Egypt, His advice not 
followed. — Oil. XLII. - XLIIX. f. 

1 And all the captains .of the forces, and Johanan, the 
son of Kareah, and Jezaniah, the son of Hoshaiah, and 
aU the people, from the least even to the greatest, came 
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2 near, and said to Jeremiah the prophet: Let, 

thee, our supplication be accepted before thee, aiiJ'^ifttf' 
for us to Jehovah, thy God, for all this remnant; (for we 
are left a few out of many, as thine eyes do behold us ;) 

3 tliat Jehovah, thy God, may show us the way wherein we 

4 shall walk, and the thing which we shall do.” And Jere- 
miah the prophet said to them : “ I have heard ; behold, 
I will pray to Jehovah your God, according to your 
words, and all which Jchov.ih shall answer you I will 
decLu e to you ; I will keep back nothing from you.” 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah : May Jehovah be our wit- 
ness, a faithful and true witness! According to all for 
which Jehovah our God shall send thee to us, so will we 

6 do. Whether it be good, or whether it be evil, we will 
obey the voice of Jehovah our God, to whom we send 
thee, that it may be well with us when we shall have 
obeyed the voice of Jehov ah our God.” 

7 And it came to pass after ten days, that the word of 

8 Jehovah came to Jeremiah. And he called Johanan, the 
son of Kareah, and all the captains of the forces which 
were with him, and all the people, from the least even to 

9 the greatest, and said to them: Thus saith Jehovah, the 
God of Israel, to whom ye sent me to present your suppli- 

10 cation before him : If ye will still abide m this land,

For thus saith -hiM.x/h of 
hosts, the God of Israel: As my anger and my wrath 
have been poured forth upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
so shall my wrath be poured forth upon you, when ye 
shall enter into Egypt; and ye shall be an exe(‘ralion, 
and an astonishment, and a curse, and a reproach; and 

19 ye shall see this place no more. This is the word of 
Jehovah to you, ye remnant of Judah! Go ye not into 

y® shall surely know that 1 have warned you 

20 this day. Ye err to your own ruin ; for ye sent me to 
Jehovah your God, saying, ‘Pray for us to Jehovah our 
God, and according to all that Jcdiovah our God shall say, 

21 so declare to us, and we will do it ’ ; and now I have tins

2 them, even all these words, then spake Azaiiah, the son 
ot Ho-^haiah, and Johaiian, the son of Kareah, and all the 
proud men, saying to Jei'erniah, “ Thou siicakest falsidy ; 
Jehovah our God hath not sent thee to say, Go not 

3 into Egypt to sojourn there; but Baruch, the son of 
Neriah, setteth thee on against us, to deliver us into the 
hand of the Chaldmans, that they may put us to deatli, 

4 and carry us away captive to Babylon.” So Johanan, the 
son of Kareah, and all the captains of the forces, and all 
the people, obeyed not the voice of Jdiovah, to remain in

8 Then came the word of Jehovah to Jeremiah in Tah- 

9 panhes, saying: Take in thy hand great stones, and hide 
tlien. in tlie clay in the bmk-kiln which is at the en- 
trance of the house of Pharaoh in Tahpanhes, in the sight 

10 of the men ofeludah, and say to them : Tlius saith Jeho- 
vah of hosts, the God of Israel : Behold, I will send, and

Prophecy against the Jews in Egypt. — Ch. SLIV. 

1 The word which came to Jeremiah concorniiijg all \he 
Jews that dwelt in the land of E<j^ypt, that dwelt at Mi<x- 
dol, and at Tahpanhes, and at Noph, and in the land of 
Pathros, saying : 

2 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel : To 
have seen all the evil winch I have brought upon Jeru- 
salem, and upon all the cities of Judah; and behold, this 
day they are a desolation, and no man dwelleth ihendn ; 

3 because of their wickedness, which they h.i\e commilted, 
to pi'ovoke me to anger, in that they went to bum incense 
and to serve strange gods, whom they knew not, neither 

4 they, ye, nor your fathers ; and I sent to you all my ser- 
vants, the prophets, rising caily and sending tlunu, say- 
ing: 0 do not this abominable thing, whitdi I hate! 

5 But they hearkened not, nor inclined their car to turn 
from their wickedness, to burn no incense to strange gods. 

6 Therefore bath my fury been ponied forth, and mine anger, 
and hath burned in the cities of Judah, and in the streets 
of Jerusalem; and they are become a desolation and a 

7 waste at this day. And now thus saith Jehovah, the 
God of hosts, the God of Israel : Wherefore do ye com- 
mit this great evil against your own souls, that ye may 
cut oK from you man and woman, child and suckling, out 

8 of Judah, so as to leave }()uiM‘l\es no remnant? Wliy 
do ye piovoke me to wiatli with the works of your hands,

12 to cut off all Judah. And I will take the remnant of 
Judah, that have set their faces to go into the land of 
Egypt to sojourn there, and they shall all be consumed; 
in the land of Egypt shall they fall ; by the sword and by 
fiimine shall they be consumed, from the least to the 
gi eate^t ; by the sword and by famine shall they die ; and^ 
they shall become an execiat.on, and an astoniMimeut, and 

13 a curse, and a leproacli. For I will punish them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt, as I have punished Jerusalem, 

14 by the sword, by famine, and by pestilence. And none 
shall escape or remain of the remnant of Judah which 
are gone into the land of Egypt, to sojourn there, and to 
return into the land of Judah, to which they have a desire 
to return, to du cdl there ; for none shall return but a few 
fiigiLivcb that escape. 

15 Then all the men who knew that their wives had 
buined incense to strange gods, and all the women that 
stood by, a great nmltitiKlo, even all the people that dwelt 
in the land of Egypt, and in Pathros, answered Jeremiah, 

16 saying: “As for the word which thou hast spoken to us 
in the name of Jehovah, we will not hearken to thee. 

17 But whatever hath gone forth from our mouth, that will 

we do, to burn incense to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out d’ ill to her, UvS we have done, we and 

our fitluu'^, our kintr^ and our princes, in the cities of 
Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem; for then we had 
]>lenty of bread, and were piosp(irous, and saw no calam- 

18 ity. But from the time we left off to burn incense to the

IQ sunuid by the ^woid and by funine. And when we [said 
the women] burned incense to the queen of heaven, and 
pouK'd out dnuk-offeringb to her, did we witliout the 
knowledge of our men make cakes to worship her, and 
pour out drink-offerings to her ? ” 

20 Then spake Jeremiah to all the people, to the men, and 
to the women, and to all the people who had given him 

21 that sajing: “The incense whuli ye burned in 
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the cities of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, ye 
and your fathers, your kings and your princes, and the 
people of the land, did not Jeho\ali remember it, and 

22 came it not into his mind ? And Jehovah could no longer 
bear the evil of your doings, and the abominations which 
ye committed ; therefore is your land a desolation, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, without an inhabitant at this 

23 day. Because ye have burned incense, and because ye 
have sinned against Jehovah, and have not obeyed the 
voice of Jehovah, nor walked in his law, nor in his stat- 
utes, nor in his ordinances, therefore is tins evd come 
upon you, at this day.” 

24 And Jeremiah said to all the people and to all tlic wo- 
men, Hear the word of Jt Ii'*vnri, all Judah, that are in the 

25 land of Egypt ! Thus saith Jehovah of bests, the God of 
Israel : Ye and your wives speak with your mouths, and 
fullil with your hands; ye say, “We will keep our vows, 
which we have vowed, to burn incense to the queen of 
heaven, and to pour out drink-offerings to her ” ; ye will 
surely accomplish your vows ; ye will surely perform 

26 your vows. Therefore hear ye the woid of Jehovah, all 
ye of Judah, that dwell in the land of Egypt I Beliold, I 
swear by my great name, saith Jehovah, that my name 
shall no more be named in the mouth of any man of 
Judah in all the land of Egypt, saying, “ As the Loid Je- 

27 hovah liveth ! ” Behold, I will watch over tliem for evil, 
and not for good; and all the men of Judah who are in 
the land of Egypt shall be consumed by the sword and 

28 by famine, until theie be an end of them. And tliey that 
escape the sword shall return out of the land of Egypt 
into the land of Judah, few in number; and all the rem- 
nant of Judah, that are gone into the land of Egypt to so- 
journ there, shall know whose words shall stand, mine or 

29 theirs. And this shall be a sign to you, saith Jcho\ah, 
that I will punish you in this place, that ye may know 
that my words shall suiely stand against you for evil 

SO Thus saith Jehovah : Behold, I will give Pharaoh Iloph- 
ra, the king of Egypt, into the hand of his enemies, and 
into the hand of them that seek his life, as I gave Z(*(le- 
kiali, the king of Judah, into the hand of NidHudiadne/z.ii, 
the king cfBab^'^on, his enenu', that souglit his life.”

Baniclx comforted by the promise of safety. — Ch. XLV. 

1 The word which Jeremiah the prophet spake to 
Baruch, the son of JSferiah, alter he had written these 
words in a book from the mouth of Jeremiah, in the 
fourth year of Jehoiakim, the son of Josiah, the king ot 
Judah, saying : — 

2 Thus saith Jehovah, the God of Israel, to thee, O 

3 Baruch! Thou sayest, “Woe now to me, for Jehovah 
hath added grief to my sorrow 1 I am weary with my 

4 sighing, and find no rest.” Thus shalt thou say to him : 
Thus saith Jeho\ah: Behold, that winch I myself have 
builded do I break down, and that which I myself have 

5 planted do I pluck up, even this whole land; and seekest 
thou great things for thyself? Seek them not ; for 
behold, I am about to bung evil upon all flesh, saith 
Jehovah ; but thy life will I give thee, as a prey, in all 
places whither thou shalt go.

For the Lord Jehovah of hosts performeth a work 
against the land of the Chaldaeans. 

26 Come against her from the utmost border! 

Open ye her barns, 

Cast her up into heaps, 

And destroy her utterly ; 
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Let nothing of her be left! 

27 Slaj all her bullocks, 

Let them go down to the slaughter 1 
Woe unto them, 

For their day is come, 

The time of their punishment ! 

28 The voice of them that dee and escape is heard from the 

land of Babylon, 

To make known to Zion the vengeance of Jehovah, our 
God, 

The vengeance for bis temple. 

29 Call together the archers against Babylon, 

All ye that bend the bow, encamp ye round about her; 

Let no one escape ; 

Becompense her according to her work ; 

According to all that she hath done, do ye to her I 
For she bath exalted herself against Jehovah, 

Against the Holy One of Israel. 

30 Therefore shall her young men fall in the streets. 

And all her men of war shall be cut off in that day, saith 
Jehovah. 

31 Behold I am against thee, thou proud one, saith the 

Lord Jehovah of hosts ; 

For thy day is come,

82 And the proud one shall stumble and* fall. 

And none shall raise him up ;

Behold, I will raise up against Babylon, 

And against them that dwell in the midst of mine adver- 
saries, 

A destroying wind ; 

2 And I will send against Babylon winnowers, 

And they shall winnow her, and empty her land ; 

For they shall come against her on every side. 

3 Against him that bendeth, let the archer bend his bow, 
And against him that liftcth himself up in his brigandine !

How is Babylon become an astonishment among the 
nations ! 

42 The sea is come up over Babylon ; 

With the roaring of its waves is she covered. 

43 Her cities have become a desolation, 

A dry laud and a desert, 

A land in which no man dwelleth. 

And which no son of man passeth through. 

44 T will punish Bel at Babylon, 

And bring forth from his mouth that which he hath swal- 
lowed, 

And the nations shall flow to him no more ; 

Even the wall of Babylon shall fall 

45 Go ye out of her, my people, 

A.nd save ye every man his life 
From the fiei'ce anger of Jehovah ! 
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46 And let not your heart faint, 

And fear ye not on account of the rumors which are 
heard in the land, 

When in one year a rumor cometh, 

And after it in another year another rumor,

62 all these words, and say, 0 Jehovah, thou hast spoken 
against this place to destroy it, so that none shall remain

An appendix, containing an account of tlie destruction of JeniBalem.— 
Ch. LII, 

1 Zedekiah was one and twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
The name of his mother was Hamutal, the daughter of 

2 Jeremiah of Libnah. And he did that which was evil in 
the eyes of Jehovah, according to all that Jehoiakim had 

3 done. For, through the anger of Jehovah, it was so with 
Judah and Jerusalem that at length he cast them forth 
from his presence. And Zedekiah rebelled against the 
king of Babylon. 

4 And it came to pass in the ninth year of his reign, in 
the tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, that Neb- 
uchadnezzar, the king of Babylon, came, he and all his 
army, against Jerusalem, and encamped against it, and 

5 built forts against it round about. And the city was 

e besieged until the eleventh year of King Zedekiah. And 

in the fourth month, in the ninth day of the month, the 
famine was sore in the city, so that there was no bread 

7 for the people of the lani And the city was broken 
into; and all the men of war fled, and went out of the 
city by night, by the way of the gate between the two 
walls, whicli is by the king’s garden, (whilst the Chaldaa- 
ans were by the city round about,) and they went toward 

8 the plain. But the army of the Chaldieans pursued the 
king, and overtook Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; 

9 and all his army was scatteied from him. And they took 
the king, and can ied him up to the king of Babylon, to 
Biblah, in the land of Hamath ; wdiere he gave judgment 

10 upon him. And the king of Babylon slew the sons of 
Zt‘dekiali before his eyes. He slew also all the princes o^ 

11 Judah, in Riblah. And he put out the eyes of Zedekiah, 
and bound him in chains ; and the king of Babylon car- 
ried him to Babylon, and put him in prison till the day of 
his death. 

12 And in the fifth month, on the tenth day of the month. 
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(^it was the nineteenth year of the reign of Nebuchadne.z- 
zar, the king of Eal)ylon,) came Nebuzaratlan, captain of 
the guaid, one that stood in the of the king 

13 of J3abylon, to Jerusalem. And he burned the house of 
Jehovah, and the king’s house; and all the houses at Jcni- 

14 Salem, all the great houses, burned lie with fire. And all 
the army of the Chaldmans that was with the captain of 
the guard brake down all the walls of Jiumsalein round 

15 about. And some of the poor of the people, and the rest 
of the people that were left in the city, and the deserters 
that had gone over to the king of Babylon, even the 
remainder of the multitude, did Nebuzanulan, the captain 

16 of the guard, carry away captive- But some of the poor 
of the land did Nebuzaradun, the captain of the guard, 
leave for vine-dressers and for husbuTulmc]!. And the 

17 pillars of brass that were in the house of Jehovah, and 
the bases, and the brazen sea that was in the house of 
Jehovah, the Clialdmans brake, and carried all the brass 

18 of them to Babylon. The caldrons also, and the sho\ (ds, 
and the snuffers, and the bowls, and the pans, and all the 
vessels of brass which were used in ministering, did they 

19 take aivay. And the basins, and the fire-pans, and the 
bowls, and the caldi'cns, and the candlesticks, and tlie 
censers, and the cups, and whatever was of gold or silver, 

20 did the captain of the guard take away. The two piJLiis, 
the sea, and the twelve brazen bulla that weie under the 
bases, which King Solomon made in the house of Jeho- 

21 vah, the brass from all these was beyond weight. For as 
to the pillaib, eighteen cubits in height was the one pillar, 
and a line of twelve cubits measured it round, and their 

22 thickness was four fingers, being hollow. And a chapiter 
of brass was upon them ; and the height of one chapiter 
was five cubits ; and there was network with poinegran- 

‘ ates upon the chapiter all round, the whole of brass. The 
second pillar also, and the poniograiiates, were like unto 

23 these. And the pomegranates weio ninety and six to- 
ward every wind ; all tiie pomegranates were an hundred 
upon the network round about. 

24 And the captain of the guard took Seraiah, the chief 
priest, and Zephaniah, the second priest, and the three 

26 keepers of the door ; and out of the city he took a eunuch 
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who liad charge over the men of war, and seven men of 
those that were near the king's person, who were found in 
the city, and the prineipal scribe of the host, who mus- 
tered the people of the land, and threescore men of the 
people of the land, who were found in the midst of the 

26 city ; these, Nebuzaradan, captain of the guard, took, and 

27 brought to the king of Babylon at Riblah. And the king 
of Babylon smote them, and put them to death in Riblah' 
in the land of Hamath. TIius was Judah carried away 
captive out of their own land. 

28 This is the people whom Nebuchadnezzar carried 
away captive: in the seventh year, three thousand and 

29 twenty-three Jews; in the eighteenth year of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, he carried away captive from Jerusalem eight hun- 

30 dred and thirty-two persons ; in the three and twentieth 
year of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebuzaradan, captain of the 
guard, carried away captive of the Jews seven hundred 
forty and five persons. All the persons were four thousand 
and six huudied. 

31 And it came to pass in the thirty and seventh year of 
the captivity of Jehoiachin, the king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, on the twenty-fifth day of the month, that 
Evil-meiodach, the king of Babylon, in the first year of 
lus reign, lifted up the head of Jehoiachin, king of Judah, 

32 and brought him forth out of piison, and spoke kindly to 
him, and set his seat above tlio seat of the kings that 

33 were with him in Babylon, and changed his prison gar- 
ments; and he ate bread before him all the days of his 

84 life. And a constant allowance was given him by the 
king of Babylon, a portion every day, until the day of his 
death, all the days of his life.

And hath multiplied in the daughter of Judah mourning 
and lamentation. 

6 He hath violently torn away his hedge, like the hedge 

of a garden ; he hath destroyed his place of con- 
gregation ; 

Jehovah hath caused the solemn feast and the sabbath to 
be forgotten in Zion ; 

He hath despised, in his fierce anger, the king and the 
priest. 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar ; he hath abhorred his 

holy place ; 

He hath given up into the hands of the enemy the walls 
of Zion’s palaces ; 

They have lifted up the voice in the house of Jehovah, as 
in the day of a solemn feast. 

8 Jehovah hath purposed to destroy the wall of the 

daughter of Zion ; 

He hath stretched out the line, he hath not withdrawn 
his hand from destroying ; 

He hath made the rampart and the wall to lament ; 

They languish together.

While they faint, as one wounded, in the streets of the

While their life is poured out into their mother’s bosom. 

13 How shall I address thee ? what shall I liken to thee, 

O daughter of Jerusalem ? 

With what shall I compare thee, so as to comfort thee, 0 
virgin daughter of Zion ? 

Surely thy breach is wide, like the sea; who can heal 
thee ? 

14 Thy prophets declare to thee that which is vain and 

false ; 

They lay not open to thee thine iniquity, to bring back 
thy captivity ; 

They pronounce to thee prophecies of falsehood and se- 
duction. 

15 All that pass by clap their hands at thee ; 

They hiss, and shake their heads at the daughter of Je- 
rusalem. 

“ Is this the city that men called the perfection of beauty, 
The joy of the whole earth?” 

16 All thine enemies open their mouths against thee ; 

They hiss and gnash the teeth ; 

They say : “We have swallowed her up ; 

Yea, this is the day that we looked for ; we have found, 
we have seen it.”

ti The punishment of the daughter of my people is 
greater than the punishment of Sodom, 

Which was overthrown in a moment, though no hands 
came against her. 

7 Her princes were purer than snow, whiter than milk ; 
More ruddy than coral was their body ; 

Their visage was of sapphire. 

S Now darker than a coal is their countenance ; they are 
not known in the streets. 

Their skin cleaveth to their bones ; it is become dry, lika 
wood. j 

9 More fortunate are the slain by the sword than the 
slain by famine ; 

For these pine away, stricken through for want of the 
fruits of the held. 

10 The hands of tender-hearted women cooked their own 

children ; 

They were their food, in the destruction of the daughter 
of my people. 

11 Jehovah hath spent upon them his fury; he hath 

poured out his fierce anger ; 

He hath kindled a fire in Zion, which hath devoured its 
foundations. 

12 The kings of the earth believed not, nor all the inhab- 

itants of the world, 

That the adversary would enter, and the enemy, within 
the gates of Jerusalem. 

13 It was on account of the sins of her prophets, and the 

iniquities of her priests, 

Who bhed in the midst of her the blood of the righteous. 
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14 They stumbled like blind men through the streets, pol- 

luted with blood,

EZEKIEL 


I 

The call of Ezekiel to the prophetic office. — Ch I. — III. 21. ’ 

1 Now it came to pass in the thirtieth year, in the fourth 
month, in the fifth day of the month, as I was among the 
captives by the liver Chcbar, xhat the heavens were 

2 opened, and I saw visions of God. On the fifth day of 
the month, in the fifth year of the captivity of King Jehoi- 

3 achin, the word of Jeho\ah came to Ezekiel, the son of 
Buzi, the priest, in the land of the Chaldmans, by the 
river Chebar; and the hand of Jehovah was there upon 

4 him. And I looked, and behold, a stormy wind came from 
the north, a great cloud, and a mass of fire ; and a bright- 
ness was round about it, and in the midst of it the appear- 

5 ance of bright brass, in the midst of the fire. And in the 
midst of it were the forms ol* four living creatures. And 
this was their appearance. They bad tlie form of a man. 

6 And eveiy one had four fiices, and every one had four 

7 wings. And their feet were upright; and the sole of 
their feet was as the sole of a calf’s foot ; and they spar- 

8 kled like polished brass. And they had the hands of a 
man under their wings on their four sides, and all four had 

9 faces and wings. Theii wings were joined one to another ; 
they turned not about when tliey went ; they went every 

10 one straight forward. As for the form of their faces, all 
four had the face^'of a man, and the face of a lion on the 
right side, and all four had the face of an ox on the left 

11 8i(ie, and all four had also the face of an eagle. Thus 
were their faces. And their wings were expanded up- 
ward ; two w iiigs of every one were joined, and two cov- 

12 ered their bodies. And they went every one straight 
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forward; whither the S})irit was to go, they went, and 

13 they turned not about when they went. And the appear- 
ance of the living creatures was as coals of hre, biuning 
like torches ; and the fire moved about among the living 
cieatures, and shone forth briirhtlv; and out of the iue 

14 came forth lightning- And the li\ing creatures ran back- 
ward and forward like a flash of lightning. 

15 Now as I beheld the living creatures, behold, there 
stood a wheel upon the earth by each of the living crea- 

16 tures, with its four sides. The apjieaiauce of the wheels, 
and their work, was like that of a chrysolite, and all four 
had one form, and their appearance and their work was 

17 as if a wheel had been within a uliecd. When tliey went, 
they went upon their four sides, and they turned not 

IS about when they went. As for their felhx^s, they were 
high and teiriblc ; and their felloes were full of eyes round 

19 about upon all four of them. And when the living crea- 
tures went, the u I k els went beside them; and when the 
living creatures were lilted up from the earth, the wheels 

20 were lifted up. \Vlmhoi>o(‘v(‘r the spirit was to go, they 
went, whithersoever the spirit was to go ; and the wheels 
were lifted up beside them ; for the spirit of the living 

21 eieaturcs was in the wheels. When those went, these 
went; and when those stood, these stood; and when 
those were lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted 
up beside them ; for the spirit of the living creatures was 

22 in the wheels. And over the heads of the living crea- 
tures was the nj)[)eauincc of a firmament, like crystal, 

23 loiiible, spread out over their heads above. And im(l(‘r 
the firmament were their wings upright, the one toward 
the other; and every one ha<l two, ^\hlc}l covered his bmly. 

24 And I heard the sound of their wings, as the sound of 
great waters, as the voice of the Almighty, when they 
went, — a sound like the noise of a host. And when they 

25 stood still, they let down their wings. And tluTp was a 
voice from tlici firmament, that wais over their heads ; and 
they stood still, and let down their wing-^. 

26 And above the firmament over their Jieads was an ap- 
pearance like a sapphire-stone, the form of a throne; and 
upon tlie form of the throne there was a form like that of 
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27 a man above. And I saw wliat had the appearance of 
bn;G^ht brass, \^hat had the appearance of fire round abou* 
within it, from the appearance of his loins and upward. 
And from the appearance of his loins downward I saw 
what had the appearance of fire, and its brightness was 

28 round about him. As the appeal an ce of the bow that is 
in the cloud in the day of rain, so was the appearance of 
the brightness round about. This was the appearance 
of the glory of Jehovah. And when I saw it I fell upon 
my face, and I heard the voice of one who spoke. 

1 And he said to me, Son of man, stand upon thy feet, 

2 and I will speak with thee. And the spirit entered into 
me when he spoke to me, and set me upon my feet ; and 

3 I heard him that spake with me. And he said to me, 
Son of man, I send thee to the sons of Isiael, to a rebel- 
lious nation, that hath rebelled against me ; they and 
their fathei^ have lelKllid against me to this very day. 

4 Brazen-faced and are the sons to whom I 

send thee. And thou shalt say to them, Tims saith the 

6 Lord Jehovah. And whether they will hear, or whether 
tliey will forbear, for they are a rebellious house, yet shall 

e they know that a })ro})liet is in the midst of them. And 
thou, son of man, be not afraid of them, and of their 
words be not afraid, though they be briers and thorns 
tow aid thee, and though thou dwell among scorpions ; be 
not afraid of tlieir wmidsS, nor be dismayed at their looks, 

7 for they are a rebellious house. Speak thou my words 
to them, whether they will hear, or ivhether they will 

8 forbear, for they are most rebellious. But thou, son of 
man, hear what I say to thee ! Be not thou rebellious, 
like that rebellious house. Open thy mouth, and eat 
that which I give thee. 

9 And when I looked, behold, a hand was put forth to 
10 me; and lo, a book-roll was therein. And ho spread it 

before me, and it was written within and without. And 
tlierein was wiitten lamentation and mourning and woe. 

1 And he said to me, Son of man, eat that w^hich thou 
findest ; eat this roll, and go, speak to the house of Israel ! 

2 So I opened my mouth, and he gave me the roll to eat. 
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8 And he said to me, Son of man, let thy stomach eat, and 
fill thy body with this roll which I give thee I Tlien I 
ate it, and it was in my mouth as honey for sweetness. 

4 And he said to me : Son of man, go, get thee to the 

6 house of Israel, and speak my words to them I For not 
to a people of a dark speech and a hard language art thou 

6 sent, but to the house of Israel ; not to many nations of a 
dark speech and a hard language, whose words thou canst 
not understand. Trul}^ had I sent thee to them, they 

7 would have hearkened to thee. But the house of Israel 
will not hearken to thee, for they will not hearken to me. 
For the whole house of Bnud is brazen-faced and stifF- 

8 hearted. Behold, I have made thy face strong against 
their faces, and thy foieliead strong against their fore- 

9 heads. As an adamant, harder than flint, have I made 
thy forehead; fear them not, nor be dismayed at their 
looks; for they are a iclxilliou^ house. 

10 Moreover, he said to me: Son of man, all my words, 
which I shall speak to thee, receive in thy heart, and hear 

11 with thine ears ! And go, get thee to them of the captiv- 
ity, to the children of thy }>(H)])1 c, and speak to them, and 
say to them, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; whether they 
will hear, or whether they will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit lifted me up, aud I heard behind me 
the sound, as of a great rushing, saying, “ Praised be the 

13 majesty of Jehovah from his place ! I heard also th(i 
noise of the wings of the living creatures, that touched 
one another, and the noise of the wheels beside thiun, 

14 even a noise of a great rushing. So the spirit lifted mo 
up, and took me away, and I went in bitterness, in the 
heat of my spirit; but the hand^of Jehovah was strong 
upon me. 

15 Then I came to them of the captivity at Tel-ahih, that 
dwelt by the river Chebar ; and I dwelt wlieie they dwelt ; 

16 I even dwelt astonished among tlicm ^e^(‘rl days. And 
at the end of seven days, the word of Jidiovah (‘anu' to 

11 me, and said : 8on of man, I have set tine us a \\at( lutum 
to the house of Israel; theiefoie hear the wuid irom my 
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18 mouth, and warn them from me! When I say to the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die I and thou givest him not 
warning, nor speakest to warn the wicked from his wicked 
way, so that he may live, that wicked man shall die for 
his iniquity; but his blood will I require at thy hand. 

19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, and he turn not from his 
wickedness, and from his wicked way, he shall die for his 

20 iniquity, but thou hast delivered thy soul. Again, when 
a righteous man turneth from his righteousness, and cora- 
mitteth iniquity, and I lay a stumbling-block before him, 
and he shall die because thou hast not given him warn- 
ing, he will die for his sin ; and his righteousness which 
he hath done will not be remembered ; but his blood will 

21 I require at thy hand. Yet if thou warn the righteous 
man, that he sin not, and the righteous man doth not sin, 
he shall surely live, because he hath received warning ; 
and thou hast delivered thy soul.

Prophecies against Jerusalem. — Ch. III. 22 — V. 17. 

22 And the hand of Jehovah was there upon me, and he 
said to me, Arise, go forth into the plain, and there will I 

23 speak with thee. Then I arose, and went forth into the

And 
lay siege against it, and build a tower against it, and cast 
up a mound against it ; set a camp also* against it, and 

3 place batteiang-rams against it round about. !\ror‘N>vci’, 
take thou an iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thee and the city; and sot thy face airairist it, 
that it may be besieged; and lay ^icgc against it. This 
shall be a sign to the house of Tbiael. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, and lay the ini(iuiry 
of the house of Israel upon it. According to the nuinh(‘r 
of days that thou shalt lie upon it, thou shalt bear their 

5 iniquity. But for the years of their ini(pnty I appoint 
thee days, three hundred and ninety days ; so long shalt 

6 thou bear the iniquity of the house of Is raid. And when 
thou bast brought them to an end, then lie upon thy right 
side, and bear the iniquity of the house of Judah forty 

7 days. I have ap[)ointcd thee a day for a year. And set

8 arm, and prophesy against it! And beliold, I will lay 
bands upon tliee, and thou shalt not turn thee from one 
side to another till thou hast ended the days of thy siege. 

9 Take thou also whe<it, and barley, and beau^, and lentiles, 
and millet, and spelt, and put them into one V(‘ssel, and 
make thereof thy bread for the imniher of days that thou 
shalt lie upon thy side; three Imndicd and niuetj dayn 

10 shalt thou eat thereof. And thy food wliieh thou eatest 
shall be by weiglit, twenty shekels a day ; from time to 

11 time shalt thou eat it. Thou shalt also drink water by 
measure, the sixth part of a Inn ; from time to time shalt 

12 thou drink. Tliou shalt also eat barley-cakes ; and with 
dung that cometh out of man shalt thou bake them in 

33 their sight. And Jelunah said, Even thus shall the sons 
of Israel eat their polluted food among the nations, whither 
I will drive thorn. 

14 Then said I : Ah ! Lord Jehovah, behold, I linve never 
been polluted ; for from my youth until now have I not 
eaten that which died of itself, or was torn in pie(*(*.s; 

15 neither hath unclean food come into my montli. J'hen 
he said to me: Behold, I give thee cows <!ang for man%

16 dung ; and with that slialt thou prepare tliy food. And 
lie said to me : Son of man, behold, I will break the staff 
of bread in Jerusalem, and they shall eat bread by weight 
and with care, and they shall drink water by measure and 

17 in amazement ; so that they shall be in w^ant of bread and 
water, and be astonished one at another, and consume 
away for their iniquity. 

1 And thou, son of man, take thee a sharp instrument, 
even a barber’s razor, and cause it to pass upon thy head 
and thy beard ; and take thee weighing-balances, and di- 

2 vide the hair. A third part shalt thou burn with fire in 
the midst of the city, when the days of the siege are ful- 
filled ; and thou shalt take a third part and smite it round 
about with the sword ; and a third part shalt thou scatter 
in the wind, and I will di^aw out a sword after them. 

3 Thou shalt also take thcieof a small number, and bind 

4 them in thy skirts. And of these again take some and 
cast them into the Ore, and burn them in the fire. From 
them shall a fiji'e come forth upon the whole house of 
Israel. 

6 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : This is Jerusalem ; in 
the midst of the nations have I set her, and countries are 

6 round about her. But she hath wickedly resisted my or- 

dinances more than the nations, and my statutes more 
than the countries, that are round about her. For they 
have refused my o and have not walked in my 

7 statutes, Tlieiefore thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Be- 
cause ye have been rebellious more than the nations that 
are round about you, and have not walked in my statutes, 
nor kept my ordinances, but have done accoi'ding to the 
oidinances of the nations which are round about you, 

8 theiefoic thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Behold I, even I, 
am against thee, and will execute judgments against thee 

9 in the sight of the nations. I will do to thee that whidi 
I have not yet done, and the like of which I shall not do 

10 again, because of all thine iniquities. Therefore the fa- 
thers shall eat the sons in the midst of thee, and the sons 
shall eat their fathers ; and I will execute judgments in 
thee, and I will scatter the Avhole remnant of thee to all 

11 the \\iiuL. Th. icfoie, as I live, saith the Loid Jehovah, 
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because tliou hast polluted my saiu‘tiiary with all thy de- 
testable things, and with all thine aboiniindions, therefore 
will I also wiihdiaw mine eye from thee; iieitlior will I 

12 spare, neither will I have atiy pity. A third part of thee 
shall die by the pestilence, or be consumed with liungtu’ 
in the midst of thee ; and a third part shall die by the 
sword round about thee ; and a third part will I scatter to 
all the winds, and I will draw out a sword aftt'.r tinun. 

13 Thus shall mine anger be accomplished, and I will satiate 
my fury upon them, and receive satisfaction ; and they 
shall know that I, Jeliovah, have spoken it in mj zeal, 
when I shall ha\e .icctinnili^hcd my fury upon them. 

14 Moreover, I will make thee a waste, and a reproach 
among the nations that are niiind about thee, in the 

15 sight of all that pass by. And thou ^lialt h(‘ a n‘pro.i(*h, 
and a leviiing, and a warning, and an astoni.sliment to the 
nations that are round about thee, wlum I sliall ('\ecuto 
jiidgnamts upon thee m anger, and in fury, and in fuiious 

16 rebukes; — I, Jehotab, have .spoktai it; — when I shall 
send upon you the evil arrows of kuuine which hiing de- 
struction, which I send to destroy you, and iiun-imstr the 

17 famine upon you, and I)r<‘ak your staff of bri‘ad. And I 
will send upon you famine, and evil beasts, which shall 
make thee childless ; and pe.stileiu'e and blood shall pass 
through thee ; and the hwoni will 1 bring ui)ou thee. I, 
Jehovah, have spoken it 


m. 

Various woes denounced against Israel. — Oil VL, VII. 

1, 2 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying : Son of 
man, set thy face against the mountains of Israel, and 

3 piophesy against them I And say, Yti inountains of Is- 
rael, hear tiie word of the Loid" Jcho\ah I Thus saith 
the Loid Jehovah to the mountains and to the hills, to 
the i)lains and to the valleys: IJehold, I, even I, will 
bring the sword upon you, and 1 will destroy jour hi|h 

4 places ; and your altars shall be d(‘solat(‘, and your sun- 
images shall be broken; and X will cast down your slain 
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5 before your idols. And I will lay the carcasses of the 
sons of Israel before their idols ; and I will scatter your 

6 bones round about your altars. In all places where ye 
dwell shall the cities be laid waste, and the high places be 
desolate ; that your altars may be laid waste and made 
desolate, and your idols may be broken, and cease, and 
your sun-images may be cut down, and your works may 

7 be destroyed. And the slain shall fall in the midst of 
you, that ye may know that I am Jehovah. 

8 Yet will I leave a remnant, that ye may have some 
that shall have escaped the sword among the nations, 

9 when ye shall be scattered through the countries. And 
they of you that escape shall remember me among the 
nations whither they shall be carried captives, when I 
have broken their whorish heart which departed from 
me, and their eyes which went lusting after their idols ; 
and they shall loathe themselves for the evils which they 

10 have committed in all their abominations. Then shall 
they know that I am Jehovah, and that I have not said in 
vain, that I would do all this evil to them. 

11 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Smite upon thy hand,

Now cometh the end upon thee ! 

For I will send mj anger upon thee, 

And will judge thee according to thj ways, 

And will recompense upon thee all thine aliouii nations. 

4 And mine eye shall not spare thee, neitlier will I have 

pity; 

But I will recompense thy ways upon thee, 

And thine abominations shall be in the midst of thee ; 

And ye shall know that I am Jehovah. 

6 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: 

An evil, an unheard-of evil, behold, it cometh I 

6 The end cometh, the end cometh ! 

It awaketh against thee, beliold, it cometh ! 

7 Thy fate cometh upon thee, thou that dwellest in the land I 
The time is come, 

The day of tumult is near, 

When no sound of joy shall be upon the mountains. 

8 Now will I shortly pour out my fury upon thee, 

And accomplish mine anger against thee ; 

And I will judge thee according to thy ways. 

And lecompense upon thee all thine abominations. 

9 And mine eye shall not spare, neither will I have pity; 

I will recompense thee according to thy ways, 

And thine abominations shall come upon thee ; 

And ye shall know that I, Jehovah, smite you. 

10 Behold, the day, behold, it cometh ! 

The destiny draweth near ; 

The rod hath blossomed, pride hath flourished. 

11 Violence is risen up into a rod of wickedness; 

None of them shall remain, none of their multitude, none 
of their crowd ; 

Nor shall there be wailing for them. 

1 ^ The time cometh, the day draweth near I 
Let not the buyer rejoice, 

Nor the seller mourn ; 

For wrath is against their whole multitude. 

13 For the seller shall not return to that which is sold, 
Though he be yet alive ; 
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For tlie vision against their whole multitude shall not 
return void, 

And none that livelh in his iniquity shall strengthen himself. 
1 1 Blow ye the trumpet, and let all be ready ! ” 

Yet none goeth to the battle ; 

For mine anger is against their whole multitude. 

15 The sword is without, and pestilence and famine 
within ; 

He that is m the field shall die by the sword ; 

And he that is in the city, famine and pestilence shall 
devour him. 

IS And those of them that escape shall be upon the moun- 
tains like doves of the valleys, 

All of them mourning, every one for his iniquity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble. 

And all knees shall flow with water. 

18 They shall also gird Jut with sackcloth, 

And horror shall cover them. 

And upon all their faces shall be shame, 

And upon all their heads baldness.

Their silver and their gold shall not be able to deliver them

For the land is full of blood-guiltiness,

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24 Tliereforc will I bring the most cruel among the nations, 
And they shall possess your houses ; 

I will also make the pride of the strong to cease, 

And their holy places shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh ; 

And they shall seek peace, and not find it. 

26 Calamity shall come upon calamity, 

And rumor shall be upon rumor ; 

And they shall seek a vision from the prophet in vain ; 
Instruction shall perish from the priests, 

And counsel from the elders. 

27 The king shall mourn, 

And the prince shall be clothed with amazement ; 

And the hands of the people of the land shall be ti oubled. 
I will do to them according to their way, and according to 
their deserts will I judge them, 

And they shall know that I am Jehovah. 


IV. 


Visions relating to the guilt and the punishment of Jerusalem. — 

Oh. VIU.— XI. 

1 Now it came to pass in the sixth year, in the sixth 
month, on the fifth day of the month, as I sat in my 
house, and the elders of Judah sat before me, that the 

2 hand of the Lord Jehovah fell there upon me. And I 
looked, and lo, a form having the appearance of fire; 
from the appearance of his loins downward, of fire ; and 
from his loins upward, of a bright light, like the splendor 

8 of shining brass. And he put forth the form of a hand, 
and took me by a lock of my head.^ And the spirit hft<*d 
me up between the earth and the heaven, and brought 
me, in the visions of God, to J(uiisalem, to the door of 
the inner gate, that looketh toward the north, wlujr(j stocxl 

4 the idol of jealousy, which provoketh to j(*alousy. And 
behold, the glory of the God of Israel was there," accord- 
‘ng to the vision which I saw in the plain. 

5 Then said he to me, Son of man, lift up thine eyes 
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toward the north ! And I lifted up my eyes toward the 
north, and behold, northward from the gate of the altar 

6 was this idol of jealousy, at the entrance. And he said 
to me : Son of man, seest thou what they do ? Great 

are the abominations which the house of Israel commit 

here, that I should go far otf from my sanctuary. But 
thou shalt yet again see great abominations. 

i And he brought me to the door of the court, and I 

8 looked, and behold, a hole in the wall. And he said to 

me. Son of man, break now through the wall. And 
when I had broken through the wall, behold, a door. 

9 And he said to me, Go in, and behold the ’wicked abomi- 

10 nations ^vhich they practise here. So I went in and 
saw, and behold, every form of creeping things, and of 
abominable beasts, and all the idols of the house of Israel, 

11 portrayed upon the wall round about. And there stood 
before them seventy men of the elders of the house of 
Israel, Jaazaniah, the son of Shaphan, standing in the 
midst of them, with every man his censer in his hand ; 

12 and a thick cloud of incense went up. Then said he to 
me : Son of man, seest thou what the elders of the house 
of Israel do in the dark, each one in his image-chamber ? 
For they say, “Jehovah seeth us not; Jehovah hath for- 

13 saken the land.’^ And he said to me, Thou shalt yet 
again see the great abominations which they practise. 

14 Then he brought me to the entrance of the gate of the 
house of Jehovah, which was toward the north, and 

16 behold, there sat women, weeping for Thammuz. And 
he said to me, Seest thou this, 0 son of man? Thou 
shalt yet again see greater abominations than these. 

16 And he brought me into the inner court of the house 
of Jehovah, and behold, at the entrance of the temple of 
Jehovah, between the porch and the altar, were about five 
and twenty men, with their backs toward the temple of 
Jehovah, and their faces toward the east ; and they bowed 

17 themselves eastward toward the sun. And he said to me : 
Seest thou, 0 son of man? Is it a light thing to the 
house of Judah, that they commit the abominations which 
they commit here, that they fill the land with violence, 
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and continually provoke me to anger? And boludd, tliey 

IS put the branch to their nostrils. Thei'efore will I also 
deal with them in fury ; mine eye shall not spare, neither 
will I have pity ; and though they cry in mine ears with a 
loud voice, yet will I not hear them. 

1 He cried also, in my hearing, with a loud voice, 
saying : Bring ye near the punishments of the city, every 

2 one his weapon of destruction in his hand. And lo, six 
men came from the way of the higher gate, which looketh 
toward the north, every one with his slaughtor-wc.ipon in 
his hand ; and one man among them wa& clothed with 
linen, with a writer’s ink-horn by his side ; and they went 

3 in, and stood beside the brazen altar. And the glory of 
the God of Israel wont up from the cherub upon which it 
was to the threshold of the house ; and lie called to the 
man clothed with linen, wdio had the wiitin-’s ink-horn 

4 by his side ; and Jehovah said to him, Go through the 
midst of the city, through the midst of Jerusalem, and set 
a mark upon the foreheads of the men that sigh and tliat 
wail for all the abominations that are done in the midst 

5 thereof. And to the others he said, in my lieaiing, Go 
ye after him through the city, and smite! let not your 

6 eyes spare, neither have ye pity! The old man, the 
youth, the virgin, little children and women, slay and 
destroy ; but come not near any one upon whom is the 
mark ; and begin at my sanctuary. 

Then began they at the elders that were hcfoic the 

7 house. And he said to them, Pollute the house, and till 
the courts with the slain, then go ye forth. And they 

8 went forth, and slew in the city. And while they were 
smiting them, I alone was left ; and I fell upon my face, 
and cried, and said, Ah, Lord Jehovah! wilt thou de- 
stroy all the remnant of Israel, while thou poiiie^t. out 

9 thy fury upon Jerusalem? And he said to me: The 
iniquity of the house of Israel and Judah is exceedingly 
great, and the land is full of blood, and the city full of 
perverseness. For they say, ‘‘ Jeho\ah hath foisakcii the 

10 land”; and, ‘‘Jehovah seeth not.” Therefore mine eye 
shall not spare, neither will I have pity. Their way will 

11 I recompense upon their head. And lo, the man clothed 
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with linen, who had the ink-horn by his side, returned 
answei’, saying, I have done as thou hast commanded me. 

1 Then I looked, and lo, in the firmament that was 
above the head of the cherubs there appeared over them 

2 as it were a sapphire-stone, in form like a throne; and 
He spake to the man that was clothed with linen, and 
said, Go in between the wheels under the cherub, and 
fill thy hands with coals of fire, which are between the 
cherubs, and scatter them over the city. And he went 

3 in before my eyes. Now the cherubs stood upon the 
right side of the house when the man went in ; and the 

4 cloud filled the inner court. And the glory of Jehovah 
was lifted up from the cherub to the threshold of the 
house ; and the house was filled with the cloud, and the 
court was filled with the Inigldno?,^ of the gloiy of Jeho- 

5 vah. And the sound of the wings of the cherubs was 
heard even to the outer court, as the voice of God, the 

6 Almighty, when he speaketh. And when he commanded 
the man clothed with linen, saying, Take fire from be- 
tween the wheels, from between the cherubs, he went in 

7 and stood beside the wheels. And one cherub stretched 
forth bis hand from betwreen the cherubs to the fire that 
was between the cherubs, and took thereof, and put it 
into the hands of him that was clothed with linen, who 

8 took it, and went out. And there was seen in the cher- 
ubs the form of a man’s hand under their wings. 

9 And when I looked, behold, four wheels were by the 
cherubs, one wheel by one cherub, and another wheel by 
another cherub; and the appearance of the wheels was 

10 like that of a chrysolite. And as to their appearance, all 
four had one form, as if a wdieel w^ere in the midst of a 

11 wheel. When they went, they went upon their four 
sides ; they turned not about when they went ; but to the 
place whither the head looked they followed it, they 

12 turned not about when they went. And their whole body, 
and their backs, and their hands, and their wings, and the 
wheels, were full of eyes round about, even the wheels 

j[3 which they four had. And as to these wheels, each 

14 one of them in my hearing was called Whirlwind, And 
every one had four faces. The first face was the face of

a elicriib, and tlie second face was tlie face of a man, and 
the third the face of a lion, and the fourth the face of an 

13 eagle. And the cherubs weie lifted up. They were the

wlien the vci iiibr^ w'ont, the wdieels went wdth them; and 
when the cherubs lifted up their wings to mount up from 
the earth, the wheels tinned not away from tlieir side. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and wdien thpy were lifted 
up, these w^ere lifted up with them. For the spirit of the 
living ci'eatures was in them. 

18 Then the glory of Jehovah departed from the tliroNhold 

19 of the house, and stood over the cherubs. And the (‘Ian*- 

ubs lifted up their wings, and mounted up from the earth 
in my sight, as they w^ent out, and the wheels wore be- 
side them. And they stood at the entrance of the east 
gate of the house of and the glory of the God of 

20 Israel was over them above. They were the living (uva- 
tnres which I saw niuler the God of Israel by the livin' 

21 Chebar; and I knew that they wei'e the cherubs. Eveiy 
one had four fioes, and every one four wdngs, and the 

22 form of a man's hand was imdci their wings. And as for 
the form of their faces, they were the faces which T saw 
by the river Chebar, their appearances and thcmsi‘he^. 
They went every one straight ibrw’ard 

1 Then the spirit lifted me up, and hronglit me to the 
east gate of the house of Jeho\ah, that looketh towmid 
the east; and behold, at the entrance of Iho galii wcic 
five and twenty men ; among w'hom I saw Jaa/aniah, tln^, 
son of Azur, and Pelatiah, the son of Tcnniah, princes of 

2 the peo{)le. Then said lie to me : These are tlie men 
that devise mischief, and form evil designs in this city ; 

3 who say, The time is not m^ar that wo should build 
liouses. This city is the caldron, and we are the fh‘bh.” 

4 Therefore, prophesy ag.iiiwt them, prophesy, 0 Bon of 

5 man 1 And tlie spirit of Jehovah fell upon me, and he 
said to me, Speak: Thus saith Jehovah: Thus have ye 
said, 0 house of Israel ! For I know- the things that 

6 come into your mind, every one of them. Yc have multi- 
plied your slain in this city, and ye have fill(‘d the streets ' 

7 thereof with the slain, rhru-foie thus saith the Loid 
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Jeliovab. : Your slain, whom ye have laid in the midst of 
it, they are the flesh, and this city is the caldron ; but you 

8 will I bring forth out of the midst of it. Ye have feared 
the sword, and the sword will I bring upon you, saith the 

9 Lord Jehovah And I will bring you out of the midst 
thereof, and deliver you into the hands of strangers, and 

10 execute judgiuents upon you. Ye shall fall by the 
sword ; 04 the borders of Israel will I judge you, that ye 

n may know that I am Jcliovali. This city shall not be 
your caldron, iKiither shall ye be the flesh in the midst 

12 thereof. On the borders of Israel will 1 judge you, that 
ye may know that I am Jehovah, in whose statutes ye 
have not walked, and whose ordinances ye have not ob- 
served, but have done according to the manners of the 
nations, that are round about you. 

13 And it came to pa= 5 S, when I prophesied, that Pelatiah, 
the son of Benaiah, died. Thou 1 fell down on my face, 
and cried with a loud voice, and said, Ah, Lord Jehovah, 
wilt thou make a full end of the remnant of Israel ? 

14, 16 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying : Son 
of man, thy brethren, even thy brethren, the men of thy 
near kindred, and the whole house of Israel, are they to 
whom the inhabitants of Jerusalem say, Remove ye far 
from Jehovah ; to us is the land given in possession ! 

16 TlKuoJbre say, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Though X 
have cast them far off among the nations, and scattered 
them among the countries, yet I will be to them as a 
sanctuary for a short time in the countries whither thej 

17 are come. Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: 
I will gather you from the nations, and assemble you from 
the countries where ye have been scattered, and I wiD 

18 give you the land of Isiael. And they shall come thither, 
and they shall take away from thence all the detestable 

19 things thereof, and all the abominations thereof. And 1 
will give them one heart, and I will put a new spirit 
within them ; and I will take out of them the heart of 

20 stone, and will give tliem a heart of flesh, that they may 
walk in my statutes, and observe my ordinances, and keep 
them ; and they shall be my people, and I will be their 

21 God. But as for them whose heart walketh according 
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to tlie pleasure of their di ie'h»hh‘ things and their abonii- 
nations, I will i (H‘(nnpoii‘'e their way upon their heads, 
saith the Lord Jehovah. 

22 Then did the cherubs lift up their wiiuis, aiul the 
wheels were beside them; and the i^loiy of the (*od of 

23 Israel was over them abovt^ And the glory of J('hovah 
went up from the mid.st of the city, and stood upon the 
mountain, which is on the east side of the city. 

24 Then the spirit took me up, and brought me to Gbal- 
daea, to them of the captivity, in vision, by the spirit of 
God. And the ^i^ion which I had seen wmit up from 

25 me. Then I spake to them of the captivity all tlic words 
of Jehovah which he had showed me.

8 Therefore, thou son of man, jirojian^ thee stuff for iemo\- 
ing from the land ; and remove by day in their sight, and 
remove from thy place to anotliei place before tlwur < 

It may be they will consider, though they be a n'ladlious 

4 house. And carry forth thy stuff, as stuff for r(‘mo\ ing, 
by day in their sight, and go forth at even in their siglit, 

6 as they that go lorth into captivity. Before their eja^s 
break thou through the wall, and carry forth thereby. 

6 In their sight bear it upon thy slioiihhu’s, and (*arry it 
forth in the twilight. Cover thy face, so that thou st^e not 
the ground ; for I have made thee a sign to the iiouse of 
Israel. 

7 And I did as I was commanded. I can iijd forth my 
stuff, as stuff for removing from the land, by day ; and in 
the evening I broke through the wall with my hand ; I 
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carrie.d it forth in the twilight ; I took it upon my shoul- 
der before their eyes. 

8 And the word of Jehovah came to me in the morning, 

9 and said : Son of man, hath not the house of Israel, the 

10 rebellious house, said to thee, “ What doest thou ? Say

7 the word. Have ye not seen a false \id<>m ami hav(‘ yo 
not spoken a l}ini>: divination, and saitl, “ Jehov.di hath 

8 spoken,” when I havii not spokmi ? Im ir'me thus saith 
the Lord Jehovah: Because ye have spoken falsehood 
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and have seen a lie, therefore, behold, I am against yon, 

9 saith the Lord Jehovah. My hand shall be agtun'-t the 
prophets that see falsehood and divine lies. They shall 
not be in the as-embly of my ])eople, neither shall they be

28 Thou hast also committed fornication with the Assyrians, 
because thou waat insatiable ; yea, thou hast played the 

29 harlot with them, and yet couldst not be satisfied. Thou 
hast also multiplied thy fornication with the land of 
Canaan, even to Chalda3a ; and yet wast thou not satisfied 

80 therewith. How faint was thy heart, saith the Lord 
Jehovah, that thou didst all those things which an imperi- 
al ous, whorish wife doeth, in that thou didst build thine 
arched place at the head of c\(‘iy way, and make thy 
high place in o\ cry street ! Thou wast not like a harlot, 

82 who scolfeth at her hire, but as an adulterous wife, that 

83 taketh strangers instead of her husband. To all women 
that commit foinh.ition men give a reward; but Ihoii

35, 86 Wherefore, O harlot, hear the word of Jehovah ! Thus 
saith the Lord Jehovali : Because thy treasure was poured 
out, and thy nakedness discovered for fornication before 
thy lovers, and all thine abominable id(/i>, and becau'^e 
of the blood of thy children, which thou didst give to 

87 them, therefore, behold, I will gather all thy lovers, 
to whom thou wast pleasing, all them that tliou hast 
loved, with all tlumi that thou hast hated, I will gather 
them against thee I'ound about, and will uncover thy 
nakedness to them, that they may see all thy nakedness.

45 Thou art the daughter of thy mother, that loathed ht*r 
husband and her children ; and thou art the sister of thy 
sisters, that loathed their hu4)anda and their (‘hildna> ;

46 And thine elder sister is Samaria, wdth her daughtei’s,

68 Thy wickedness and thine abominations must thou now 
bear, saith the Loi'd Jehovah. 

59 For thus saith the Lord Jehovah : I will do to thee as

But I will leimunbrn* my covenant 
with thee in the days of thy youth, and I will establish

8 And yet it wuis planted in a good soil, liy gre<it waters, 
that it might bring forth branches, and tliat it might bear 

9 fruit, and be a goodly vine. Say tliou, Thus saith tlio 
Lord Jelio\ali: Shall it p'o^piu ? Sluill not lie pull up 
its roots, and cut otf its liuii, Ihat it witliei ? In all the 
leaves of its bianehuig shall it wither; ev(*n without a 
mighty arm, or many people, shall he pliu‘k it up by the, 

10 roots. Yea, b(‘hol(l, it is planted; but bhall it piosper? 
Shtill it not utterly wither, when the east w'ind touehetli 
it? It shall wither in the beds wliere it grew. 

11 Moreover, the word of Jeho\ah <Min(‘ to me, saying: 

12 Say now to the rebellious house, Know ye not what these 
things mean? Ray, behold, the king of IhLl)}lon came to 
Jerusalem, and took her king an<l her piiiuHs, and led 

13 them with him to Babylon, and took one of the kings 
offspring, and iinido a eovmiaut with him, and took an 
oath of him, and the mighty of the laud he took awa\, 

14 that’ the kingdom miglit he biought low^, so as not to lift 
itself up; that tlie eovciiant niight be kt‘pt, and stand. 

15 But he rebelled against Iiim, in sending his ainbaf"-adois 
into Egypt, that they miglit give him horses and much 
people. Rhall he prosper? Shall he es* api* that dotuh 
such things? Shall he break the cc>\< n nif ami \m deliv- 

16 ered? As X live, saith the Lord .hiio\ali, hurtdy in the

0 man and man; if he walk in my statutes and keep my 
(.ommaudmeuts, to deal uprightly, — he is just; he shall 
surely live, saith the Lord Jeho\ ah. 

10 But if he have a son that is a robber, a slu'ddm of 
blood, and that docth to his brother any of these tilings, 

11 and doeth not all those duties, but catcth iqx'u the moun- 

12 tains, and defileth his neigbboi’s wife, vij); n. ^ ( !i the poor 
and needy, spoileth by violcnee, restoieih not (he pletlge, 
lifteth up his eyes to idols, and commitUUh abeininatleu, 

la giveth forth upon usury, and tak(‘th ineiea-e, shall ho 
live? No I he shall not live- lie hath done all tlu^sc 
abominations; he shall surely die; his blood sluill bo 
upon bun. 

14 Yet lo, if he have a son that seeth all the sins which 
his father committed, that simUIi them and doeth not such 

15 like, that eateth not upon the mountains, nor liftctli up 
his eyes to the idols of the hou-e of Isiael, nor defileth 

16 his iiciglilioi’s wife, nor ojipicNsctli any, nor tak(‘tli a 
pledge, nor spoileth by violence, but givetli bis food to 
the hungry, and coveretli the naked with a ganmmt, 

17 keepeth back his hand from the poor, and faktOh no usury 
or hiciea-'C, keepeth my commandments, and walketh in 
my statutes, he shall not die for the iniipiity of his fatluT ; 

18 he shall surely live. As for his father, because ht^ <am‘l'j 
oppressed, spoiled his brother by \iolcm‘(i, and <lid that 
which is not good among his peophi, lo, he sliull die for 
his iniquity. 

10 Yet say ye, “Why ? Doth not the son bear the inhpiity 
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of the father ? ” Wiien the son doeth that which is law- 
ful aiul riprht, keepeth all mj statutes and doeth them, 

20 he sliall surely live. Tlie soul that siniioth, it shall die. 
The son shall not boar the iuitpiity of the falluM', neither 
shall the father bcair the iniquity of the son. The ii«:lit- 
oou'^ues'. of the righteous shall be upon him, and the wiek- 

21 edni‘s^ of the wieki^d shall be upon him. But if the 
wicked will turn from all his sins wdiich he hath commit-

All 
his 3ighteou^iu‘>s which he iuith done shall not be remem- 
bered ; for his trespass which he hath trespassed, and for 
his sin which he hath sinned, for them shall he die. 

25 Yet ye say, “ The way of the Lord is not right.” Hear 
now, O house of Israel !

Tlie prophet rehearses the rebellions of Israel. Israel is^ threatened. A 
pioini^^c of meicy. — Cii. XX. 1-44. 


1 And it came to pass in the seventh year, in the fifth 
month, on the tenth day of the month, that ceitain of the 
elders of Israel came to inquire of Jiho\.di, and sat Ix*- 

2 fore me. Tlnai came the word of Jehovah to me, saving: 

3 Son of man, speak to tlie elders of Israel, and say to tlunu, 
Thus sailh the Loid .n-huvah: Are ye come to inquire 
of me? As I live, saith the Lord Jtdiovah, I will not bo 

4 inqniied of by you. Punish tluun, punish them, sou of 
man, cause them to know the abominations of tlieir fa- 

5 thcis, and say to tluan. Thus saith the Lord .TolHoah: 
At th(i time, when I chose Israel, I lifted up my liand to 
the race of the house of Jacob, and made m\-< If known to 
them in th.e land of Egypt; I lifted up my Iiand them, 

6 and said, I am Jehovah, }our (lod. At that time I 
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lifted up my hand to them, that I would brino; tht'ui lortli 
out of the land of Egypt, into a land which I had look(‘(l 
out for them, flowing with milk and hoiu^N, th(^ glory of 

7 all lands. And I said to them. Cast ye away from you 
every one the abomination ol* his eves, and defih^ not 
yourselves with the idols of Egypt I 1 am Jehovah, your 
God. 

8 But they rebelled against me, and would not luMiken 
to me; they did not east away (uery one tbe ab<anhi:i- 
tions of his eyes, neither did they foisake tlie idols of 
Egypt. Then I said that I would pour out my 1‘ury up(»u 
them, that I would accomplish mine angeu- again-t tluuu 

9 in the midst of the land of Eg^pt. But I acted for my 
name’s sake, that it miglit not be polluted in the sight of 
the nations, in the midst of whom they were ; and before 
their eyes I made myself known to them, in bringing 

10 them forth out of the land of Egypt. And I hiought, 
them forth out of the laud of Egypt, and led them into 

11 the wilderness. And T gave them my shitutes, and made* 
known to them my laws, through which the man that 

12 keepeth them shall live. Also I gave tluuu my sabbaths, 
that they might be a sign between me and them, that 
they might know that I, Jeliovah, sanctify them. 

13 But the house of Israel rebelled against me in ilio des- 
ert ; they walked not in my statutes, and they (U^spiscsl 
my laws, through which the man that ket‘p(‘tli tliem shall 
live, and my sabbaths they greatly polluted. Then I said 
that I would pour out my fury upon them in the desert, 

14 to consume them. But I acted lor my name’s sake, that 
it might not be polluted befoie the nations, in whose 

15 sight I brouglit them forth. Yet I lifted up my hand to 
them in the desert, that I would not hiing them into the 
land which I had given them, flowing with milk and 

16 honey, the beauty of all lands ; because they (h*spiscd my 
laws, and walked not in my statutes, hut polluted my '^ab- 

17 baths; for their heart went after their idols. Neverthe- 
less mine eye spared them, so that I did not dcslioy tiicm ; 
neither did I make an end of them in tlie desert. 

18 And I said to their sons in the desert, Walk ye not in 
the statutes of your fathers, neither ob'Ctv(‘ tludr ordi- 

19 nances, nor defile yourselves with their idols ! I am Je- 
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Iiovali, your Gofl; walk in my statutes, and keep my 

20 ordinances and do them. And hallow my sabbaths, that 
they may be a sipjn between me and you, that ye may 
know that I am Jehovah, your God. 

21 But the sons rGulhd against me; they walked notin 
my statutes, neither kept tliey my ordinances to do them, 
through which the man that docth them shall live, and 
they polhited^ my sabbaths. Then I said that I would 
pour out my fury upon llnun, and accomplish mine anger 

22 upon them in the deceit. Ne\eitludess I held back my 
hand, and acted for my name’s sake, that it should not be 
polluted before the nations, in whose sight I brought them 

23 forth. I also lifted up my hand against them in the des- 
ert, that I would scatter them among the nations, and 

24 disperse them through the countries, because they did 
not observe mine ordinances, but despised my -t'ltntec. 
and })olliitcd my sabbaths, and their eyes were after the

32 I will not be inquired of by you 1 Aiid tliat whi<*h eoiiiflU

33 shipping wood and stone.” As 1 live, saith tlu‘ I.ord J(‘- 
hovah, surely with a inighiy hand, and with a stretelu^il 
out arm, and with fury poured out will I rule ow.v you. 

84 And I will bring you forth from tlie nations, and gather 
you from the countries, wluu'oin ye are scattennl, with a

36 Even as I contended with your flulicrs in the desert of the 
land of Egypt, so also will I contend with you, saifh the

rod, and I will bring you into the bond of the eov(maul.. 

38 And I will purge out from among you the rel)els, and tliein 
that transgress against me ; out of the country where they 
sojourn will I bring them forth, but they shall not enter

The thh'km^'^s of the wall <if‘ t!m 
side-chambers outward was five cubits, and the spa^’o 
which was left was the place of the sido-chamhias of the

16 t<‘nipb‘, and the porches of the eoiitt. the thresholds, and 
th(‘ windows that were closed, and the ill round 
about the three sides. Over against the threshold was a 
table of wood round about, from die giound to the win-

space abo\ (' every door, and upon the inner house, and 
without, and upon all the wall round about within and 
without, according to measure. 

18 And cherubs and palm-tre(\s w’-ere made, one palm-tree 
betw'oen two cherubs, and e\(‘ry cherub had two faces; 

19 and the face of a man was tow^ard a }>ahu-tiei‘ on one side, 
and th(», face of a lion toward a palm-treo on the other 
side. So was it made upon all the house round about 

20 From the ground to ab<»ve, the door were cherubs and 

21 palm-trees made, and on the wall of the temple. The

22 The was of wikxI, three cubits high, and two 
cubits long , and the eorneis tluu-eof and the base thereof 
and tlie walls tlmreof were of wood. And ho said to me, 

' 22 This is the table that standeth before Jeliovab- And the 

24 temple and the 'ianctuaiy had two doors. And the two 
doors had two l(*aves apiece, two luining leaves; twm 
h‘a\es for one door, and two leaves for the other door. 

25 And there were mtulo on tliem, ev<*n on the doors of the

The buildings connected with the temple. — Cii. XLII. 

1 Then he led me forth to the outer court, in the direc- 
tion toward the north, and he brought me to the rooms 
which were before the separate place, and before the 

2 building toward the north. The length was a lutndrtHl 
cubits before the gate toward the north, and the br(‘;tdtli 

3 was fifty cubits ; over against the twenty cubits in the 
inner court, and over against the pavement in the outer 

4 court, was gallery before gallery, in three rows. And be- 
fore the chambers was a walk of ten cubits breadth inward, 
a way of one cubit; and their doors were toward the north* 

6 And the upper rooms were narrower (for the galleries took 
away room from them) than the lower and middle <‘ham- 

6 bers of the building. For they were in three siori(‘s ; but 
had not pillars, as tlie pillars of the courts ; tJieudbn* th(*y 
were nairower than the lowest, and than the middhmuKt 

7 from the ground. And as to the wall that was wiihouf, 
over against the chambers, toward the outer court, before 

8 the chambers, the length thereof was fifty cubits. For 
the length of the rooms that were in the outer court was 
fifty cubits; but before the temple it was an Imiulred 

9 cubits. And under these rooms was an entity from f.hci 

10 east, as one came to them from the outer court. In the 
breadth of the wall of the court toward the east, before 
the separate place and before the building, were looins.

15 Now* when he had made an end of measuring the inner 
hou'^e, he brought me forth to the gate, whose piospect is

And Je- 
hovah said to me: Son of man, mark well, and htdiold 
with thine eyes, and hear with thine ears all that 1 say to 
thee concerning all the ordinances of the house of* Jeho- 
vah, and all the laws thereof; and maik well all th(‘ en- 
trances of the house, and all the outward pavsag<‘s of the 

6 sanctuary. And say to tiie leladhous hou^c^ of Isracd, 
Thus saith the Lord Jelu)\ah: Let it sufhee you of all 

7 your abominations, 0 house of Israel, in that ye biought 
strangers, uncircuracised in licait and uiieaciunLcjl in 
flesh, to be in my sanctuary, so that ye polluted my hou.sc 
when ye offered ray food, the fat and the blood, and hiokii 

8 my covenant by all your ahoiuinotions And ye kept 
not the charge of my holy place, but ap})oiu((‘fl for } our- 
selves such keepcr> of my chaige in ray sam‘tuary. 

9 Thus saith the Lord Jclio\ah: No strang<‘r, um‘ii(‘iini- 
cised in heart and uneiicunun’sed in fk^h, shall enter into 
my sanctuary, of all the strangers that arc among the sons 

10 of Israel. But even the Levites, who (lepail«'(l from me 
wLen Israel went astray, who went astray fhnu ra<‘ aftc^r 

11 their idols, shall bear their iaupiitv. Yet th<‘y shall he 
ministers m my sanctuary, having charge at the gates of 
the house, and ministoring at the hoiKse ; they ^iuill slay 
the burnt-offering and sacrifice for the pt'ople, and tliej 

I'i shall stand before them to minister to them. Ib'causc 
they ministered to them before their idols, and aiu«c*d the 
house of Israel to fall into iniquity, thercroic have I lift(‘<l 
up my hand against them, saith the Lord Jehovah, that 

13 they shall bear their iniquity. And they shall not i'.uiks 
near to me to do the ofHce of a piicst to me, and to (‘ 4 )uu} 
near to any of my holy filings in tlie most holy place, 
but they shall bear their shame, and their aboininatioiis 

14 which they have committed. But I will make thorn 
keepers of the charge of the house, for all tiic s<*r\iuj 
thereof, and for all which is to be done thereon. 

15 But the priests, the Levites, the sons of Zadok,. that 
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kept the eharpje i)f iny san(‘tiiary when the sons of I'^revcl 
went from me, ^hey shall eoine near to me to min- 

ister to me, ami they ahull stand hefoie me to offer to me 

16 the fat uiul the blood, saith the Lord Jehovah. Tht'y 
shall conH* into my ?anetimi\, and they shall draw near 
to my table to winW.ci to me, and shall keep my charge. 

17 Ami when they enter the gates of the inner court, th<\v 
shall he eIoth('d woth linen garments, and no wool shall 
come upon tln^m \v^'iih they minister in the gates of the 

18 iniu'r eouit, and within the housen They shall have linen 
(‘ovtu'ings uptui their heads, and linen breeches upon their 
loins; they shall not giid .In-n-ihes wnth anything that 

19 canseth sweat. And wdien they go forth into the outer 

court, even into tlic outer court to the p(‘ople, they shall 
put off their g*e in wdiich they ministered, and lay 

them in the holy rooms, and shall clothe tlumiselves witU 
other garments, tliat they may not sanctify the peoplo 

20 with their eaiimmi-. They shall neither shave their 
heads, nor suifer their lo(‘ks to grow long; they shall 

21 shear th(‘ir luMd-. And no priest shall diink wine w'hen 

22 tliey entor into the inn(*r court. Xiutliei shall they take 
for their wi\<‘s a widow’, or her that is put aw*ay ; but 
they shall take virgins of the race of the house of Isi ael, 

22 or a wddow that is the wdJow of a pri(*st. And they shall 
t<‘acli my people the diir(‘rcm*e between the holy and 
un]ioU,and cause them to di^ewm between the unclean 

2i and tiuj <h‘aii- Ami in c<mtro\t‘rsy they shall stand to 
jml'ze; aeeoiding to my st.Outes shall they judge. And 
they shall keep' my law^s and my statutes m all my fes- 

25 tivals, and they shall hallow' my sabbaths. And they 
shall come to no dead poison to defile themselves; but 
for father, or for mother, or for son, or for daughter, for 
brother, or for sister that hath had no husband, they may 

26 defile themselves. And after his cl(‘aihsing they shall 

27 re(‘kon to him se\en days. And in the day that he goetli 
into tlie sanefnary, into the inner court, to minisfer in the 
sauofuary, he shall offer his ^in-o^^e^ng, saith the Lord 
Jehovah. 

28 And it shall l>e to them for an inlHuItance, that I am 
their inlmritance. And ye shall give tlaan no possession 

29 in Israel ; I am their po'>-*(‘ssi<)ii. They shall eat the 
floin -offeii ng, and the ‘sin-offering, and the trespass-offer- 
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ing ; and every dedicated thing in Israel shall he theirs. 

SO And the fir^t of all the fiist-fruits, and eveiy obladon of 
all your oblations, shall belong to the pli(‘^ts. Ye shall 
also give to the priest the first of your xneal, that he may 

31 cause a blessing to rest on thine house. The priests shall 
not eat of anything that dieth of itself, or that is torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast.

The division of the land. Weights and measures. OfToi mgs, &c. — 
Ch. XLV. 

1 Moreover, when ye shall divide by lot the land for 
inheritance, ye shall offer an oblation to rhdiovah, a holy 
portion of the land; the length shall be five and twenty 
thousand reeds, and the breadth ten thousand. This shall 

2 be holy in all its borders round about. And of this ther«i 
shall be for the sanctuary five hundred in li'iiirlli and five 
hundred in breadth square round about; and fifty (*ul)i(s 

3 round about for the suburbs thereof. And of this nnniH- 
ure shalt thou measure in length five and twenty thou- 
sand, and in breadth ten thoiHand ; and in it shah be the 

4 sanctuary, the most holy place. This is the holy p<n*- 
tion of the land ; it shall be for the priests, the iniuistcu’s 
of the sanctuary, who come near to minisun* to rlehovah ; 
and it shall be a place for their bouses, and a holy plaeo 
for the sanctuary. 

5 Five and twenty thousand in length, and ten fluMisand 
in breadth, shall the Levites, the ministei-s of the hou'-e, 
have for themselves for a possession, and twenty looins, 

3 And ye shall appoint the possession of the city five 
thousand in breadth, and five and twenty thou^aiKl in 
length, over against the oblation of the holy portion ; it 
shall be for all the house of Israel. 

7 And a portion shall be for the prince on this side and 
on that side of the oblation of the holy portion and of the 
possession of the city, before the oblation ot' tlu^ holy por- 
tion and before the possession of the city, from the^ west 
side westward, and from the east side ea^twaril ; and the 
length shall be over against every one of tfie pta'tions, 

8 from the west border to the east border* A$ for the 
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land, it shah be to Ixim a possession in Israel, tliat my 
loiiK* ■> nvaj no inme oppress my people, Init give the 
rest (>f the land to the house of Israel according to their 
tribes. 

9 d’hll^ saith the Lord Jidanah: Let it snilice yon, 0 
prin(‘i‘M of Lrael! Remove \iolence and spoil, and exe- 
cute jiidgmt*nt and and cea^t‘ from yonr exjml- 

10 v^ions of my p(‘opl(\ Math the Lord Jcho\uh. Ye shall 
luue just hahinee'-, and a ju.^t (‘phah, and a just bath. 

11 The e[)liali and the bath shall be of one measure; that 
the bath may contain the tenth part of a homer, and the 
ephah the tenth part of a homer; the measure thereof 

12 shall he according to the homer. And the shekel shall be 
twenty gei alis; tw(mtv shekels, live and twenty shekels, 
and tift(‘cn sh(‘keK shall be to you one maiu'h. 

13 This is the- hca\c-<»ncring v\hi(‘h ye shall offer : the sixth 
part of an (‘phah out of a houuw of wheat, and the sixth 

14 part of an cpludi out of a honun- of bcah'v. And as fot 
the statute couccruina <ul, the bath of oil, ye shall offei 
the tenth part of a hath out of a cor; a cor being ten 

15 baths ; for a lK>nH‘r is bm baths. And yc shall offer one 

lamb out of tin* Hock, out of tw'O bundled, from the wa- 
tcicd pastures of Liat*!, ffn’ the ffi Ti-g and for the 

burnt offeiing, and for the thank-oHcring'., to make recon- 

15 ciliation for th(*m, saith the Loid Jehovah. All the peo- 
ple of the land shall give this hca\(‘-offcnn‘j: foi the piin(‘o 

17 in Israel. And it shall he the <luty of the pnn<*e to give 
bui iitM.ffrriivj:-, and tlour-olK'ring.s, and diink-oflering^, in 
the feasts, and in the new mot>ns, ami in the sabbaths, 
and in all the sotcinn ass(‘mblies of the house of Lsiael; 
he shall pn*^('tit the >in-off(*iiiig, and the flour-offering, 
and the hui nt-<»ff*!hm, and tlui p(‘.ice-offenngs, to make 
iec'ouciliatio’i for the hou^** of Isnu‘l. 

IS Thus saith the I.oel J(*hoNah : In the first month, on 
the first day of the month, thou shalt take a young bullock 

19 without blettush, and shalt <leaii'-e, tlie sanetuuiy. And 
the pfie^t shall take of the blood of the sin-offeiing, and 
put it ufiori the posts of the hous(*, and upon the four cor-

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21 In the first month, on the fourteenth day of the month, 
ye shall have the passover, a feast of se\ en days ; (‘V(‘ry 

22 one shall eat unleavened bread. And upon that day 
shall the prince sacrifice for him- elf and for all the p(‘o- 

23 pie of the land a bullock for a sin-offiu’inp^ And the 
seven days of the feast he shall sacrifice a hairnt-oneriinij 
to Jehovah, seven bullocks and seven rams without blem- 
ish daily the seven days ; and a he-goat daily for a sin- 

24 offering. And he shall present a liour-ofiering, an ephah 
for a bullock, and an ephah for a ram, and a hm of oil for 

25 an ephah. In the seventh month, on the inioi'nrh day of 
the month, shall he do the like, in the feast, sc‘\oii dayh, 
according to the sin-offering, and the burnt-ofiei ing, and 
the flour-offerinff, and the oil.

Various ordinances concerning olTcung^, festival^!, tlic piince, the place of 
the cooks, &c. — Cii. XLVL 

1 Thus saith the Lord Joho\ ah : The gate of the inru*r 
court, that looketh toward the east, shall be shut the six 
working-days ; but on the sabbath it shall be opeue^d, ami 

2 on the day of the new moon it shall be op(‘iu*d. Ami the 
prince shall enter by the way of the porch of the (uili^r 
gate, and shall stand by the po^^t ol“ the gate, and the 
priests shall present his burnt-offerings, and his p<‘a(*(*- 
offerings, and he shall worship at the thu‘sh(»ld ot‘ the 
gate; then he shall go forth; but the gate shall not \m 

3 shut until the evening. Likewise the pc-ople of the laml 
shall worbhip at the door of this gate hefuK' d(‘hn\:di on

sabbath-day, shall be six lambs without blemish, ami a

But 
if he give a gift of his inh«‘tiiam*(* ton>m‘ of his heiwants, 
it shall be his to tlie year of iiheity, wlum it diall naitrn 
to th(‘ prim-e.

13 be th(UK>». And the piinei* .shall not take of the |)eopl(‘\ 
inhentane(\ to thrust them out of their possession ; hut 
he slmll givt^ an iiiheiitam-i* to his sons out of his own 
j>osH*ssion ; that no one of my people may be driver, from 
his pe^'M '-''ion.

And it shall come to pass 
that tishers shall stand upon it; from En-gedi to En- 
uEim sliali be, plio<*s to nets; and tlu*u*in shall 

b(^ tish nooiudlng to tlu*ir kinds, like the lish of the gieat 

n sen, ewoodlio'- mun. l>ut the miiy ]»laoes thereof, and 
tin* luarslies theK'of, .shall not be healed; they shall he 

12 nppuiutid for salt. And by the river, upon the bank 
thcr(*of, on tlii*' side ami on that side, shall grow all trees 
for fiKKl, who.-e leaf shall not fade, and whosi* fruit shall 
not fail; ewrj month shall tiny bring forth new fruit; 
bniMUst* their aalers i>Kue forth Irom the sanctuary. And 
their fruit slmll bo tor footl, and their lea\es for medicine.

IS Tuns saith the Tnnd Ji*hovah: This is the boidm', 
according to which ye shall distrihute the land among the 
twc!\e tribes of El a<*l. rh)M‘ph shall have two poitions. 

14 Ami ya shall inherit it, one like another. For I have 
lifted up my hand; that 1 would give it to your fathers; 
«kI this laud shall fall to you for an inheritance, 

15 And this shall be the lK>rdt‘r of the land toward the 
nortli .'^ule ; fiom the great sea towMrd the w’ay of Hetli- 

m lon^ m men go to Zedad, Hamath, Berothah, Sibraim, 
wlu'eh is between the border of Damascus and the border 
of Hamath, and Ila/.u-halli. on, which is by the coast of 

17 Ham an. And the bordei from the sea shall be Ilazar- 
Euoiu the boidci of Diuna^cu.- and farther northward, and 
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18 the border of Hamath. This is the north side* And the 
east side ye shall measure between Haiiran and Damas- 
cus, and between Gilead and the land of Israel by the 
Jordan, from the border to the east sea. This is the east 

19 side. And the south side southward shall be from Tamar 
to the waters of strife in Kadesh, as far as the river by 

20 the great sea. This is the south side south waul And 
the west side shall be the gi’eat sea, from tlie bolder till 
a man come over against Hamath. This is the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land among you, according to 

22 the tribes of Israel. And ye shall divide it by lot for an 
inheritance to you, and to the -TMiigcu- that sojourn 
among you, who have begotten (*]id(licn among yon; and 
they shall be to you as born in the country among the 
sons of Israel ; they shall have an inheritance with you 

23 among the tribes of Israel. And it shall come to pa'^s, 
that in what tribe the stranger sojournetli there shall yo 
appoint him his inheritance, saith the Lord Jeho\ah. 

1 And these are the names of the tribes. From the 
north end by the way of Ilethlon, as one goeth to Ha- 
math, Ila/ar-Enan, the border of Damascus north waid 
toward Hamath ; and to him belongeth from the east side 

2 to the west side: Dan, one tribe. And by the boidm* of 
Dan, fiom the east side to the west side : Asher, one tiibe. 

3 And by the border of Asher, from the east side to the 

4 west side: Haplitali, one tribe. And by the border of 
Haphtali, from the east side to the west side : Manassch, 

£ one ti'ibe. And by the border of Manasst^b, from the (‘a^t 

(> side to the west side : Ephraim, one tribe. And by the 
border of Ephraim, from the east side to the w(‘st siih^* 

7 Reuben, one tribe. And by the border of Dtjubim, from 
the east side to the west side : Judah, one tribe. 

8 And by the border of Judah, from the east side to the 
west, shall be the oblation which ye shall offer, five and

The obla- 
tion which ye shall offer to Jidiovah shall be live and

2 time, saying, Ai is(‘, go to Nineveh, that great city, and 
pioclaim to her the words wdii(‘h I shall speak to thee. 

3 And Joiuih arose and w^ent to Niiicvcdi, according to the 
word of Jehovah- 

Now Nineveh was through God a great city, three

the city a day’s journev, and he cried out and said, Yet 
forty days, and N •« \cli shall be o\ci thrown.

1 Nebttchadkezzar tb.o king made an iinagt^ of gold, 
whose height was sixty eubii's, and whose ])it'adllL was six 
cubits. He set it up in the plain of Dura, in the proviiK*(‘. 

2 of Babylon. Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to 
gather together the wsatraps, the prefects, and the deputy 
governors, the chief judges, the lieasurcrs, the judge's, the 
counsellors, and all the rulers of the piovinces, to (‘Oinc to 
the dedication of the image whicli Nebucliadm'zzar the 

8 king had set up. Them the satraps, prefee'.ts, an<l deputy 
governors, the chief judges, li.aMiu judges, (‘ouum'Hoi.s, 
and all the rulers of the provinces were gatherc'd togelle'r 
to the dedication of the image wliic.h Xchin-hadiK //nr 
the king had set up ; and they stood Ixdbre the imae*; 

4 which Nebuchadnezzar the king- had set up. Tneu a 
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lu r;il 1 crkn! aloud: To you it i^oommandod, 0 ptMipl<Mui- 
fi tiou'-. and IanL;nam‘-, tiiat at the time ye hear ilie ^numl 
of ihv !n>rh. the pipe, the har}>, the ximhiudv, the psaltery^ 
the haupipe, and all kiials of iiiuMe. ye fall down and wor- 
ship the aoMcu iumire whieh Xt hii(*li.i<hie,</ar the king 
S hath up.

Bolitilu, our Gink vvhom we 
serve, is able to deliver us from the burning fn*rv funun'r, 

IS and he will deliver us out of thy hand, O king! But if 
not, be it known to thee, O king, that we will not sri*\o 
thy gods, nor worship the golden imago whieh thou hast 
set up. 

la Then was Nebucliadnezzar full of fury, and tlie form 
of his visage was changed against Shadrat'h, IVIesluioh, 
and Abednego. And he spake and couunaiuh'il that they 
should heat the furnace seven times more than it was 

20 wont to be heated. And he cominandetl the might i<‘>t 
men in his army to bind Shadradi, Meslia(*h, and Ain**!- 
nego, and to cast them into the burning fiery {urua<‘e. 

21 Then these men were bound in their trousm-s, their 
under-garments, tlieir mantles, and their other clothing, 
and were cast into the midst of the burning fiery furnaot*. 

22 And because the command of the king was urgemt, and 
the furnace exceeding hot, the flame of the tire kill<?d 
those men that took up Shad rack, Mcshucii, and Ahcil- 

23 nego. And these three men, Shadrach, hfesluuh, and 
Abednego, fell down bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery flirnac(\ 

24 Then Nebucliadnezzar, the king, was astonished, and 
rose up in haste; and sjiake, and said to his c»u;r.s!-li»rs, 
Did we not cast three men bound into the* midst of the 
fire? They answered and said to the king, True, O 

25 king! He answered and said, Behold, I sec four men 
loose, walking in the midst of the fire, and they have no 
hurt, and the appearance of tlie fourth is a son of the 

25 gods. Then .Nebuciia'lucz/.ar came near to the mouth of 
the burning fiery furnace, and spake and said, Sliadrach, 
Mesbachj'and Abednego, ye servants of the Most High 
God, come forth!

Nebuchadnezzar spake and said, Blessed be the God of

1 Ni i!i ( i: Mixr/z vn Iho king to all people, nations, 
and I’lig 1 i.c ■> that dwell upon the whole earth. Peace 

2 be niultiplii‘d to you! I have- thought it good to show 
the signs and w'omhns whieh the Mo^fc Bigh God hath 

3 w'ronght toward me. How great are his signs, and how 
mighty are his w'ondei'S I Ills kingdom is an cvei lasting 
kingdom, and his dominion endurelh from giaicratiou to 

4 gem'ration. I, Ntdiuchadnezzar, w’as at ease in my house, 

5 and floin ishing in rny palace. Tdiere I saw a dream 
which made me afraid, and the thoughts upon my bed 

6 and tbe vi.'^ions of my head troubled me. Th(iiefbrc 
made I a decree to bring in all the wise men of Bab} Ion 
before me ; that they might make knc)\yn to me the inter- 

V pretation of the dream. Then came in the scribes, the 
magicians, the Chahlman'., and the astrologers; and I 
told the dream before them ; but they did not make 

8 known to me its int(‘rpi elation. But at the last Daniel 
Clime in before mt', whoho name is Belteshazzar, accord- 
ing to the name of my god, and in whom is the spirit of 

9 the holy gods, and I told him the dream. 0 Belteshaz- 
zar, chief of the scribes, since I know that the spirit of 
the holy gods is in thee, and no secret is too hard tor thee,

8 and settoth up over them the lowest of men. This dn'am 
I, King Ncbucliadne:5/ar, saw, and do tlmn, () Ilelte- 
shazmr, declare the intei pretation theuMf, forasmuch as 
all the wise men of my kingdom are not able to make 
known to me the interpretation ; but thou art able, for 
the spirit of the holy gods is in tliee. 

L9 Then Daniel, who was called Bcltesbuzzar, was ama/cd 
for one hour, and his Ihoiighls troubled him. The king 
spake and said, I>elLe'>ha/zar, let not the dream or the 
interpretation therimf trouble thee. Belteshazzar an- 
swered and said, My lord, the dream be to them that hate 

&0 thee, and the signification of it to thine enemies 1 The 
tree which thou sawest, which was l:na(‘ and strong, 
whose heigld reached to heaven, and which miglit be seen 

II by all the earth, whose leaves were fair, and whose fruit

’ Whrodbu', () king, k‘.t my coim'^el be aeeejjtabh^ to thee, 
and b.'tak off thy sins by rightooii^nek',, and thy ini(juities 
by s5i>\vinir niciry to the poor; if it may be a lengthening 
out of thy iraiK] nil li ty. 

f, 29 All thi'< eam<' upon Kiug N( biirhadnc/zar. At the 
end of twelve, months, lu', was walking in the palace of 
I the kingdom of Babylon ; and the king spake and said, 
Is not ^hi^ the gf (‘at Bahvlon whieh I have built for the 
seat of the kingdom by the might of my power and for 
the honor of my majesty? Whihi the woid was in the 
king's mouth, there fell a voi(*e from h(‘av(‘n : “ To thee it 
is said, 0 Ahdmchadneiczar ! the kingdom is departed from 
thee. And they shall drive thee from men, and thy dwell- 
ing shall be with the beasts of the field ; they shall make 
thee eat grass as oxen, and seven times shall piiss over 
thee, until thoti know that the Most High ruleth in the 
kingdoms of men, and giveth them to whomsoever he 
will.’^ I'lic same hour was the word fulfilled against 
Nebuchadnezzar, and he was driven from men, aiM did 
eat gniss as oxen, and his body was wet wnth the dew of 
heaven, till his hairs wen^ giowii like eagles’ feathers, and 
his nails like birds’ claws. 

But at the end of the days, I Nebuchadnezzar lifted 
up my eyes to heaven, and my understanding returned to 
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me, and I blessed the Most Ilipch, and I praised and hon- 
ored Him that liveth forever, \\ho'>o doininiou is an 
lasting dominion, and whose kinixdom endureth from 
35 generation to generation. And all the inhahitaiits of tlm 
earth are counted as nothing; and he dooth a(‘(‘<n<ling to 
his will in the army of heaven, and among the inhabitants 
of the earth; and none can stay his hand, or say to him, 
5S What doest thou? At the same time iny rc'ason ndurmHl 
to me, and also the glory of my kingdom, my honor, and 
my splendor returned to me; and my counsedlors and my 
lords sought me; and I was established in my kingdom, 
37 and I received yet greater majesty. Now I Nel)in‘ha{l- 
nezzar praise and extol and honor the King of heaven ; 
all whose works are truth and his ways justice ; and those 
that walk in pride he is able to abase. 


V. 

Belshazzar’s feast. Capture of Babylon. — Ch. V. 

1 Belshazzar, the king, gave a great feast to his thou- 

2 sand lords, and drank wine before the thousand. Bel- 
shazzar, while he tasted the wine, commanded to bring 
the golden and silver vessels which his father Nebuchad- 
nezzar had taken out of the temple at Jerusalem ; that 
the king and his princes, his wives and his concubines, 

5 might drink therein. Then they brought tlie gohhai ves- 
sels that were taken out of the temple of the house of God 
at Jerusalem; and the king and his piinces, his wives and 

4* his concubines, drank in them. They drank wine, and 
praised the gods of gold and of silver, of brass, of iron, of 
wood, and of stone. 

6 In the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s hand, 
and wrote over against the chandelier upon the plaster 
of the wall of the king’s palace ; and the king saw the 

6 hand that wrote. Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, so that tlie joints 
of his loins were loosened, and his knees smote one against 

7 the other. The king cried aloud to bring in the magi- 
cians, the ChaldiEans, and the astrologers. And the king 
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^p^lke and saul to the wise men of Babylon, Whoever shall 
r<'ad this willing, and show me the interjiretatiou there- 
of, shall be olotlu‘d wdth purple, and have a chain of gold 
about his nerk, and shall rule as the third in the kingiloin. 

8 Tluai all the king’s wdse men came in j but they could not 
read the willing, nor make known to the king its signihca- 

B tion. Then was King Belshazzar in great consternation, 
and his countenance was changed, and his lords were 

10 amazed. Then the qiaani, on aecount of this affair of the 
king and hb kmh, came into the hampa i-hoii‘-< ; and 
the (pieen spake and said, 0 king, live forever! Let 
not thy thoughts terrify thee, nor let' thy coinitenance 

11 be changed. There is a man in thy kingdom in whom 
is the spirit of the holy gods; and in the days of thy 
father, light and under^auiding and wdsdoin, like the wis- 
dom of the gods, wu*ie found in him; and the king Neb- 
nchadiu‘/zar, thy father, made him chief of the scribes, 
the inagK ians, the Chahb^ans, and the aslrologeis, thy 

12 lallHU', O king! foiasmuch as an exeelhiut .spirit and 
knowledge and iiiuk islanding to interpret dreams, and 
to explain Inuxl sentences, and solt^e difiicult questions 
were Aaind in him, in Daniel, wdiom the king named 
BciltCijhaz/ar ; now let Daniel be called, and he will show 
the inteipretalion. 

13 Then w'as Daniel brought in before the king. And 
the king spake and said to Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
of the captives of Judah, wdioin the king, rny father, 

14 brought out of Judma? I have hcaid coiicijruing thee, 
that the spirit of the gods is in thee, and that light and 
understanding and excellent w^isdom are found in thee. 

15 And now the wise men and the magicians have been 
brought in before mo, that they might read this waiting, 
and make known to me its signification ; but they could 

16 not show the bignification of the thing. But 1 ha\e 
lu‘ard of thee that thou canst give interpretations, and 
bohe difficult (pu'^iioiw. How if thou canst read the 
writing and maki^ known to me its significtition, thou 
shalt lie clothed with purple, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt rule as the third in the king- 
dom. 

n Then answaued Daniel and said before the king, Let 
thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another: 
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yet I will read tlie writing to tlie king* and nj;k.= kn«^u'n 

18 to him the Fignifiration. O king, the High (h>d 

gave to Xi‘h:jc!iad:i.-.-..^-L!', thy fluhcr, a 1vingh>jn. ami 

19 majesty, and glory, and honor. And by of Iho 

majesty w’hieli he gave him, all pooiM-. r*ati5>ns, and lan- 
guages trembled and f(‘arod ludbre him; wl^en lu! \v<tnld 
he slew, and whom he would he kept alive; whom he 
would he set up, and whom he vatuhl h(» put down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, and his spirlf hardmed 
ill pride, he was thrust d<uv!i from his kii -.gly thnau^ and 

21 his glory was taken from lum. And Ih» was dri\cn from 
the sons of meii; and his h<*art InnMme like i!u‘ beasts* and 
his dwelling was with wild asses; lie was fed with grass 
like oxen, and his body was wet with the. <It‘W of la-avea ; 
till he knew that the Most High God ruli*d in the king- 
doms of men, and set up over them whomsoever In*, would. 

22 And thou, his son, O Beldia/.-ar, hast not Iminbled 

23 thy heart, though thou knewest all this; but hast lifiiMl 
thyself up against the Lord of luaiveii ; and the ve -s'ids 
of his house have been brought hef in' the(\ and fhon, and 
thy lords, thy wives, and thy eoneubines liave drunk wine 
in them ; and thou hast praised tlie goils of sih'er ami 
gold, of brass, iron, wo(»d, and stone, wlileh see not, nor 
hear, nor know; and the Go<i in whose, hand h thy 
breath, and whose are all thy waj’s, thou hast not hon- 

24 ored. Then was sent from Mm the hand, and this writing 

25 was written. And this is the writlisg whieh was wriftem : 
Numbered, Numbered, Wiaghed, and To lie DivideiL 

26 And this is the interpretation of it. Numhonid: God 
hath numbered thy kingdom, and made an end of it.

29 to the Medes and Persians. Then Belsha/zar eommaml- 
ed, and they clothed Daniel with piirph*,, ami put a chain 
of gold about his neck, and made a pnxdamatiou concern- 
ing him that he should bo third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 In the same night was Belshazzar, the king of the Chal- 

31 dmans, slain; and Darius the Mede took the kingdom, 
being about sixty-two years old.

Daniel come'? safe from the lions’ den, into wliicli he had been cast for alle<* 

■ v“ V hit) God — Cir. VI. 

1 It pleaded Darius to set over the kingdom a Iiiindred 
and iwimu satraps, vliudi should be over the wliole kiiig- 

2 dom, and o\ ei tlunn three presidents, of whom Daniel was 
one, that tlui satraps ini<:jht give accounts to them, and the 

3 king might have no damage. Tlien this Daniel was emi- 
nent above the u- and satraps, because an excel- 

lent spirit was in him ; and the king tli ought to set him 

4 over the whole realm. Then the presidents and satraps 
sought to find o(‘(Msi()n against Daniel in ul.uion to the 
kingdom ; but th(‘y (‘ouhl lind no occasion nor fault*; bc- 
<au^(‘ he was iaiildiil, and no error nor fault was found 

5 in him. TiuMi said these men. We shall not find any 
('(•e.ision against this Ikuii'd, unh\ss we lind it against him 

6 <i>Mi.iiig the law of his God. Tiuai these presidents 
and satraps iusIuhI together to the king, and spake thus 

7 to him: King Dai ins. live forever! All the presidents 
of the kingdom, the go\oinois and the saliap%*tlic coun- 
bcdlois find (he pudects, have consulted togtdhcr to estab- 
lish a royal statute, and to m ike a firm decree, that 
whoo\(ir shall UNk a petition of any god or man for thirty 
days, save of the(‘, O king, he shall be cast into the den 

8 ol lions. Now, 0 king, (Establish the decree and sign the 
wiUing that it be not eli.inged, according to the law of 

9 the Modes and rersiaiis which altereth not. Wherefore 
lung Darius signed the wu-iting and the decree. 

10 Now when Daniel knew that the wu’iting wuis signed, 
he went into his housis his wundows bcmg open in his 
chamber tow aid Juii-ali i, and three times a day he 
kneeled upon his knees, and praji^l and gave thanks 

n before his God, as he had done ladore. 'riieii these men 
rushed together, and found Daniel piaying and making 

12 ‘'Upplii .it^m before his God. Then they came near and 
spake hetbie the king (‘.onct niiiig the royal decree : Hast 
thou not signed a deciee, that every man who shall ask a 
petition of any god or man w^ithin thirty days, save of 
thee, 0 king, shall he cast into the den of lions? The 
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king and said, The thing is true, according to 

the law of the Medea and Persians, which alt«‘ri‘fh not. 

la Then answered they and said before the king, Ikiniel, 
who is of the sons of the captives of Judah, regardeth not 
thee, 0 king, nor the decree which thou hast signed, hut 

14 maketh his petition three times a day. Then the king, 
when he heard these words, was much troubled, and set 
Ms heart to deliver him; and he hihoicd till the going 

15 down of the sun to deliver him. Then these men assem- 
bled before the king, and said to the king, Know, 0 king, 
that the law of the jMcaios and Persians is, that no decree 
or statute which the king establislieth may be chang('(L 

16 Then the king commanded that tliey should bring Daniel 
and cast him into the den of lions. And the king spake 
and said to Daniel, May thy God, wlmin thou servest 

17 continually, dclivci thee! And a stone was brought and 
laid upon the mouth of the den ; and the king t'CMital it 
with his own signet, and with the signet of his lords, that 
nothing concerning Daniel might be changed. 

18 Then the king went to his palace, and passed tlu‘ night 
fasting, and sulfered not the concubines to be bionglit to 

10 him ; and his sleep went from him. Then the king arose 
very early in the moining, and went in haste to the den 

*>0 of lions. And when he came to the den, lui caiisl with a 
troubled voice to Daniel ; and the king spake and said to 
Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of the living God, has thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, been able to d( diver thee 

21 fi*om the lions ? Then said Daniel to the king, O king, 

22 live forever! My God hath sent liis ang(d, and hath 
shut the lioiis^ mouths, so that tliey have not hurt me ; 
forasmuch as before him innoceiKty was found in me ; and 

2Z also before thee, 0 king, ha\c 1 done no wrong. Tlum 
was the king exceedingly glad, and (‘oinmaiulcd that tli(‘y 
should take Daniel up out of the don. So Daniid 
taken up out of the den, and no maiinca* of hurt was found 

21 upon him, because he trusted in his God. And the king 
commanded, and they brought those men who had a(*- 
cused Daniel, and cast them into the den of lioii'^, them, 
their children, and their wives ; and the lions hud the 
mastery of them, and broke all their bones before tlioy 
came to the bottom of the den. 

25 Then King Daiiu^ wiotc to all people, nations, and Ian- 
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guagos, tliat IwdI in all tlie earth : Peace be multiplied to 
26 you ! 1 make a decree, that in every govauuuient of my 

kingdom men tremble and fear before the God of Daniel ; 
for he is the living God that endnreth forever, and whose 
kingdom shall not be destroyed, and whose dominion shall 
57 endure to the end. It is he that delivoieth and rescueth, 
and worketh signs and wondens in heaven and in earth, 
who hath delivered Daniel from the power of the lions. 
i8 This Daniid prospered in the reign of Darius, and in 
the reign of Cyrus the Persian.

DaniePs vision of foin’ beasts, tbo symbols of four kingdoms. — Cii. VII. 

1 In the first year of Belshnzvnr, king of r><ih\don, Dan- 
iel saw a dnmm. and 'si-b,.... of Lis hea<l upon his bed. 
TIuui he wrote the dream, and related the sum of the 

% matters. Dainel spake and said : — 

I saw in my vision by night, and behold, the four winds 

2 of heaven burst forth upon the great sea. And four great 
beasts ejune up out of the sea, diverse om* fi om .mother. 

I The first was like a lion, and had the wings of an eagle ; 
I beheld till its wings were plucked from it, and it was 
lifted up from the earth, and made to stand upon its feet 
like a man, and a man’s heait was given to it. 

» And behold, another beast, the second, like to a bear ; 
and it stood up on one side, and it had three ribs in its 
month between its teeth; and they spake thus to it: 
Ari.se, d(*vour much flesh ! 

After this I beheld, and lo, another, like a leopard, 
which had upon its back four wings of a bird ; the beast 
also had four heads, and dominion was given to it. 

After this I saw in the night visions, and behold, 
a fourth beast, dreadful, and terrible, and ev(‘eedingly 
strong; and it had groat iron teeth; it devoured, and 
broke in pieces, and stamped the residue with its feet, and 
it differed from all the beasts that were before it ; and it 
had ten horns. 1 gave heed to the horns, and behold, 
lh(‘re came up among them another little horn, before 
VOL ir.

roots; and holivdd, in this horn wero ojos Iikt* ilu* of

his ^nnninit white like ‘'Unw, and tlu* hair of* lii'^ head hkti 
pure wool; his di > .< like a herj fanio, and w Lm f-v 

10 like burning tiro. A tiimy ishued and tMim- f.anh 

from before him; Ihoim.nuK of thousands mini^aurd to 
him, and ten thoiw.ind times ten thousand stood Ik ton 

11 him; the tribunal sat, and the hooks wtu’i' opont'd. I 
beheld; and beeaiHO of the gieat wmrds whieh the horn 
spake, I beheld till the. IsMst was slain, and his body de- 

12 strojed and gi\eii to tlie burniim (lame. As to thi* n‘st 
of the beasts, they had their dominion taken .iwa\. Ibi the 
dination of their lives had been appointod for a soa^m 
and a time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and htdiold, wnfh the I'hmds 
of heaven cauui one like a son of nmn, atul eanu‘ to tins 

14 aged one, and they brought him near ladbrcj him. And 
theie was given him domi.iion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all people, nations, and languagi^s should scu’ve him ; 
Ids dominion is an everlasting dominion, which shall not 
pass away, and his kingdom shall not he de^llo\v d. 

15 I Daniel was grieved in my spirit within me, and the 

16 visions of my head troubled m(‘. I <‘anie lu^ar to one of 
them that stood by, and a^ked him the truth eoiu'oruing 
all this. So he told me, and made known to nus tlie in- 

17 terpretation of the things. These great l.ea^K, whioh 
are four, are four kings, whieh shall arise out of flm (‘arth. 

18 Then shall the saints of the Movst Ui^h ll‘(‘l‘i^o the king- 
dom, and possess the king<lom forever, even for ever and 

19 ever. Then I desired to know the truth conemning the 
fourth beast, whieh differed from all the otheu's, ex<»ee(i- 
ingly dieadful, whose teeth were of iron and his naik^ of 
brass, which devoured, brake iu piccM*^, and stampi^d tht^ 

20 residue with his feet; and concerning llu' tmi koiM'-* 
which were in his head, and the other w Iiich ejiiiu‘ up, 
and before which three fell, — even that horn whinii hm! 
eyes, and a mouth that spake very gn^at things, and 

21 whose appearance was larger than that oi* his Ihlhnvs. I 
beheld, and the same horn made war with tlu*. saints arul 

22 prevailed against them, until the aged one came, and 
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judgment was rendered to the saints of tlie Host Iligli, 
and the time eame that the saints should possess the kmg- 
23 dom. He spake thus: The fourih heast is a fourth king- 
dom upon the earth, ^\h^(•h shall ddhn* from all kingdoms 
and shall devour the whole cartli, and shall tread it down, 
21 and break it in p\.{ ^ And the ten horns are ten kings, 
which shall arise out of this ki g'k' i; and another shall 
arise after ilu‘m ; and he shall differ from the foimei, and 
23 shall subdue ihi« ■ king*^. And he will speak great w'ords 
agaiUiSt the IMost Iliuh, and wall haruvss the saints of the 
Most High, and will resolve to change times and laws; 
and they shall be given into his hand a time, and times, 

26 and half a time. But the tribunal shall sit, and his do- 
minion shall be taken away, and consumed and destroyed 

27 forever. And the sovereignty and dominion and powmr 
over all kb‘gd.. n- under the wliole heaven shall be given 
to th(‘ [)e(‘pl(‘ of the saints of the AIosi, ITigb; bis king- 
dom is an everlasting kiiiirdom, and all dominions shall 

28 serve and obey him. Here ernh'd Ids wmrds. As for xm 
Daniel, my thoughts terrified me much, and my counte 
nance changed ; but 1 kept the matter in my heart

Vision of the ram and the hc-gnat, and its explanation. — CH. VIIL 

1 In the third year of the reign of King Belshazjzar, ^ 
vision appear(*d to me, to me, Dambd, after that which 

2 appeared to me at the first And I saw in a vision, and 
wlum I saw, I wms in Shu'.hau, in the palace, which is in 
the pi o\ luce of Elam; and I saw in a vision, and was hj 

2 the ri\er ITIai And T lifted up my eyes and saw, and 
behold, there stood be/ore the river a ram, which had tw o 
liorns; and the two horns were high, and one was higher 

4 than the other ; and the high<‘r (muk' up last I saw the 
ram pushing w» -'waul and northward and .southward, and 
no beast could stand Ixjfon^ him, ami none could deliver out 
of his hand ; but be did according to hiwS will and became 

5 gi'eat And I gave heed, and behold, a he-goat came 
from the west, over the face of the whole earth, wdthout

towmrd the south, and towaird the east, and low.inl the 

10 beautiful land. And it exalted itself extai to the host of 
heaven, and some of the host and of the stars it (*ast down 

11 to the ground, and stainpe<l upon them. Yea, he magni- 
jfiecl himself even to the Prince of the host, and the daily 
sacriiice did he take away from him, and the place of his 

12 sanctiiaiy was cast down. And a host was })la(‘(*d over 
the daily sacrifice w'ith impiety, and it cast down truth to 
the ground, and it aeeom[)liNiie<l its piirpox^ and pjospmtHl. 

13 And I hoard a holy one speak; ami aiiollier holy one 
said to the one that had spoken, To how long a time ex- 
tendeth the vision concerning the daily sacriiice, and tlui 
impiety of the destroyer, to give both the hanetuar} and 

14 the host to he tiodden under foot? And he said to me, 
To two thousa,nd and three hundred evenings and morn- 
ings ; then shall the sanctuary ho cleansed. 

15 And it came to pass, that when I Daniel saw the vis- 
ion, I sought for the meaning; and behold, there slood 

16 one before me having the appearance of a man. And I 
heard a man’s voice between the banks of I Ini. w'liich 
called and said, Gabiael, make this men to undc'isfjuid the 

17 vision. And he came near where I sfood; and w'lsen Iks 
came, I was afraid, and fell upon my face, and he said to 
me, XJndtsrstand, 0 son of man ! for this vision relateth to 

18 the time of the end. But when he spalls to me, I sank 
senseless upon my face to the ground; but bo louelied 

19 me, and lifted me up where I had stood. And he siiid, 
Behold, I make known to thee what shall be in the latter 
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rime of the indijtvnation ; for [the vision I'clateth] to the 

20 time of the end. The ram v.liich thou snwest, havinf}; 

21 two horns, dcnotcth the kings of Media and Persia. And 
the rougli goat is the king of Greece ; and the great horn 

22 l)efcw(‘cn his eyes is the first king. And as that was 
broken, and four arose in its place, four kingdoms shall 

23 arise out of the nation, but not with hia power. And 
toward the end of their iidgn, when the tMe^gie-^ois 
h<U(‘ lilled up the measure oi theii ini([!iities, a king shall 
ail.s(^ of a li(‘ret‘, countenance, and cunning in artifices. 

24 And his power shall bei'oine mighty, but not by his own 
strength ; and wonder! iilly will ho d(*stioy, and prosper, 
and ac(‘omplish his purposes, and he will destroy many, 

25 even the people of the holy ones. And thiough his cun- 
ning will he cause fraud to piospm' in his hand, and he 
will magnify himself in his heart, and ho will destroy 
many in the llud^t of security, and atrain^t the Piincc of 
prince.^ will he stand up; hut he s 1 bi broken wdthout 

26 hand. And the vL-ion of the e\.‘nli>g and tlic inoining, 
which was told thee, is true ; but do thou seal up the vis- 

27 ion, for it rtdates to many days. And I Daniel fainted, 
and was sick some days; then I rose up and did the 
king’s businev^s ; and I was astonisbed at the vision, but 
no one explained it.

Baniers piiiycr for the ic'itoi.ition of Jenmlem. Kevehition of the seventy 
weeks. — Cii. IX. 

1 In the first year of Darius, the son of Ahasuerus, of 
the race of the "'riedt ", who beiaime king over tlu‘ realm 

2 of the Chaldieans, in the fiivt yiuir of his reign, I Daniel 
' attentively considered in the Book^ the number of the 

years, concerning which the word of Jehovah came to 
Jm-emiah the prophet, that JeruMilem .^hniild remain in 
ruins till they were accomplished, namely, .seventy years. 

3 And I set my fac^e towmid God, the Lord, and made 
pia^ers and Miiiplicatiims, with fasting and sackcloth and 

4 ashes. And I prayed to Jehovah, my God, and made 
my coiifcftsion, and said, 0 Lord, the great and teriible 
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God, wlio tlie covenant and inci to O'ooi that 

5 love him and k«'cp his c • . ’ We hav<‘ in«*d, 

and have conimhUHl hfutuity, and have done wl/o-lh, 
and have 1 e\en hy 'iii'i from tliy 

6 and thy statute^. Xoithm have we htairkened to thy 
^eivauts, the prophetrtd who spub* in thy name to our 
kings, our prini'(‘^, and our fhtlKM*'^, and to all th(‘ pooplo 

7 of the land. To thee, 0 Lord, Ihlonguh ngh’'‘ 0 'i''n{‘^ , 
but to US eonfii^ion of face, as at this day ; to the nuai of 
Judah, and to the inhabitant's of Jeru ah in. and to all 
Israel, to those that arc near and to those that ai’i‘ iar otf 
through all the eountiieb wduther thou hast driven th«mi 
becacs^ of their tje^pa'^^ wdih h thty have ta'i.i^sidi 

8 agaiin^t thee. 0 Lord, to iw h« hu.n lli ro.dhsi > i of laci*, 
to our kings, to our pd’iov, and to our fatluns, heeause 

9 we have siniusl ag.uiist thee. Yet walk the Lonl our 
God is mercy and foigivimO'S. For wo ha\e‘ lehelh'd 

10 against him, and have not obeytsl the voice of Jidio\ah 
our God, to walk in his laws, which ho set befoia^, uh by 

11 his servants, the prophets. Yea, all Israel have trans- 

gressed thy law, and turned a\va\, so as not to olxiy thy 
voice; tlanefoiv' the curse is poured out upon us, and the 
oath that is written in the law of the seivaut of 

12 God, because we have sinned against liim. And he hath 
fultilled his word which he spake against us, and against 
our judges who judged us, by bringing gia^at calamity 
upon US; for under the whole heaven hath it not been 

13 done as hath been done to Jmumlem. As it is wuittim 
ill the law ol‘ Moses, all this evil came upon us. For wo 
made not our piaycr to dehovah our God, that we might 
turn from our iniipxities, and give heed to thy truth.

la count of thy at. mercy. O Loid. hear! O Loid, for- 
give ! 0 Loid, luMikeii and do! Defer not, for thine 

own sake, O iny Chid! For thy city and thy people are 
called bj" thy name. 

20 And while I was speaking, and prayins:; and confessing 
my sin, and the sin of my people Israel, and pr(‘scnti’ig 
my snp[)lical,i()n before Jehovah my God, for the holy 

21 mountain of my God, yea, while I was speaking iii 
(»' tlie man Gabnel, whom 1 had seen in the former 
. e . 1 ) 1 ., (‘anus weary ^\ith i •’ • .and i. > ! -I me about 

2‘2 the tune of the eviming oblation. And he instructed rue, 
and talked with me, and said: Daniid, I am now come 

23 forth to give thee understanding. At the b(‘ginning of 
thy supplication a word went forth, and I am come to 
show it th(' 0 , for thou art grc^atly beloved; therefore 

24 give heed to the word, and consider the vision. Seventy 
weeks are appointed for tliy people, and for thy holy city, 
to complete llie iniiiiiitv, and to liil up the measure of the 
sins, and to cxja.ite the guilt, and to bring in everlasi- 
itig ligldeou.sness, and to seal \ibion and pn)|hLt, and to 

25 anoint a holy ol‘ holies. Know, therefoie, and under- 
stand ! From the going forth of the word that Jerusalem 
should be restored and built till an anointed one, a prince, 
are seven weeks ; and during sixty-two weeks it shall be 
restored and built with streets and moats, yet in troublous 

26 times. And after the sixlv-lwo wei ks shall an anointed 
one be cut off, and there shall not M to him [a successor] ;

1 In the third -year of Cyras, king, of Persia, was a rev(>- 
lation made to Daniel, wlio was also called Kelteshazzar ; 
and the revelation is true, and relateth to long warfare! 
And he gave heed to the revelation, and had understand- 
ing of the vision. 

2 In those 'days, I Daniel wiis mourning three full 

3 weeks. I ate no pleasant breail, neither came flesh nor 
wine into my mouth, till three whole weeks were ended. 

4 And in the tour and twentieth day of the first month,

Now I am come to teach thee wlut shall 
befall thy people in the latter days ; for the vision yet 

15 relates to' distant days. And when ho had spoken these 
words to me^ I set my face toward the around, and was 

16 dumb. And behold, one having the ap'praMuce of the 
sons of men touched my lips ; then I opened my mouth 
and ^pakc^ and said to him that stood before mo, 0 my 
lord, by the vision my pain came upon me, and I have no 

17 strength left. And how can the servant of this my lord 
talk with this my lord? And now there remaineth no 

18 strength in me, neither is breath left in me. Tiien one 
having the appearance of a man again touched me and 

19 strengthened me, and* said, Fear not, much-beloved man!

he was sp(^,iking with me, I was .^trcngiluMied, and said, 
Let my lord speak; for thou hast -.'uialn >(1 me. 

20 Then he said, Kn<Avi‘st thou wherefore I have come to 
thee? And now will I retain to tight with the prince of 
Peisia, and 1 will go forth, and tSehold, the prince of 

21 Greece will come. But I will show thee what is written 
in the book of truth. No one putteth forth his strength 

1 with mo against them but Michael, your prince. And I 
also, in the first year of Darius the Mede, stood up to con- 

2 firm and strengthen him. And now 1 will tell thee what 
is true. 

Behold, there shall arise yet three kings in Persia, and 
the fourth shall be far richer than tiujy all ; and, relying 
upon his riches, he shall stir up all against the lealm of 

S Greece. But a miglity king shall ari':>e, and rule with 

4 groat dominion, and do accordinir to his will. But when 
lie shall have arisen, his kingdom shall be broken in

And he shall stir 
np his pow(U' and his courage against the king of the 
South, with a great army ; and the king of the South shall 
be stirred up to battle with a very great and mighty ar- 
my ; but he shall not stand, for they shall form devices 

26 against him. Even they that eat of‘ his own food shall 
destroy him ; and his army shall overflow, and many shall 

27 fall down slain. And the hearts of both these kings shall 
be to do mischief; and at one table shall they speak lies ; 
but it shall not prosper ; for yet the end is for the ap- 

28 pointed time. 'VmMi shall he return into his land with 
gi(M.t riches; and he will set his heart against the holy 
covenant, and ho will execute his pi-ino^cs, and return to 
Ms own land.

And forces shall be raised hy him, ^vhieh 
shall pollute the sanctuary, the stro- iiL:,boM, and take :nvay 
the daily sacrifice, and set up the al)i>minalit>u of the 

32 dc^tioyer. And such as do wickislly against tlio co\e- 
nant wdl he lead to apostasy hy flatteries ; hut the peo- 
ple that know their thxl shall he btioug, and do exploits. 

33 And they that have understanding aiuon.g the people shall 
iiistruct many ; but they shall fall hy the sword, and by 

34 fiame, by captivity, and by spoil, many day^.« And v'M'-t 
they fiill they shall receive a little help, and imuiv ‘.hall 

35 join themselves to them with flatteries. And souui of 
them of understaiKling sludl fall, to try them, and to puri- 
fy, and cleanse, oven to the time of the end, for it is yet 

36 at the time api)ointed. And the king shall do according 
to his will; and ho will exalt hiin-.elf aiul magnify him-.eir 
against every god, and he will speak hteilLh' 1 lungs 
against the God of gods, and he will ])rospcr until the 
indignation be «iceompli^hed ; for that which is doter- 

37 mined shall bo done. Neither wdl he regard the god of 
his fathers, nor the desire of women ; nor will he regard 

38 any god, but he will magaify himself against all. But in 
their place will he liouor the god of strongholds, even the 
god wliom his fatlRMs know not shall he honor with gold, 
and with silver, and with pre(‘ious stones, and with jew- 

39 els. And he shall do his will against foncLMl strongholds 
with a strange god ; whoever acknowledge him, to (hem ho 
will give gr(‘al liouor, and give them dominion over many, 
and divide the land amomr'.l them for a reward.

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NOTES ON JEEEMIAH. 

RiiJ^ncCTiNa .Torcniuili, wo have more information than respecting 
any other ; and from the study of his life, iis it may he gath- 

ered from his writings, we may gain some insight into the nature 
of the proplu'tie otiice, and of prophecy, and the place which the proph- 
ets (HXMipit'd in society. 

It npprnrs from eh. i. 1 of the collection of prophecies ascribed to 
Jeremiah, that he was of the sacerdotal race, being the son of Ililki.ah, 
a ])nt‘st id* Auathoth, a city of the ]HTe.sts, (Josh. xxi. 18,) sitimted, as 
Jerome says, about three miles north of Jerusalem. Some ^ suppose 
his father to have been that Hilkiah, the high-priest, by whom the Book 
of the Law was found in the temple in the reign of Josiah. But if the 
father of .feremiah had been the high j.ru‘sr, it is not very probable that 
he would Inn'e l>een mentioned merely as one of the priests, without 
any allusion to his distinguished station. 

JeiT’iiiiah ap}>earcd in a most calamitous period of his country's his- 
tory, and sustained the olBco of })ruphet, couuselling and warning 
kings and people, for a period of more than forty years. But his edbrts 
in behalf of his countrymen were unsuccessful, and procured for him 
iilmost uninterrupted ill-usage and persecution ; which extorted from 
him some language towards his persecutor which cannot well be rec- 
onciled with the j)rincijjles of the Jewish, much less of the Christian 
religion, hut which did not deter him from persevering in his labors 
for their good. He cliose rather to follow the fortunes of his country- 
men, and to suffer with them the calamities which a due regard to his 
counsels might have, averted, rather than to live in ease by the favor 
of the king of IJahylon. o The ashes of Jerusalem were dearer to him 
than the sjihmdors of a victor's court." After the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, he couiis(‘llcd his countrymen not to retire into EgY])t; but his 
advice having been rejected, he went with them, and in Egypt prob- 
ably closed his life. There is a tradition that he was stoned to death 
by the Jews at 'rahpanhes, i. e. Daphne, in Egypt. , 

The Book of Jeremitih contains prophecies and historical notices, 
The greater part of them, vk. Ch. i. -xlv., relate to the fortunes of 
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Judffia- Of these, cli i.-wxix puvodeu the (lestnictkm of X'nivu*ni j 
ch xl- xlv. followed it; and eh. xhi -li. ndate to (hici - a a vt ■ a 
JFroin those piojduvK's of the Book of Jei'enMuh of whieli the dat©i 
aie cxpiessly mentioned, any one can peieeue that they were nnjuereil 

by the collector of Jeieimalds pi oplu't u*''. without lenaol to the oulet 

of time.

NOTES ON LAMENTATIONS. 


TnmE is no sufflcieait reason for doubtina that the Lamentations 
aic the ])iodiutions of Jeremiah, though in leg.nd to their form they 
have a more aiLdicial eluiKKlei than Ins jiiupheues, which at lirst view 
suggests the suspicion that they were wntten by an imitator of Jere- 
miah, who had not gone Unouuli the calamities vvlmh he describes and 
lamoni'- He may have employed his leisuiemv,* m, them iliuing 
hib exile in Egypt. 

Each of the live chapters of the L-oMcntaiifU'^ (■< - a distinct 

elegy, consisting of twTiity-tvvo peiiods, according to the mimh«i of 
Icttcis in the Hehicw alphabet. And m the hist four thapters the ver- 
sihealion lescunbli s aciostics. In the lirst thiee (haptii- each ve-rsC 
consists of tluee lines, and the initial letters of each verse are in the 
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order of the IL'hiew al]>hnhet, with the exeej'tion that i. 7 and ii 19 
con.sisfc of four linos. Thoie is also im exception to tlic alphabetical 
01 del, YU that in clmpteih li , iii., and iv. Pe is put before Ai/m. The 
third chapter (btfcifc. from the othcis in havimr each line bcirm with 
the bauic letici, so tliut the alphabet is lopcarcd thiec times. The po* 
cub u i\ of the foul til chapter is, that each vcise consists of only two 
linos. In tlic tianshition, 1 have, tor coiuouicuce’ sake, made the lines 
of some of the verses more iiumcions The hfth cluiptci is not aci os- 
tic. It contains veises equal in number to the letters ot the Hebrew 
alTphabct, and the lines aie quite shoit, vhcreas in the rest they are 
Ion}? 

It is "inaubn that any man of 1cm nmo*, who had read these lamen- 
tations of the piophet ovoi his (.oumix’'. calamities and his onn, should 
have supposed them to bo c v relating to the death of the t>ood 
King Josiah. Thcic is no allusion to the life or death of Josuih m 
either of them If Lien luh toiupo^cd au elegy upon his death, as is 
intimated in 2 Chi on xxxv 25, it is lost.

A gieat help to the intelligent perusal of • • ' [ ’’ophets is the 

Jewish history of the tunes in which they floiiiishcd. it may be 
found in the Bible, or in the wiitinu'' ot Josephus, or in Ihideaux^s 
Comiei'iion, or in Milman’s llistoiy ot the Jew's 
> Ke^iieeiina the compaiative meiits of Ezekiel as a writer, there has 
been a (onsideial)l(‘ dnei-'ty of opinion, as mav be seen in the lernaiks 
of Bishop Lowth upon tins pioj)het, in his Le( mus on Ilebiew Poetry, 
and the note of Michaelis. To me the judgment ot IMiehaehs appeals 
in tins instance to be moie coiui i than that ot I.owtli Undouhtedly 
tliore arc to bo found in Ezekiel some ^tiikinu passages, such as the 
vision of the dry bones, some gieat thoughts, such as tliat m ch. xxxvi. 
26, and many bold images. But m gimn.il he wcincs the leadci by 
endless a i u' and fiequent icpiMi.on and sometimes dl^gllsts 

by his minuteness ot detail m the ddi loatum of gioss I'l i.. - One 
iliuhtiation, which Isaiah has de&patihed in a single verse, ora single 
cxpiessicm, Is. i. 21, Ezekiel has spun out into whole chapters, so as 
to lead us to wonder at the state ot society when such things would 
not be offensive to the taste of a writer of genius and liis (onicmpoiaiy 
readers See ch. xvi. and xxm His Msions and i h^ui.c- some- 
times dazzle and confound lathcr than immc-'i .'ud instinct us, .\o .l,''i 
it may be said that his c oiitcm})uiaiies may Ihvl* Utaehed a meaning 
to them wheic we cannot. Yet he w is limisclf so sensible of the 
obscurity of some of his emblems amPliilcgoiies, that he gives a vcihal 
explanation of them. Some of bis emhhms are foiced and iiniiatuial, 
and tlicie occuis occasionally something ludicious m theii want oi 
appiopiiateness ; as when ho takes an iion pan, and lays siege to it, as 
the emblem of emmu's hesiegiug the wall of a city. His language is 
generally piosaie, inolix, and wiihoiit u lai’ 

Theic ma\ appear to some readers a want of reverence in thus 
speaking of rlic style of the piojihct ; but since the time of Bishop 
Ijowth the style of the sacred writers has been regarded as their own, 
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and made the subject of ciiticism, and in my opinion great injury is 
done to the just clnnis of the ^ *c'e 1 \m iters by cxtiavagant and indis- 
criminate ciiloay 

Tlion^h I cannot rank Ezekiel so high ainona'^t the sacied wi iters 
as some otlicis have done, in leiraul to the style and dress in which he 
conveys his sentiments, I yield to no one in ic'^pcet for the dc]>th of 
his moral feelings, and his just and disci imiuatiiig moral and ici mous 
views. See hi. 17-21, x\iii , xxxiii. 

The prophecies of Ezekiel have sometimes been divided into three 
parts : — I. Those i elating to the Jews befoio the destiuetioii of Jerusa- 
lem, oh.

Acts ii. 2. The stoim is said to come fiom the noith, in allusion to 
an opinion that pi evaded in the East, that in the lomotest regions of 
the North there was a certain mount of congiegation, a place wlicie 
God and his angels asscmhled. See Is. xiv. 13, and the notes of 
Gesenms or Boscnmuellcr upon it. It may be here icm.ukcd, that it 
is against the spirit of the writer to exidaiu the ciicuinstances of the 
vision too minutely, or to assign a paituuLn meaning to e\eiy paitof 
the scene, Ezekiel evidently dcsciibes a manifestation of the Deity to 
him, by which he was called to assume and oxeieise the piuphiuic 
office. This was the great design of the vision. The eiicumstanec‘s 
undci which this manifestation was made were designed to make it 
more august and impicssivc. lie who is elsewhere said to make the 
clouds his chariot, is here represented as sitting uiion such a chauot, 
and diawn by living creatures of wonderful excellence, and m a man- 
ner calculated to cxcitc astonishment and m — in an uiiciiiihly 

manner, and coiicsponding to the gicatnc^s of Deity Vanous par- 
ticulars in the dcsciiption arc intioduccd only to fill up the scene and 
add to its majesty. 

5. — four living aeaiures In ch. x. they are called cherubs, and 
are to be regarded as a class of angels, "in Gen. ni. 24 they are 
represented as guaiding the tree of life. They arc said to have the 
human form, by winch it is to be understood that they lesmnblcd man 
in respect to their size and their erect stature.

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forms arc borrowed from creatures regarded as most excellent upon 
the earth, namely, fioni the lion, the hist amongst wild beasts, the 
eagle, the first amongst birds, the ox, the fiist amongst tame animals, 
and liom man, the head ot them all.

The lep- 
rescntation of the Deity, having his chaiiot-throne borne by creatuies 
muting the foims of vaiious animals, was agiccablc to the toncepnons 
of the Eastern nations, as appeals from antiquities of Egypt, and some 
of the countries of Asia Sec Eosenmuellei on ch i 10.

Till'. puKM'ding diiectly on, in the same undoviating, iiinexib'c 
pohition, sec Ill's to show their steadiness m pcrfoiraing the Divine wull, 
whicli advances to its destined goal right onwards It may be said 
that it is impossilile to construct wheels of this kind, so as to move 
a carriage as is here represented. But in vision they would go as 
well as any wheels. No human artist could give a living spiiit to

HAoaAi was the first prophet of the Jens nlio nroto after the return 
from tho captivity at Babylon. It appoaris fiom eh i 1, that he be'j.n, 
to piophcsy in the second year of Dauuh, the son of llysta.spes, king 
of Tcrsia, or about five hundred and twenty years belore Ohnsf. 

The Book of Ilaggai contains tour shoit (li.scoiir.ses, dc'^miicd to ex- 
cite the people to go on in tho building of the new tioiiplc, and in tho 
le^toiatjon of tho sci vices of former nine'. Tho circmn.stauees under 
which he wrote are to bo learned from the Book of Ezra, ch v. - vi. 15. 

11. 7, — j'iiaiou^ things of all the nations. This is the uiKhiing of 
all tho ancient vel^i<)]ls except the Vsdaa.e That it is the (rue hmhUu- 
ing appci\rs to me plain from its connect lou with the pictvdiiie line, 
comp, verse 22, and nith tho '‘sdver and gtild ” mentionc(i in vm\sc 8.

Ant. XV, 11. The temple m whieli Jv‘^us appeared was as much the 
third temple, as that built in the time of ITagg.ii was tho sciond. In 
accordance with those views is a \aluablc note of Dr. llebcrden, in- 
serted by Newcome, ad he. He says, at tho close of it . “ Tlie most 
plausible objections to the Cliiistiaii religion have been made out of the 
weak arguments which have been advanced in its support.

NOTES ON ZECHAEIAH. 

7i i tvn'\ir. a name signifying '‘Jehovah rememhers,” the son of 
Tlaiaidiiali, the son of Iddo, was a toiiteinpouiiy of Haggai, coming 
fin w aid as a piophet only one month later In Ezra vi. 14, ho is 
called the son oi Iddo, accoidmg to the well-known unlimited signifi- 
cation of the term son in the Ilcbiew ulioin, the meaning being, that 
ho was a descendant; i e. the giandvoii of Iddo, who was piobably a 
more •b-.. •_u'-l''‘d poison than the father of the prophet. 

The Book of Zeidianah consists of two parts, rcmuikahly distin- 
guished from each other in leg.ud both to their and their 

style. The lirbt pait, ch. i. -viii, forms a whole, consisting of a 
series of visions or symbols, deseiibul in pio.se, and all i elating to tho 
re-estabhshment of the Jewish commoiiwealtli and temple. The sec- 
ond part, ch. ix. “Xiv., has reference to uicuui^i.iiKe^ and^ events 
ennieh dilleient, and contains no svmbols Its language also is some- 
what poetic, and nuuked by the llebiew rhythm or parallelism 

lu couseipience of these circumstances, many wntei^, English and 
Geunan, have buppo^ed the second part of the hook to be the pioduc- 
tion of a more ancient prophet than Zeehanah The firht, so far as I 
know, who maintained this opinion was Dr. Joseph Mode, — who died 
in 1330, — m his remarks on Matt, xxvii. 9, l(> (Lpi-a XXXI ) Ilis 
opinion is adopted by Archbishop Newcomc, who, m hi" notes upon this 
Tirophct, uiake^ copious extiact^j from the note of Dr. Mode The ar- 
gumimts of Dr. Mede seem to be (putc conclusive; but some eminent 
Tiitics have supposed that there arc indications of the age of Zechanah 
in the laugu.ige and allusions of the second part. It has also been 
maiiitaiiied with arguments of eon^idciable weight, thatch, ix. -xi are 
by a dilTeicut author from the wiitei of eh. xii. ~xiv. The foiiuor 
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may have been wiithni in the time of TJzxiah or Ahaz ; the latter, some 
time after the death of Jo^iah Bee xii. IL

The name, of Jonah, a piophct who lived in the time of Jciohoam 
the toed 2 Kn.'j'' XIV 25, and before Joel and Amos, is piefixed 
to this lKM>k, htuiu^'- he is the subject, not the author ot it Who was 
the author of the work, and to what age ho ’'d'u is wholly uncer- 
tain, I have, with Jahn, suppo-c<l that he lived about the time of 
Al.il.iUii S<*e Jaluds Intiodm tion to the Book of Jonah. 

M mv and strange livpothcvcs have been humght foivvaid in regard 
to the <()!i!(mfs of this hook. I think the populai opinion is the only 
etuix'ct one, namely, that it purports to be a histoiy of some ciicum- 
stanres in the life of the prophet Jonah. But the h'geiulary cliaiacler 
of it .stHuu'^ to h) established even in the popular mind, without the aid 
of histuiical entieiMii.

The most impoitaiit question i elating to the Book of Daniel is 
whether it be genuine, that is, the pioduotion of a ]uophet who Ined 
during the exile at, B h\h»n A brief statement of tlie aiouiids of my 
judgment on this suhjeet would he un‘^a^ls^ac^(>l \ . Iwillnotthere- 
ibie give any in this place. But I feel hound to cxpicss my coin ic- 
tion that the aiguineiits for iho < .it.ii* . i.cmI . modern date of the 
work, ciitiiely iiidcpeiidont oi the geneial qiie'^tion of the ciedihdiu of 
muaeles, are absolutely couelusive, so that X have plaeed it last aoiong 
the hooks of the Old 'rcstament 

If It be true that the Book (»f Darnel W'ns not viitten till about 167 
years before Christ, or a short time hefoie the death of Annochus 
Bpiphanes, it is undoubtedly a truth of coiiMdeiahle importance, and 
far-reaching in its conseipiences, in a theological point of view. But 
m the long run nothing is bettei than the truth, and therefore it 
should be made known 

The chief interest both of the Jewish and Chiistian Chnreh in the 
hook has been m the ^seeming piedietions nlueh it eontnius But if it 
was written only 167 years befoic Christ and four Imiidu d }eais after 
the time of Dmiiel of the captivity, then these seeming piedaniims — 
all of them which have any definiteness — were w unen a/?< / ilw < 1 1 ;iq 
and have no significance except as a specimen of htciaiy aitiliec. 
The most general opinion among critics seems to lie that the autlmris 
clothing of histoiy in the garb of piediction was an iuiioccnt aitificc. 
Some have compared it to the picdictions which Vngil put', into the 
mouth of father Axichiscs in the sixth book of the yBneid. 7()6 - tori. 
But there is not much resemblance between the Book of Dauud and 
Viigil’s Arnold; and m the latter the ]ucdictei doCvS not piofcss to 
he the writer of the book. The Book of Bcclcsiabtes in the Pnitcbtunt, 
and the Book of Wisdom in the Catholic Canon of the Old Testament, 
were undoubtedly written after the captivity, and yet a^^uim* to be 
written by Solomon, the wise son of I)a\id But these hooks eontnin 
no predictions. It is difficult to say wliat ivas the intmiiion of the 
author of the Book of Daniel in writing under an a'^sunu'd name, ami 
clothing history in the language of picdielion, hetausc we arc not 
acquainted wuth the cnciunstanees of il*! onginal ])uhlie.ition, and do 
not know whethei thr contemporancs of the writer weie doi’i'uod or not. 
There is reason to ’ns i '■e l h it .ipo.-ahv pm .il writers sometimeH assumed 
. a false name with an intention to deceive But we cannot agree with 
some lecent writcis in maintaining that such a practice was geneially 
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as M'n Lii'.’t with mnnil vertitudo. Was tlicrc ever an ag« 
when the puhlie was v, .11 to be iniposcil npon'^ In tmr dcsiic to 
avoid the eonelU''i<m that the Book of Daniel is a pious forg^ery, wo 
muHt he careful not to set up maxims wliicli will destioy the trust- 
woithiuc'ss of all histoiy. 1 do not believe that a puictice which, at 
the. lue-'cnt day, would ho uni\ei''allv toudenun'd as deception and 
fuuul, \\a^ at any iieriod of the Jewish or Chiisnan Church generally 
appioM'iI as right. In our 'unoi.uue of the manner in wdiich the 
writer first ofpa I J the work to his emitempoiane’^, — ‘its first leaders, 
—•it may he hujxd, hut not confuleutK a''S(.‘ite<l, that he intended to 
juacijM' no dMiptuji' It wuis an uidbitmiate C i_; at least, that he 
adopted a ‘•iiecies ol Uteiaiy li( turn wdiicli has .;uii i ill\ been misun- 
derstood, ami has in various ways been piodiietne ot much more evil 
than good. 

Dr. Arnold seems to lean to the opinion that the predictions wore 
intended to deceive, have long thought/* says he, ‘<that the 
greater part of the I^ook of Daniel is most ceitaiiih a veiy late work 
of the time of the Mueahecs. and the jmueiulcd piophecy about the 
kings of ihc'H'i' and Bwsia, and of the Noith ami South, meic histoiy, 
like the poetical pioplu i ic- of Viigil, and elscwheie In lact, you can 
trace disimctlv the (lati' when it was w'vitteu, because the events up to 
that date are given wntli historical miiiuteuchh totally unlike the char- 
iicicr of real prophecy ; and y that d itc all is imaumai v The 
.uuunit'ufs whu h establish the <latt‘ of the Book of Daniel may be found 
in English, in Davi<ls<m\ Introduction to the Old Testament, and 
Ihirkcr’s Translation of Do Wctt<*\s ; in Latin, in the Cominentauos 
of IloMMinincIlei and Mamei , and in (Jciiuan, in the Innoductions of 
Eichlioin, Bcithohlt, I)e Wetre, and Bleck ; and m the Commentaries
